Flames. This induced me, after the 
Completion of that Performance, to 
employ ſome leiſure Time to methodize 
and arrange this indigeſted Maſs; in do- 
ing which, there occurred ſo great a 
number of Notices and Evidence con- 
cerning the Grandeur of the Houſe of 
VE RY, that I very early conceived 
the Inclination to publiſh a diſtin Hi- 
ſtory of that Houſe, ſo vaſt in Antiqui- 
ty, and ſo eminent in many different 
Branches, of which, nevertheleſs, there 
is not extant any tolerable Account. 
YOUR Lordſhip being now, by the 
Extinction of the other Branches, the 
Head and Chief of this Illuſtrious Fami- 
| ly, I could not hope to bring this Work 
to the Perfection I deſired, without the 
Aſſiſtance of thoſe great Collections 
which have been from Generation to 
Generation, made and preſerved by 
the Anceſtors of Your own immediate 
Line. 
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Line For which Reaſon, I took the 
Liberty to deſire to be allowed the Pe- 
ruſal of them, which Your Diſpoſition 
to oblige, and Your Pious Regard to 


Your Progenitors, permitted to me with 
eat Indulgence. 


WITH what Abilities I have uſed 
this Favour, they who ſhall hereafter 
peruſe this Work, will better judge, 
than any Author in his own Ca 
do. But I may venture to afhrm, = 
with Reſpect to Integrity and Truth, I 
ſhall not be found inferior to any Writer | 
that ever appeared upon ſuch a Subject; 
in which, I have not only followed my 
own conſtant Practice, but ſcrupulouſly 

obeyed Your Lordſhip's Commands, 
which ought to be remembered, to Your 
own Honour, and to the Inſtruction of 
others, That rather Your own Dignity, 
than the Truth ſhould ſuffer. 
IJ O affirm abſolutely that no Errors 
may have entered into a Work ſo volu- 
minous and intricate, would be an Ar- 
rogance, ill ſuited to the frail Condition 
of human Nature. — Some trivial Miſ- 
takes may, poſſibly, have happened from 
the Preſs, others from the Copies, and 
even the Conſtruction of Records, which 


how- 
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however, I believe have not hap 


and if they have, may eaſily be hiied, 
either by turning to the Appendix, where 


the Proofs are at Length inſerted ; or if 


that be not ſufficient, by an Application 


to the public Offices, in which the Ori- 


ginals are repoſited.— As to thoſe which 


have been committed by other Authors, 


whom I have ſometimes followed, I can- 


not be juſtly anſwerable for thowe's but 


even here, I have acted with uncommon 
Precaution, having taken the Pains to 
examine the original Authorities by them 
uſed, in every Inftance where it was poſ- 


ſable to do it.----By which means, I have 
corrected many Errors in Sir William 
Dugdale, particularly in the two Lines 
of Luvel and Gournay, in the latter of 
which he had committed an egregious 
Miſtake, by following too implicitly the 
great Camden, who was himſelf miſ-led 


by an erroneous Copy of a Record, which 


falſified the Account of that Line of this' 


Houſe, fo far as to attribute to it an Ori- 
ginal entirely untrue. 


FARTHER, to prevent all Poſſi- 
bility of any Deceit in this Work, whe- 


ther of my own, or others, I hays, in 


a manner, totally rejected the Uſe of all 


Pedi- 
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pedigrees, however authenticated by An- 
tiquity, or even by the Offices of Arms, 
telying wholly upon original Records, or 
Viſitations, or ſuch other public Autho- 
rities, as the Courts of Juſtice admit in 
Evidence, upon all Trials of Property. 
Wherever I have made uſe of other Ma- 
terials of leſs Proof, even theſe are of 
undoubted Credit, and are employed 
only in the Illuſtration of the Actions of 
particular Perſons, already verified before 
by that ſuperior Evidence. 
SOME Expreſſions of the Dignity 
of this Family, which in Works of this 
kind are not to be avoided, may create 
Diſguft in thoſe who envy that Eminence 
in others, to which they cannot pretend 
themſelves. But to obviate this as much 
as I was able, theſe Expreſſions are not 
laboured, and are every where the natu- 
ral Reſult of the Matter immediately un- 
der Conſideration : and I have been as 
{paring of them as the Nature of the Sub- 
ject would admit. The Imputation of 
Flattery being as much the Object of my 
own Fear, as of Your Lordſhip's Hatred. 
IN the Conduct of the Work, I have 
occaſionally interſperſed ſome hiſtorical 
Deductions, which relate to the Events 
Vito ke =: in 
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in which your Anceſtors have been moſt 
concerned; which are very neceſſary, in 
{ome meaſure, to relieve the Dryneſs of 
this kind of Subject ; and not leſs mate- 
rial, to convey a juſt Idea of the Merit 
and Importance of the Perſons engaged 
in them. In this I am ſenſible, that there 
is the greateſt Difficulty, ſo to propor- 
tion the public Matter with the private, 
that on the ons hand, the Dignity of the 
reſpective Houſe may receive no Injury, 
and on the other, that what is intended 
for a particular Hiſtory, may not appear 
a general Work. And therefore, if in 
this I have ſucceeded ill, I muſt hope, 
not only Your Lordthip's Pardon, but 
the Reader's Indulgence. 


I ſhall offer no Apology for inſerting. 


the Accounts of thoſe Families whoſe 
Rights, through Heireſſes, are devolved 


upon Your Lordſhip's Houſe, fince it is 


very notorious, that as well by the Courſe 
of the Laws, as by the Courſe of Nature 
and Blood, all Houfes are no leſs imme- 
diately concerned in the Intereſt and 
Dignity of theſe, than in thoſe of their 
own Male Line. Nor have I any occa- 
ſton to juſtify the Deduction I have given 


of the many Royal Deſcents belonging

for being ſuſpicious of the Effects of the 
natural Malevolence of the Mean againſt

moſt ancient of Mankind, and greatly gloried in this

their Nation exiſted before the Moon. The Ve-

Fam — common Era of Incertitude, out of 
b duc ena that their Poſterity may i {prings not 
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neration of the Ægyptians for 12 appears ſufficiently, by - 
from the Diſcoveries made in their Burying-Places to 


this Day. Thoſe Bodies which we call Mummies, 
ſo carefully embalmed, and curiouſly adorned, con- 
tained in their groteſque Paintings, and hieroglyphic 
Repreſentations (which was their manner of wl i wri 8 
the firſt Ages) the Story of their reſpective H 
the Vaults of their Dead preſerved the S Cenealogie of 
the Living : and their vaſt nces in theſe Inter · 
mnts ſufficiently evinced their Sentiments of a Noble 
Anceſtry. The Hebrews maintained the Know. 
ledge of their reſpective Deſcents with extreme Care; 
and the Nations bordering upon them followed the 
ſame Cuſtom, with an equal Attention. 

In the Afyrian and Perfian Monarchies, the Lines 
of the greateſt Families were conſtantly recorded, and 


| we have Reaſon to conclude, that the ſame Practice 


prevailed over the whole Eaſt. With reſpect to 
the Perſian Government we learn, that one of their 
Grand Arcana Imperii, that Point of State Policy up- 
on which that mighty Empire principally turned, was 
the Inſtitution of Military Officers of a low Extraction, 
in the Strong Places of all their Provinces, with — 
independant of the Governors of thoſe Provinces, who 
were always Men of the moſt diſtinguiſhed Families. 
The Deſign in this was, to create a Jealouſy and 
Emulation between them, for a Bridle to them 
both. Which Jealouſy and Emulation evidently prove 
the Notions of Men to have been, at that Time, the 
fame which they now are, as to this Particular. 
The Policy, of that Meaſure, being grounded wholly 
upon the Superiority, even then attributed to Ancient 
and Noble Birth. In Greece we have infinite Proofs 
of a like Nature. We find in every State of that 
Country, ſome ancient Family, eminent in Eſteem, on 
account of the Dignity of a remote Extraction. They 
even carried this Reſpect to Birth to a criminal Exceſs, 
ranking among their Gods, or placing, at leaſt, but 
one Remove below them, the Founders of thoſe great 
Houſes. 

Wr 
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WI find in Plutarch“, that the Athenians pre- 
tended to deduce their Deſcent from Apollo. em—— 
Alexander vainly boaſted Jupiter to be his immediate 
Father, by a preterna Commerce with his Mother 
Olympia, — But he was allowed, by the graveſt 
Authors, to be deſcended from the ſame Jupiter, (af- 
ter impiouſly deified) through Hercules, by the Side of 
His Father, and from Achilles,” by that of his Mother. 


m——— Alcibiades was acknowledged to be lineally 
ſprung from Euryſaces, the Son of Ajax. And 


| the Kings of Sparta, as well as Alexander, proceeded 


from the ſame Hercules. Ariſtotle obſerves, that 
there were three Citizens Rivals for Authority in A. 
thens, Nicias, the Son of Niceratus, Ti ides, the 
Son of Mzlefius, and Theramenes, the Son of Anon; 
but that the Opinion of ancient Family was ſuch in 
that Republic, the laſt, who was of mean- Ex- 


traction, could never ſurmount the Reproach and Ob- 


jection of his Birth. And Plutarch beforemen- 
tioned *, gives us a remarkable Evidence, of the Care 
then taken to preſerve the Deſcents of noble Families 
for he tells us, that he was himſelf intimately acquaint- 
ed with one of the Poſterity of the great Themiſtocles, 
who enjoyed, at the very Time he wrote, many Ho- 
nours, and diſtinguiſhed Privileges, granted to his 
great Anceſtor, and his Deſcendants, by the Kings of 
Perſia, in Magnefia, ſix hundred Years before. 
Oux Accounts of the Roman Empire being ſtill 
more perfect, this way of thinking is yet more evident 
in that State : it appears continually, both under the 
Government of their Conſuls, and their Emperors: — 
Under the firſt, nothing is more remarkable than the 
Reverence of the Plebeians for the Patrician Order. 
Their Jealouſy of Power, and their eager Deſire to re- 
duce the Commonwealth ſtill more into the Scale of 
Popularity, created great Seditions, but theſe Sedi- 
tions were never carried fo far as to deſtroy the 
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of a ſingle Patrician,———The Awe impreſſed by the 
Circumf of which we ſpeak, upon the Minds of 
the Multitude, was the only Defence of the Nobility, 
And it was a ſufficient efence. A little Body, not 
exceeding at any Time three hundred, ſupported by 
this alone, were enabled, without Guards or Armies, 
(for the People with which they contended were the 
only Guards and Armies of that mighty Republic) tg 
maintain their Authority over Millions of Men, the 
moſt ſuſpicious of their Freedom, and intrepid in their 
Nature, that ever the World Joe. —— The 
Buſtoes and Statues of their Forefathers were 2 kind 

of monumental Pedigree, in uſe among that People, 
which Sox hows as dear as their Wies and Children, 
and their Houſhold Gods. Their Accounts of private 
Houſes were alſo maintained with great Accuracy 
We are told by Cicera, and other Authors, that the 


ancient Hiſtory of Rome itſelf, was compoſed wholly 
out of the Accounts of privite Families. Maſſala, 
the famous Orator, gloried in having compoſed many 
Volumes of the Genealogies of the. Nobility of Rome. 
— Even Atticus *, ſo eminent for Taſte and Learning 
and every your Accompliſhment, and yet more emi- 
nent for the Friendſhip which ſubſiſted between him 
and the ſame Cicera we have mentioned, is ſaid to 
have been ſingularly ſtudious and intelligent in this 
Branch of Knowledge; nor did he think it beneath his 
Character to compoſe the Genealogy of Brutus, whom 
he proved to be deſcended from Junius Brutus, the 
Expulſor of the Targuins, and Founder of the Repub- 


lic, near five hundred Years before.————Cz/ar's Fa- 
mily was carried yet much higher, for he was allowed 
to derive his Pedigree from Venus. — Nor ſhould 


theſe Pretenſions of a Derivation in the Ancients from 
the Gods, be rejected wholly, as abſurd and fabulous. 
For it is well known, that their Deities were no other 
than real Mortals, to whom the Ignorance of the firſt 

Ages, 
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Ages, for particular Extelleneles, attributed divine 
Honours, Which, none by Superſtition,” and the 
Artifice of Prieſts and Princes, became, in great mea 
ſure, the Foundation of the Religion of the Heatheri 
World. We are expressly told, thar after the Death of 
the ſame Cæſar, the Commonalty being "reſolved to 
revenge it on his Murdeters, among whom was the 
Patrician Cinna, another Cina fell à Victim to their 
Rage, as bearing the fame Name; upon Which one 
Caſca, who had a Name fake allo among thoſe Counipi- 


rators, thought it necefſaty to publiſh his Pedigree y _ 


by which he proved that the two Fatnilies bf that 
Name had a different al, and that he Bore no 
Relation to the Perſon Who was the Obje& of. theit 
Hate. Aſter the Turn of that Government into 
the Scale of abſolute Power, this Regard to Family 


continued equally ſtrong, which is every where appa- 


rent in the Writings of all their Poets and Hiſto 


Among the reſt, we need only to mention that 


great Author Tacitus. It would be endleſs to enu- 
merate all the Proofs of it, that might be giveh out 


of his Works alone; we ſhall content ourſelves with 
relating what he tells us in the Eleventh Book of his 


Annals, where he ſpeaks of that great Debate in the 
Senate, concerning the Increaſt of its own Number, 
and the Admiſſion of ſome of the chief Men of Galli 
Comata, (a Nation of the Gauls, then a Province o 
the Roman Empire) irito that Body. This Propoſal, as 
might be naturally expected, and will always happen 
upon a like Occaſion, was much OH, by many of 
the vain and leſs conſiderate Members, who imagined 
that their Power would be weakened, if more were to 
become Partakers of it. Others, from an ill- 
judged Pride, conternned all foreign Nations to fuch a 
Degree, that they thought none but Romans worthy 
of that Honour, But the wiſe and more judicious Sena- 
tors, expoſed the Folly and Meanneſs of theſe Arguments. 
——They ſhewed, that Power, unleſs ſupported by 
the Property and Influence of many, concerned hy ow 
| E 
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ſame Intereſt, as being Partakers of it, muſt fink ine- 


vitably, from the Load of Envy it muſt fuſtain, and 
from the Narrowneſs of its Foundation. — They 
obſerved likewiſe, that the Majority of thoſe, who 
even then enjoyed that Dignity, were once of foreign 
Growth. The Emperor Claudius himſelf taking 1 
with the Petitioners, produced, in favour of their 
Cauſe, Inſtances of many of the greateſt Families in 
Rome, whoſe Anceſtors had been of foreign Extraction, 
and at length admitted in this Manner, had proyed, 
and ſtill continued, the greateſt Pillars of the State. 
In this Speech, there is abundant Proof of the Care 
taken at that Time to preſerve the Accounts of private 
Houſes, and of the great Eſteem in which they were 
held, who poſſeſſed the Advantage of a noble and an- 
cient Extraction. The ſame Author, in the far- 
ther Purſuit of this Subject, obſerves the great Decay 
of ancient Families in Rome; and in a very curious 
manner opens to us the State of the Nobility in that 

Empire, which had been compoſed at different Times: 

Firſt, of the principal Men, admitted into the Senate 
by their Founder Romulus; ſecondly, of thoſe elected 
out of the beſt of the Commons, by Lucius Brutus; 
thirdly, of thoſe admitted by the Catlian Law, in the 
Time of Julius Ceſar ; and laſtly, of ſuch who were 
admitted by the Senian Law, in the Time of Auguſtus. 
Of the two latter, he tells us, there were none remain- 
ing ; and of the ſecond and firſt, but very few. From 
whence ariſes the ſtrongeſt Argument of their Regard 
to great Families, the Deſcents of which had been 
thus preſerved, for above eight hundred Years, (for fo 
long was it from the Foundation of Rome to that 
Time ;) a Period which hardly any Family in Europe 


can now with Certainty exceed. X 


AFTER the Decay of the Romen Empire, the bar- 
barous Nations who roſe upon its Ruins, appear to be 
equally affected with the ſame Sentiments. We 
find, both in the Commentary of Cæſgar, and the Au- 
thor laſt quoted, the greateſt Reverence —— *

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Noble Birth, among the ancient Britons, Gauls, and 
Germans.————We are told by Paulus A milins, that 
even in the firſt wag of the French Monarchyg 
many private Houſes pretended to place themſelves 
a Level with Clodovens, or Clovis, on Account 
4 Dignity of their r others, 
one Canacer diſputed the Crown with that Prince, 
upon the Score of his Genealogy, which he then made 
public. Dagobert the Firſt, of the ſame Mero- 
vingian Line of French Kings, preſerved among the 
public Records, the Deſcents of all the Noble Families 
of his Kingdom : and Charlemain had ſuch an Efteem 
for Men of Birth, and knew ſo well how to apply that 
Subject to the Advantage of the State, that he ordered 
Poems to be compoſed, rehearſing the eminent Ex- 
traction, and Services, of the noble Commanders of 
that Age, with a View to raife the Spirit of his 
by the Pride and Emulation naturally proceeding from 
that Meaſure. ———- Even among the moſt remote 


Nations of the Earth, diſcovered in theſe later Ages of 


the World, the ſame Sentiments prevail. And we 
are aſſured; that the Incas of Peru pretended to be 
Children of the Son, and maintained a long fictitious 
Genealogy from that Planet, to heighten the Venera- 
tion of their Subjects to their Perſons, from that im- 
menſe Antiquity. | | 
Bur to return, and to deſcend lower into the Hi- 
ſtory of Europe. It is certain, that even at the 
Time of the Conqueſt, the Reſpe& to ancient Birth 
was eminently great; and the Normans, though not 
ſettled in their Province full two hundred Years before 
that Period, were already much affected with it. This 
appears plainly from the old Hiſtorians of that Time, 
who are very curious in marking the Deſcents of the 
principal Perſons of whom they write. Ordericus 
Vitalis, in particular, who was cotemporary with the 
Conqueror, has been minutely exact, in his Account of 
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a vaſt number of Families then exiſting, and among 
theſe, that of which we ſhall principally treat, has had 
a conſiderable Share of his Labours. _— 
Ix the Story of our own Monarchy, we have con- 
ſtant Evidence of the Force of the ſame Opinions... 
The Regiſtries of all our Abbies and Convents contain 
innumerable Proofs of it.- We have even Inſtances 
in the very Family of which we write, of Pedigrees 
preſerved with great Care, for many Centuries, among 
the public Records of the Kingdom ; and there is 
ticularly one * Genealogy of this Houſe, entered in 
the Rolls of the King's Bench, which deduces the di- 
5 rect Deſcent from Father to Son, (excluſive of Colla- 
i: terals) from the Reign of King Henry the Third, to 
| that of-King Henry the Eighth, containing a Space of 
three hundred Years ; and this Enrollment was made 
above two Centuries ago.- Within a few Reigns 
after the Norman Invaſion, viz. in that of Edward 
the Second +, we have a remarkable Inſtance of the 
| Opinion of the Crown itſelf, as to the Preſervation of 
; the Memory of ancient Families. Till that Era, Sur- 
f names were but ſeldom fixed, or if ſettled, yet covered 
Nl frequently by ſome new Appellation, hack changing, 
| perhaps, in every Deſcent, according to the Caprice of 
| particular Men, diſguiſed them greatly, and thus con- 
2 founded the Knowledge of the Original of the beſt 
and moſt diſtinguiſhed Houſes. -This Obſcurity, 
though ſince rendered infinitely greater to us, by the 
Deſtruction of many Records, was already - ſenſibly 
perceived in that early Age. Inſomuch, that to 
remedy fo great an Inconvenience, the King himſelf 
was obliged to interpoſe $, encouraging all Men to ad- 
here to ſome conſtant Name, to be continued to their 
Poſterity. And there is now extant a Record, con- 
taining a poſitive Injunction upon a. great Man of that

Age, to aſcertain the Name of his Family; which, in 
purſuance of this Command, he actually did. | 
To continue the ſame Chain, we may very proper- 
ly obſerve thoſe frequent Conteſts which happened, 
not long after the Time we have laſt fpoken of, be- 
tween private Houſes, for the Right of bearing parti- 
cular Coats of Arms; which fully ſhew the Prevalence 
of theſe Opinions. Among which Diſputes, was that 
of John de Sitfilt, Anceſtor to the prefent Earls of Sa- 
lizbury and Exeter, with Wilkiam de Fakenham, in the 
Reign of Edward the Third, for the Arms now borne 
by the Family of Cecil, as they at prefent write their 
Name. And from the ſame Principle proceeded alſo 
that famous Controverſy between Robert Lord Morle, 
and Nicholas Lord Burnell, at the Siege of Calais, in 
the ſame King's Reign, concerning the Arms of Bur- 
nell, which the Lord Morley, in truth uſurped, bear- 
ing, Argent, a Lion rampant, Sable, crowned, Gold; 
whereas his own were, a Lion rampant, Argent, with- 
out any Crown at all; but the Difference being thus 
ſmall, had obtained ſo long, that there was much De- 
bate upon the Matter. — However, it was at laſt 
adjudged, by William de Bobun, Earl of Northampton, 
Conſtable, and the Earl of Warwick,” Marſhall of Eng- 
land, that in Conſideration of the valiant Deeds which 
the ſaid Robert Lord Morley had performed in thoſe 
Arms, he ſhould enjoy them for his Life; but that 
they ſhould then revert to their right Owners, the 
Lord Burnell, and his Heirs. The Heirs of the 
Lord Morley continued, nevertheleſs, (notwithſtanding 
this Award) to bear theſe Arms, through the Inadver- 
tency of Burnell.

Pembroke of that Name, and Edward Haſtings, the 
Male Heir of that Houſe, concerning the ancient Arms 
of Haſtings ; which Suit continued twenty Years, and 
was not ended till the eleventh of Henry the Fourth, 
1410, when Edward Haſtings was not only condemned 
to pay the Sum of nine hundred and ſeventy Pounds, 
ſeventeen Shillings, and ten-pence halfpenny, (the Lord 
Grey ſwearing that he had ſpent a thouſand Marks more' 
in that Conteſt *).but he was impriſoned ſixteen Years, 
for Diſobedience to that Sentence. So great a Fine 
when Money was ſo ſcarce as it is known to have then' 
been, and fo ſevere a Penalty as the long Impriſon-. 
ment inflifted in this cafe, moſt powerfully diſcover' 
how high the Notions of theſe Matters ran at that' 
Juncture. | 1 


Var1ovs Proofs to the ſame purpoſe occur from' 


Age to Age. In the fifth Year of King Henry 


the Fifth, 1417, the King then going to the Wars' 
of France, iſſued his Proclamation, dated at New 


Sarum upon the ſeventh of June, ſtrictly command- 


ing that no Perſon retained in that Expedition, of 
what Quality ſoever, ſhould preſume to wear any 
Coat-Armour, to which he had not a Right from his 


Anceſtors , or by Grant from a ſufficient Deputy 
empowered therein, upon Penalty of being caſhiered, 


of loſs of Wages, and of having his Coat of Arms 


raſed, and torn off his Back.--—So warmly did our 


Princes then concern themſelves to maintain the Dig- 


nity of ancient Families. 


Nor long after this, in 1428, the ſeventh of 
Henry the Sixth, the King iſſued Writs to the Ju-

From hence we paſs to another Period, little 
diſtant from the laſt, to another public Act of one 
of our Princes. We mean the Erection of the Court 


of Honour by King Richard the Third, whoſe Char- 


ter being ſtill in force, and wholly calculated for the 
Preſervation of theſe Diſt inctions, and to the Sup- 
ort of ancient and noble Families, and to no other 
Purpoſe, is an Evidence yet living, and not to be 
contradicted, of what we have here advanced. 
Ix is unneceſſary to deſcend further, to particu- 
larize any thing more of this Nature. That Man 
muſt be very ignorant indeed, who does not know 
how univerſally, in theſe latter Ages, the Regard to 
ancient Birth has been extended ; inſomuch, that in 
every State in Europe, (Holland and England excepted, 
where, in both, the ſame Circumſtances in ſome mea- 
ſure operate againſt it) it is carried even to ſuch an Ex- 
ceſs, that Contempt is the rigid Portion of thoſe who 
labour under the Misfortune of a mean Extraction. 
From this Stock of Examples drawn from all Na- 
tions, and all Ages, we cannot but think that we may 
derive ſome Confidence to proceed in the Work we 
have undertaken; and being thus ſupported, that we 


need not concern ourſelves upon what Foundation, whe- 


ther vain or ſolid, this Reverence to Noble Birth; and 
to theſe Enquiries, hath been eſtabliſhed. It is 
too bold and inſolent in any Man, or in any Set of 
Men, to arraign the Wiſdom of Opinions which have 
eternally and univerſally prevailed ; and ſuch an Oppo- 
fition draws after it no Conſequence, but the Ridicule 
of thoſe who make it. However, having engaged 
to proſecute this Matter ſtill farther, we ſhall come, in 
the next place, to ſhew, that the Grounds upon which 
this Concurrence of Opinion has been founded, are ſolid 
and reaſonable in themſelves. | 
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The juſt Grounds and Loftineſs of Soul, ariſing from 
of the Veneration : 

n a conſtant Reflection upon the Su- 

periorities enjoyed, thre gh the Cir- 

cumftances of ancient Birth and high Extraction, which 


rightly regulated, and not degenerated into an odious 


and over bearing Pride, are followed by Conſequences 
greatly advantageous to the Public. Men im- 
pregnated with theſe Sentiments, can never fail to 
at leaſt with Honour; which, although they 
want real Virtue, will yet produce, in a great meaſure, 
the ſame Effects. When Men of Birth arid Qua- 
lity, act in a manner unworthy of themſelves, it is not 
unleſs they think meanly of themſeives, and have been 
corrupted in their Education, by the Humour we have 
ſpoken of, prevailing ſo much at this Time in this 
Country. They who are (or who are taught to 
think that they are) conſiderable for nothing but their 
Fortunes, may be, but too naturally, led to commit 
the meaneſt Actions either to acquire, or preſerve 
them. On the other hand, a Man of ancient and 


noble Race, well and properly acquainted with his own 


Dignity, will ſet more looſely to his Fortune, and will 
never be biaſſed to diſhonour, by the Hope to encreaſe 
it, or the Fear to loſe it.— The firſt, when 

dered of his Wealth, has nothing left to re far- 
ther, and little to enable him to reſiſt Temptation: 
the latter, conſiderable from his Birth, poſſeſſes a 
Preheminence, of which he can never be totally de- 
prived, by any Act of Tyranny, or Power of Chance. 
Stripped of all other Advantages, he ſtill re- 
tains and carries that about him, which he can ne- 
ver forfeit, but by ſome Action below the Honour 
of his Station. It is not, therefore, likely, that a Per- 
ſon who poſſeſſes a Treaſure of ſo much Worth, ſhould 


be eaſily induced to part with it, by any ignoble Profs 


pect whatſoever. 3 | 

Wx have accordingly ſeen the Courtſhip of Popu- 

larity, in the affected Diſregard of this 
atten 
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attended with extreme bad Conſequences; it has alrea- 
dy, in a great degree, rooted out from among us all 
Honour and exalted Virtue. And, however its Advo- 
cates inſinuate in its Defence, that it tends to maintain 
the Liberty of the People, it has manifeſtly a con 
Influence, as it gradually reduces the Motive of 
Actions to one common Principle, which is that of 
Profit. Reſpect to Noble Birth being now, in a 
great degree, transferred to Riches. . The moſt 
mercenary Purſuits are generally followed. What 
an Inlet to Corruption, not only private, but public, 
this hath proved! what a flagrant Venality hath thus 
been introduced, even in the Government of this King- 
dom, is but too much manifeſted in the Courſe of 
our Elections, and the Conduct of many Parliaments, for 
half a Century laſt paſt. It is abſurd to think, 
that Liberty can be preſerved, by Means which ſap the 
Foundation of a free Government, or by ſuch as root 
out all Principles of Honour and Generoſity, much 
leſs by ſuch as place in their ſtead this Reverence and 
Regard to Wealth: on the contrary, the very Eſſence 
of Liberty conſiſts, in the Diffuſion of ſuch Principles 
as carry with them a Contempt of all private Advan-- 
tages, particularly thoſe of a mercenary kind, and de- 
pends upon the Habit of contenting the Mind with 
Reflections on its own Dignity, the ſole Reward which 
frequently attends the greateſt Actions of public Vir- 
_ | oh 5 

Tak Romans were as free as any People that have 
exiſted ſince the Diſſolution of that Republic. 
This way of thinking, nevertheleſs, prevailed among 
them, as we have ſhewn, in the higheſt Degree. 
Cato thought it demeaned his Daughter ro marry her 
even to a Sovereign Prince, during the Grandeur of 
that State. Such Sentimentsas theſe were general 
to the Roman Senate; and it is well known to what 
Extremity of public Virtue that Nobility was carried, 
by this high Opinion of their own Dignity..——Which, 
25 5 was greater than that of any other Nobility before 

or. I. Cc | > 
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or ſince, ſo were its Effects proportionably advantage» 
ous to their Nation. Nor did the Loſs of Liberty fall 
upon them, till that Order was greatly reduced in Eſti- 
mation, and till after the People were admitted to a 
Level with them. — So that we may ſee by this 
Inſtance, at leaſt, that a Reverence to Ancient and 
Noble Birth, is by no means incompatible with the 
moſt extenſive Freedom. N | 

L1BERTY is, indeed, ſo great a Bleſſing, that no 
Advantage ſtands in Competition with it. Thoſe Cir- 
cumſtances of Government, which really, not nomi- 
nally, deſerve that Title, carry with them every thing 
that is valuable upon Earth. But theſe are not 
impeded in any degree by the Eſtimation of Noble 
Birth. It is from a narrow, ignorant, and ſuper- 
ficial Conſideration of this Matter, that this Notion 
has ever at all prevailed. It is indeed true, that 
moſt Nations where this Eſtimation exiſts in the ſtrong- 
eſt manner, are in a State of Subjection to their 
Princes, which little differs from a downright Slavery: 
and this being the Caſe, it is taken, at firſt View, to 
have been the Cauſe or Inſtrument of that Subjection. 
But the Weakneſs of that Argument is evident 
from hence, that this Regard to Birth hath eternally 


exiſted in thoſe Countries, whereas, that wretched 


State in which they are now found, is not any where 
of longer Duration than of two hundred Years, how- 
ever it may have ſtrengthened and extended, to the 

Amazement of rational Men, in fo ſhort a Period. 
THr1s Inſinuation once ſurmounted, there remains 
but little to be ſaid againſt the fulleſt Encouragement 
that can be given to Works of this Nature, and to the 
Augmentation of that Value, which all Perfons, inti- 
tled to the Honours of a Noble Extraction, may ſet 
upon themſelves, or others fix upon them. Many 
other advantageous Circumſtances derived from it, 
farther juſtify the Veneration attributed to it, parti- 
cularly ſuch as are viſible to us from the Example of 
foreign Countries, eſpecially Germany and —_— 
where 
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where it ſo eminently prevails. _—— The firſt of theſe . 
Nations are noted for a Degree of Courage and Inte- 
grity, derived apparently from the Spirit of this Prin- 
ciple. And the other are but too eminent for 
that Love of Honour, which has raiſed them to this 
formidable Point of Power, at which they are now ar- 
rived in Europe. Their Contempt of Danger, 
and their Affection to their Country, though perhaps 
carried into a ridiculous Partiality, from an Ignorance 


of other Nations, are Qualities truly excellent and great, 


and they proceed indiſputably from the careful Regard 
of the Government of that Kingdom, to Family and 
ancient Birth; upon which Policy, as upon a Rock, 
that Monarchy is well known to have built its vaſt 
Foundation. a 8 

HAvINOG fo fully ſhewn the public Uſe of theſe 
Opinions, with relation to ancient Birth, we now come 
to ſhew the Advantages derived from the ſame Subject 
to private Perſons, who are ſo fortunate as to be in 
Poſſeſſion of it. 


IT is manifeſtly of high Impor- _

But on the 
other hand, if a due Regard be conſtantly had to this 
Particular, they will find a ſtrong Support from it in 
the greateſt Adverſity; they will be {till diſtinguiſhed 
from the common Herd, let their Diſtreſſes be what 
they will. Their Conduct will be different in ſuch 
Diſtreſſes, from that of other Men. - They will 
ſtruggle under their Troubles with greater Spirit. 
They will cautiouſly avoid attempting to reſtore them- 
{elves again, by any Arts or Occupations, which might 
tarniſh the of their Families, if again reſtored.

Ir is evident farther, that by various Accidents, 
either of good or evil Fortune, any Family may be 
tranſplanted 1 into foreign Countries; which, whenever 
it happens, muſt be under the greateſt Diſadvantages, 
to thoſe who have neglected the Preſervation of the 
ancient Monuments of their own Houſes. A Man may 
carry with him fine Accompliſhments, both of Mind 
and Body, and even a Purſe which would purchaſe 
out a German Prince, or a Duke and Peer off France, 
expecting with theſe, as he paſſed current here, to 
meet with equal Conſideration abroad; but he will find 
himſelf egregiouſly deceived. Not that other Nations 
are ignorant how to employ Perſons of all Conditions, 
in a manner uſeful to the Public; but they place thoſe 
of this Degree, in a Claſs neither ſo agreeable or ad- 
vantageous to themſelves.—A Man of Family, with- 
out any Treaſure, but the Proofs of his Nobility about 
him, in the ſame Adventure, will find himſelf, with 
Eaſe, eſtabliſhed in Eſteem, and in a few Generations, 
more likely to lay the Foundation of a great Eſtabliſh- 
ment, than the other, with all his Riches. In 


foreign Countries, a noble Extraction is a real Fortune; 


a multitude of public Proviſions, Commanderies, and 
Orders, Civil, Eccleſiaſtical, and Military, being ſet 


apart for thoſe, and thoſe alone, who enjoy that Pre-

Enjoyment, of theſe Advantages of Birth; and how 
diſagreeably to themſelves, if not unprofitably to their 
Maſters, the former exerciſe their Functions. 
And if, from a miniſterial Partiality at Home, Perſons 
of this Condition are thus employed abroad, it gene- 
rally turns to their own Mortification, and to the Scan- 
dal of their Patrons. | 83h 
Wx have no occaſion to add any thing to illuſtrate 
how diſadvantageous a Neglect of theſe Matters muſt 
prove, with reſpect to foreign Courts, and foreign 
Employments. — As to thoſe at home, and as to 
all Dignities and conſiderable Preferments whatſoever, 
it is equally notorious, how great an Advantage is de- 
rived to any Man's Pretenſions from a noble Deſcent. 
Ir muſt be farther evident to the meaneſt Capacity, 
that it is of great Conſequence to all Families, who 
have made conſiderable Alliances, to maintain with 
great Exactneſs, the reſpective Proofs of their Deſcents. 
— —ucceſſions to Eſtates, and even Peerages, ma- 
ny of which, by the Common Law of England, de- 
ſcend to Female Heirs, are often recoverable after a 
long Intermiſſion of Time. There are Inſtances 
of ſome of theſe, which have lain dormant above two 
Centuries, from a Multitude of Female Heirs ſub- 
fiſting all the while; which, upon the Extinction 
of the reſt, have been revived in the Iſſue of the laſt. 
The Cuſtom requiring, that Rights of this Nature 
ſhould centre in one Perſon, before a Claim can legally 
The ſame Argument will hold equally 
in thoſe Titles which are limited to the Male; of 
which we have very lately ſeen. one regained, by a 
younger Branch of the Family of Stanley, who have 
obtained the Earldom of Derby, upon Failure of the 
elder Houſe, from which the preſent has been _ 
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rated above two hundred Years. This Honour was 
recovered merely by the Strength of che Evidence of 
their Deſcent ; in which, if there had been the leaſt 
Defect, their Claim coukt have mevur beem allowed; 
0 nice and critical is the Proof required in Af- 
fairs of this Kind. 


Wx ſhall ſtrengthen this Argument by one Word 
more, with relation to that Weight of 


which is lately fallen into the Hands of new Men, by 


the Cauſes formerly mentioned, of Commerce, and the 
Public Projects. It is to be conſidered, that both 
of theſe have had their full Effect. With reſpect 
to the latter, the Nation is no longer to be duped and 
fleeced by the ſame pernicious Schemes. The Rage 
for them, and the Abilities of Men to engage in them, 

are both, in a great meaſure paſſed. — And after 


a few Generations, the Deſcendants of thoſe who are 


now poſſeſſed of the national Wealth, having worn 
out, as they will think, in fome meaſure, the Remem- 
brance of its Acquiſition, will begin to form, by De- 
grees, ſome Pretenſions to an Honourable Birth them- 
ſelves, and will conſequently become Advocates for the 
Reverence which is. due to it. As to the Commerce 
of this Kingdom (the other Cauſe) it is but too evident 
to all rational Men, that this muſt ceaſe alſo. Since 
it is impoſſible that, under certain Circumſtances of 
Government, and under Taxes which render all Ne- 
ceſſaries of Life ſo dear, any conſiderable Commerce 
can be carried on for any long Time. Beſides, that 
there is a Ne plus ultra in all Nature, and our Com- 
merce has been exerciſed for the laſt Century with ſo 
much Succeſs, that, excluding all other Conſiderations, 
it muſt ſoon deſtroy itſelf, by the Riches it has intro- 
duced. Theſe Riches creating an extraordinary Dear- 
neſs in all Proviſions, Labour, and Commodities, the 
low Price of which is the only ſolid Baſis of all advan- 
tageous Traffic. As it is therefore evident, that new 


Men will never riſe again in any Age, with ſuch Ad- 


vantages of Wealth, at leaſt, in con derable Numbers, 
their 
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their Party will gradually decreaſe, and they who ſhall 
ſucceed them in the State of new Advancement, will 
be too few, and too weak, .

They greatly ſerve to aflift the Memory, and to im- 
print the Chronology of remarkable Tranfactions of a 
more univerſal Kind It is of excellent Service 
to accompliſh an Hiſtorian. It furniſhes not only 
great Amuſement, which increaſes much by Uſe and 
Habit in it; but it is of very extenſive Benefit, from 
the neceflary Attention required in it, to purſue the 
Chain of the Enquiry, and to unravel the | 
of Records, ſeemingly contradictory to each other; 
from whence it aſſiſts the F aculty of Reflection and 
Argumentation to a great Degree. 

THEY who have. never applied themſelves in this 
Way, are not ſufficiently apprized of this Advantage. 
But there is another proceeding from it, which is more 
obvious; this 1s, its natural Tendency to give a pro- 
per Knowledge of the public Offices, and Repoſito- 
ries of Records; where a Man may be made much 
better acquainted with the Conſtitution of the 
dom, than by any other Means ; a Multitude of Di 
coveries occurring there, which give great Light into

ROY ſuffcientiy to this unerring Source of Know- 
edge.

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In fine, under this Head we may urge, that it is 
of very great Uſe to a Man in all great Stations, to be 
well acquainted with the Deſcent of the principal Fa- 
milies of his own Country ; which enables him very. 
much to form a juſt Judgment of their Views, and 
ways of Thinking; and to know how he may condu& 
himſelf with them, or to guard againſt their Intereſt, 
by knowing with what Families their Alliances princi- 
pally lie. To confirm this, we need only to 
mention the Practice of two of the greateſt Miniſters 
of State produced in this Iſland. The Lord Bur- 
leigb, who was firſt Miniſter to Queen Elizabeth, for 
a Space of near forty Years; and the Earl of Oxford, 
Miniſter to the late Queen Anne. The latter of 
theſe had a great Regard for this Learning, and made 
the greateſt Collection in that Kind of any Man in 
England. — As to the Lord Burleigh *, his Know- 
ledge of the Families of all the Men of Figure in this 
Kingdom, was reckoned among his extraordinary Qua- 
lifications. And he was ſo much addicted to this Stu- 
dy, that in the Heat of his greateſt Occupations, he 
always found ſome leiſure Time to be employed this 

Way; leaving behind him many Volumes of Pedi- 
grees in his own Hand- writing. EE | 


Havinc thus ſufficiently juſtified the Occaſion of 
this Work ; before we conclude, it is both juſt and ne- 
ceſſary to obſerve, that there are ſome Abuſes, to 
which this way of Thinking may lead, if carried to 
Extremes. A Misfortune to which all Inſtruction and 
Opinion is expoſed, from the ſuperficial and undiſtin- 
guiſhing Genius of the Generality of the World. 

LET Men, therefore, attribute the Honour due to 
a Remote and Noble Extraction, from all Example of 
Antiquity, and from the Reaſons we have given; and 
let no Man fooliſhly neglect to maintain the Traces 
of his own Deſcent, or imagine that there is no o_

ſtood, that it is a great Abſurdity to negle& the more 
important Studies, for the ſingle Purſuit of this. 


This is one Evil, to which, by a kind of Faſcination, | 


ſome have been ridiculouſly carried. But the greateſt 
Evil of all is, to put ſuch an Eſtimation upon the Ad- 
vantages of Birth, as to imagine that they can ſtand 
alone, without Merit in the Poſſeſſor of them. We 
may derive Power and Authority, but we can plead no 
Merit from the Actions of our Anceſtors. A Noble 
Extraction is to be conſidered as a great Benefit, which 
(like the Bleſſings of Health, or Strength, or Beauty) 
is not a proper Object of our Pride. It is a Pre- 
ſent of Heaven, which, in the Place of giving us Pre- 
tenſions to aſſume a vain Opinion of ourſelves, ſhould 
remind us, that we are under the greateſt Obligation 
to exert our native Talents in return for it.. It 
is with reſpect to the Splendor of a Family, as the At- 
moſphere to the Sun, which affords no Light, but in 
Concurrence with that glorious Star, and is yet the 
Medium through which we receive all Light, and 
without which, in a great meaſure, we ſhould ſtill 
remain in Darkneſs. In hke manner, a great 


Deſcent can ſingly, and intrinſically, furniſh no 


true Luſtre to Poſterity ; but it is that by which alone 
our own Virtues are reflected with Advantage, and 


without which they can never be conſpicuous in a 
high Degree.

Hioory of the Houſe of Ivery, that the great 
RA Houſes of Yoery, Luvel of Karry, Luvel of 
i Tichmerſh, Perceval and Harpetret-Gournay, 
were derived originally from the ſame Stock. 
ENS This Houſe is very reaſonably preſumed to Bock I. 
be deſcended from a younger Branch of the 
ſovereign Dukes of Brettany in France, from 
which Province they were certainly tranſplanted into Normandy be- 
fore the Conqueſt of England, where they were inveſted with the 
Hereditary Office of Chief Butlers of that Dutchy.— The original 
Appellation of all theſe Houſes was Perceval; and, in the Diſtrict of 
Cmel in Brettany, where they were firſt ſeated, now remain two 
noble Families of this Name, Lords of Mexerno and Kerenmear, 
who bear the antient Arms of Wen, with a Difference of Co- 
lour; and are Deſcendants of a Line, who have been for very 
many Centuries of great Diſtinction there, Knights of the Ermine, 
and employed in very eminent Stations under the ſovereign Dukes 
of that Country, before it was united to the Crown of France, 
This Houle obtained the Earldom of Yoery of Henry I. King of Book II. 
England, and Duke of Normandy ; and the elder Branch remain- 
ed in Normandy after the French recovered that Province, where 
they continued bearing the Title of Barons of the ſame Place, till 
the Beginning of the fifteenth Century, when the Caſtle, Eſtate 
and Barony of Yvery paſſed thro Females into other Families, up- 
on the Death of Charles the laſt Baron of Yoery, Oiſery and St. 
Pathus, of this Line, Grand Mafter of the Foreſts of France; 
from whom, by Heirs'General, are deſcended in France, the pre- 
ſent Dukes of Orleans, Retz, Antin and Epernon, Gefures and 
Treſmes, and Montmorency- Luxembourgh, the Marqueſſes of Alegre, 
Eflampes, Barbefieux and Maillebois, the Counts of Baulainvilliers, 
and many other of the greateſt Houſes there; the Markgraaves of 
Baaden and Heſſe Darmſtadt in Germany ; and the Princes of Na- 
ſau-Siegen, Lobkmoitz, and Hohenzollern ; the Dukes' of Havre, 
Hrſchot, Aremberg, and Princes of Chimay, Grandees of Spain; the.

Sir Philip Perceval did not leave the Cauſe he had undertaken, 
till the Army had actually poſſeſſed the City, and that there wa 
no Poſſibility of Reſiſtance left; but then, not knowing wht 
might be the Effect of their firſt Reſentments, he retired int 
the Country, where he lived privately, frequently changing d 
Place, till the Nvember following; when hearing that new Mat 
ters of Accuſation were preparing againſt him, he took the Rei 
lution to return to his Place in the Houſe, and to demand hy 


and tho' ſtanding then in theſe perilous Circumſtances, he hut 
the Courage to deliver to the Houſe a ſtrong Remonſtrance fro 
the Army under the Earl of Incheguin in Ireland, againſt th 
Meaſures of the Independents, tho 4 abſolute Maſters of d 
Parliament. 

This was the laſt publick Action of his Life; for being ove 
born by the encreaſing Malice of that Party, and worn out wilt 
Reflection upon the calamitous Condition beth of the Publick 
and of his private Affairs, which threatened his total and bee 
Ruin, he died, after a few Days Illneſs, upon the 1ath. of N 
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Spirits, wholly occaſioned by theſe Anxieties, beloved to tit 
higheſt Degree by his Friends, and fo revered by his very Ev 
mies, that he was buried by Order and at the _ of tu

HERE is a natural Propenſity in all 
Mankind to travel as far as they are able 
into the Mazes of paſt and future Time; 
and it is an Inclination very advan 

ous to us: For although a perfect Knowledge can 
never be the Qualification of any Being, but of that 
alone, out of which, or by means of which, the whole 
Creation has been formed ; yet, bounded as we are, 
by the Infirmities of our Nature, and the ſhort Du- 
ration of our Exiſtence, it is not ſtill denied us to

make Diſcoveries of great Importance, tending to 
give us a juſt Idea of ourſelves, to form our Minds 
upon Principles of right Reaſon, and to regulate ow 
Sentiments and Actions in the manner moſt condy. 
ive to the general Intereſt of the World, as well az 
Taz Object upon which we may turn this curious 
Diſpoſition of our Souls with greateſt Improvement 
is, the Hiſtory of Mankind. — The Habits, Cuſtoms, 
and Manners of Antiquity, with the Practice of the 
World in all Ages, joined to an Obſervation of the 
Cauſes and Conſequences of the different Revolutions 
which have happened in different Countries from time 
to time, open a perfe& Light into human Nature, 
diſcover to us whatV irtues may be raiſed with Succeſs 
what Vices ought chiefly to be depreſſed, and ſhew us 
the true Cauſes of the Advancement or of the Decay of 
States, and the Means by which his may be effected, 

and that prevented, in the Government of Nations. 
Tn E fame Purſuit is in a proportional Degree both 
pleaſing and profitable, when directed to Enquiries 
after private Houſes : For as the general Hiſtories of 
the World are compoſed only from Accounts of the 
Actions of particular Men, the one can never be com- 
pleat but by a good Acquaintance with the other, 
The minute Circumſtances which are recorded in Hi- 
ftories of the Jatter ſort, and which, from the Infinity 
of the Matter, cannot well find place in the former, 
magnifying and bringing to view thoſe ſmaller 
Springs of Action, which, tho* commonly the real 
Source of all the great Events that happen upon the 
Earth, are often wholly loſt and buried in Oblivion. 
EnqQuiRIEs of this kind are likewiſe eminently 
uſeful to private Houſes, to inform them, by theEx | 
ample of their Predeceſſors and of other Families, 
what are the wiſeſt Methods to purſue for the In- 
creaſe and Continuance of their Grandeur, to teach 
them what are the Dangers to which they are ex- 
Poſed, and to warn them how to ſhun thoſe Rocks 
and Shelyes upon which ſo many ancient way 
* =

have ſtruck and periſhed ; for, from a due Conſide- 


ration of theſe Particulars, a Science may be attained 
to direct the Conduct of private Men, as certain and 


little liable to Chance and Accident as any other Cir- 


cumſtances of mundane Affairs admit. Et 

 TxzrE is no Family, however recent or mean in 
its Beginnings, which does not act imprudently in 
wholly neglecting this Study in its own Particular. — 
Such as theſe ſhould conſider that there are few Houſes 
ſo ſingularly favoured, as to be able to prove them- 
ſelves great and noble by an abſolute Preſcription, or 
who can derive themſelves from a Period ſo remote, 
that their Grandeur muſt be acknowledged to have 
had a Commencement before the Notices of Hiſtory, 
or Evidence of Record. The Generality of Families, 
even well eſteemed for their Antiquity, are yet bound- 
ed in a much ſmaller Sphere, and we may remount 
with Eaſe to the Time when they appear to have had 
a low Beginning. The Superiority of theſe has been 
acquired by Age, and is the Effect of a Number of 
Centuries elapſed, which as it happens to be more or 
leſs, the particular Houſe is more or leſs regarded. 
The new Families of this Time will likewiſe, in their 
turn, acquire, in ſome meaſure, the ſame Advantage, 
which they will ſooner or later attain, in proportion 
as they ſhall ſooner or later begin to record their own 
Story and Deſcents and it is equally ungenerous and 
abſurd, when Men neglect to procure a certain Bene- 
fit to Poſterity, becauſe they cannot enjoy it in their 
own Perſons; or when becauſe they can never hope 
to attain the ſupreme Grandeur of a few great Houſes, 


which in all Particulars do greatly exceed the reſt, 


they will not endeavour at a Portion of the ſame Re- 
ſpect, which by Proceſs of Time, the Decay of old, 
and the Riſe of new Houſes, joined with a proper 
Conduct in themſelves and their Deſcendants, they 

are very able to acquire, | 
Bur what ſhall we ſay of thoſe who, by a peculiar 
Diſpoſition of Fortune in their favour, are now in ac- 
tual Poſſeſſion of the moſt ſublime Honours that an

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immemorial Nobility and Antiquity afford ? — For 
| theſe, out of an ill-judged Modeſty, to ſuffer them- 


of the Proofs of it; for theſe to abandon a Privilege 


ould be moſt unpardonable. For it will be tory 
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ſelves to be talked out of this great Pre-eminence, to 
yield to the Humours of a Time not wholly favour. 
able to their Pretenſions, from a Train of Circum- 
ſtances which cannot long ſubſift, and to become the 
Suicides of their own Greatneſs by the total Negle& 


of ſo great Importance in this manner, 1s extreme 
Folly. — It is an Ignorance of human Nature, with 
which they cannot all be acquainted, without know- 
ing the Importance of a noble Extraction, however 
ſome affectedly deſpiſe it. — It is even a Crime, for 
which they cannot anſwer to their Children, who for 
Ages yet unborn depend upon the Prudence of their 
Anceſtors, in the due Exerciſe of thoſe Benefits with 
which they are entruſted by Fortune, for the Uſe not 
only of themſelves, but of their Deſcendants to all 
Futurity.— The Looſeneſs of the Times, and the Ex. 
ceſſes of the Age, have overthrown moſt of thoſe 
generous Sentiments with which our Forefathers were 
imbued, ſo that Men no longer now ſcruple to ſactis 
fice their Eſtates to their Appetites and Paſſions, 
which it was formerly thought a ſacred Obligation t 
tranſmit entire to Poſterity. — But if Paſſion and 
Temptation be allowed to juſtify an immoral Action 
in any Degree, ſome Alleviation may be pleaded pet: 
haps for that inhuman Practice: Whereas there can 
be nothing to excuſe a Negligence in this Particular, 
for to ſmother the Memory of a great Extraction, tq 
fail to maintain its regular Chain, becomes, in a little 
Courſe of Time, the certain Means of its Ruin and 
Oblivion, and occaſions an irreparable Loſs to a fus 
ture Race, without procuring either Honour, Satis. 
faction, or Advantage to thoſe who commit the grols 
Abſurdity. 

Ir there be any Weight in what we have ſaid upon 
this Subject, a Negligence, with regard to that great 
Houſe of which we here intend to treat il be fal

made appear, that there can hardly be found one, any 
where exiſting, upon the Level of a Subject more 
ancient or more noble, more dignified with great 
. poſſeſſions, Honours and Employments, or rendered 
more illuſtrious by great Alliances, —— In a word, 
that there are but very few entitled to claim with juſ- 
tice, in any particular, a Superiority to this, which 
i; eminently poſſeſſed of every Circumſtance allowed 
to give the higheſt Place to Families. From theſe 
Conſiderations, we have been induced to dedicate our 
Labours in the enſuing Work, to manifeſt the Hiſto- 
ry of the Houſe of very, with the Pre-eminencies 
attendant on it, in its different Branches. In which 
Undertaking, the chief Buſineſs in this our firſt 
Chapter is, naturally to enquire after the Origin of 
this diſtinguiſhed Family. EY | 
Taz greateſt and the meaneſt Houſes have this in 
common, that the Original of both is obſcure. But 
in this ſeeming Agreement of their Condition, there 
is an immenſe Difference, which conſiſts in the 
Cauſe of that Obſcurity; the latter being ſo, merely 
from the low Sphere in which their Fathers acted:

and this was ſome ſignal Service of a military kind. 
What yet raiſes our Eſteem of an Original ſo remote 
is, that the Diſtinction muſt have been conferred by 
the Voice of a whole People, Princes having then no 
Power to advance their Creatures, the Tools of their 
Authority, or the Miniſters of their Vices.— The 
Power of every Nation was as yet reſerved to the 
Body of the People themſelves, ſo that the Merit 
muſt be very conſpicuous indeed, which could induce 
them to raiſe any one of their own Order above the 
Level of themſelves. When a Family is therefore 
mentioned nobly upon the firſt Introduction of Let. 
ters, and Poliſhment of States, if it be found confi- 
derable, without the Notice of any particular” Ser. 
vices by which it was raiſed to ſuch Diſtinction, there 
can be no ſtronger Reaſon to induce us to believe any 
thing, than that ſuch a Family was already long eltz 
bliſned upon the Merit of Anceſtors even then an- 
cient ; for as we have ſhewn that real Services muſt 
have been the Cauſe of their Promotion, ſo if 'they 
had not been as well ancient as real and eminent, we 
may preſume they could never have clcaped the Men: 


Tu Normans were a rough and barbarous Nation 
of the North, who, driven from their ancient Seatsin 
the upper Parts of Germany by Charlemayne, ſheltered 
themſelves in thoſe Iflands of the Baltic and the adi. 
cent Shores, now known under the Name of Scan 
navia. The Soil and Air inclement, and their Num- 
bers prodigiouſly encreaſing by promiſcuous Co. 
pulation, a Neceſſity ſoon aroſe for many to tran 
Plant themſelves a- new. Different Bodies of theſe ir 
vaded England and Ireland, and became for a time 
Maſters of both. But another, under the Conduct of 
Rollo, met with yet a better Succeſs, obtaining à per. 
manent Settlement in that Province of France to which 
they gave the Name of Normandy. > 

Tus Settlement was made not much above a Cen 
tury and half before William, ſirnamed the Conqueror, 
a ING from the ſaid Rollo, and Duke of thi

Province, invaded England, and ſo effectually ſubdued 
it, that the Crown has ever ſince continued among 
thoſe who have iſſued from his Offspring.—The pri- 
mitive Simplicity and Rudeneſs of this People could 
therefore have been but very lately ſoftened, and Li- 
terature but lately introduced among them before that 
eat Event we have juſt now mentioned. 
Ox of the firſt Authors who roſe out of that igno- 
rant State was Ordericus Vitalis, who lived at the very 
Time of the Conqueſt, and to him we are indebted 
for the firſt certain Knowledge of Robert Lord of 
Teery, Founder of the Houſe, which is the Object of 
this Work. SES 1 | 
Tais Robert de Yoery, or de Tbreio, is mention- 
ed by that Hiſtorian in ſuch a manner, that he 
appears evidently to have been a Man of great 
Conſideration in that Age. — He held no leſs 
than three Knights Fees, of the Honour of Bre- 
teuil, beſides, 3 Eſtates. He was likewiſe 
Governor of the le of Yvery, one of the moſt 
important Places in that Province. Far from diſco- 
vering any thing in the Writings of that Author, to 
prove him a Man of mean Beginning at that time, 
be aſſerts the very contrary; for ſpeaking of the tur- 
bulent Actions of his Son Aſcelin, he tells us , that 
he was powerfully aſſiſted in them by the Credit and 
Weight of his Alliances and Relations, who, as he 
poſitively aſſerts, were the moſt conſiderable in Rank, 
Courage and Fortune in the whole Dutchy of Ner- 
mandy. | 
Tais Teſtimony is the more to be regarded, ſince 
there manifeſtly appears a ſtrong Averſion in that Au- 
thor to this Family, on account of their little Regard 
to the Privileges of the Church.—Ir is therefore not 
to be doubted, but that he would have laid hold of 
the Occaſion to diminiſh the Reputation of it, by re- 
lating the Novelty of its Riſe, if he could have had 
the leaſt Pretence to do it, eſpecially fince Animad-

direct Evidence of this Author, ſo ſtrongly given fot 
it, no leſs than ſeven Centuries 85 3 

WHETHER it were from any Obſervation or Res. 
ſoning of this kind, or from more direct Authority), 
it is certain that Sir Henry St. George, a noted Hetald 
of the laſt Century, affirmed this Houſe to have been 
of great Emimence in Normandy, two hundred Team 
before the Conqueſt. But this Gentleman, who was 
employed in making Collections for this „„ 
ing not long after, by that Accident we have doubt. 
leſs loſt many material Diſcoveries, which that dil.

Wx Zꝑr this A ſſertion literally true, and the Num. 
ber of Years exact, it would very much deſerve out 
Notice, that Date being antecedent to the firſt Eſts 
bliſhment of the Danes in Normandy.— But we take 
it rather to be an Expreſſion of more Latitude, only 
intended to imply a very great Antiquity, which, 
without all doubt, he had noted in this Family be- 
fore that Period; nor can we be brought eaſily to be.

For although Robert Lord of very beforemen- 
tioned, appears with certainty to have been himſelf

Wr find in every Age many eminent Perſons of 
this Name in the ſame Diſtrict, and one Family of 
great Note, who were Gentlemen of the Bedcham- 
ber to the Dukes of Brittany, Knights of the Order 
of the Ermine, and employed in very important 
Negotiations 3 of which, Jobn Perceval was Stan- 
dard-bearer to the Duke, Steward of Tholouſe, and 
ſtiled the Captain of Gouel.— He was F appointed in 
1420, Miniſter and Plenipotentiary, with Griffin 
Biſhop of Roſs in Scotland, by the Dutcheſs of Brit- 
tan, (her Huſband being then taken Priſoner by the 
Count of Penthieure, and his Adherents) to treat with 
the Scots, who were then in the Province of Maine, 
for their Aſſiſtance in the War that enſued thereon. 
We find farther, that a Deſcendant of this Family 
being one of the Nobility then engaged in Rebellion 
in that Dutchy t, was taken Priſoner at the Siege of 
Guerande, in the Month of June 1489, and behead- 
ed for that Offence, with Peter de Kerguezec and 
fobn Leveſque, two other Leaders of that Party. 

Tux Truth of this Original is ſtrongly confirmed 
by the Eſtabliſhment of two ſeveral Families of this 
Name, which continue there to this Day, the one.

tive Proof may, in the Nature of Things, be had, 
it ought to be there required, and the Pretenſions of 
any Family not ſupported by it, ſhould be rejected 
with Contempt But we now ſpeak of an Age in 
which Letters were little, if at all known, and at 
leaſt, of which there, are very few Authorities re- 
maining.—Our Arguments, with reſpect to thoſe 
remote Ages, muſt therefore be derived from Teſti. 
monies of a preſumptive nature. And of this kind 
nothing can be well ſtronger, than that the Lordſhip 
of Gouel, from which this Houfe was ſtiled ſo long 
ago, was uſually an Appennage to the younger Chil- 
dren of that Royal and Ducal Houſe ; and further, 
that the Arms of one Branch of that Ducal Family, 


the ſame (the Colours only counterchanged, and the 
Croſſes omitted) with thoſe of one Branch of the 
Houſe of which we treat, viz. that of Perceval, 
both which appear from the Hiſtory of Brittany, by 
the Father L'Obineau, the beſt which has been com- 
poſed of that Province, and a Work of great Reſpett

From hence, it does not appear only that thi 
Family certainly ſprung from that Dutchy, but: 
great Probability ariſes, that they are deſcended, as We 
before obſerved, from the Sovereign Family of that 
Country. For it is indubitably true, that the Si- 
name of Gouel was common to many of the Princts 
of that Family: And it is equally clear, that for ,

Wr ſhall urge nothing of this kind, but with the 
utmoſt Candour, yet nevertheieſs, we may venture

ſtrong. And it is ſtill ſupported by a farther Cir- 
cumſtance. | | | 

For a little before the Conqueſt of England, Zu- 
ds, Count of Brittany, had by Agnes his Wife, a- 
mong many other Sons, one named Robert, of whom 
the Hiſtorians mention nothing but his Name; and 
this Robert may very well be ſuppoſed to have ſeated 
himſelf in Normandy, before the Conqueſt, (the Al- 
liances, and the Intercourſe of the two Dutchies be- 
ing then extremely intimate) and likewiſe to have 


been the ſame Robert, who by the Title of YWwery, 


attended William of Normandy, in his Expedition 
into England : For, excluſive of this Robert of Brit- 
tany here mentioned, there were four legitimate Sons 
of the ſame Eudes, Count of Brittany, (who were 
ſucceſſively Sovereigns of that Province, ) beſides two 
natural Sons, who all came over hither at that Junc- 
ture, and acquired the Earldom of Richmond, and 


other vaſt Poſſeſſions in England: Nay, for a conſi- 


derable time, there was hardly one of that great Fa- 
mily that was not concerned in this Country. 
From younger Sons of which deſcended, in the 
Male Line, the old Barons Ribald of Middlebam, 
Filz-Alan of Bedal, and other eminent Houſes of 
the ancient Baronage in England. 

Ap MIT TING this Derivation, ſo firmly found- 
ed upon the concurrent Teſtimonies of Arms, and 
Dates and Names, and many other Circumſtances, 
we may pretty nearly fix the Time of the Tran- 
ſition of this Family from Brittany into Normandy. 
But we ſhall leave it to the Courſe of the enſuing Hi- 
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affirm that he gained over the Bretons to his Party

ſtory, to prove more particularly its Extraction out 
of that Province into England after that Period. 
We cannot, however, paſs farther without maki 
one Remark, which ariſes from the Proofs that we 
have offered. 
The only Derivation that has ever been attributed 
to the Houſe of Perceval, different from what we 
have here given, and ſhall ſtill farther corroberate here. 
after, is to be found in a Viſitation of Dorſet and $4 
merſet, by Leonard and St. George, in the Duke of 
King ſton's Library at Thoresby.—Where the Pedigree 
is carried up no higher than the Reign of Henry the 
Sixth, and begins with this Aſſertion, That the An- 
ceſtors of this Family derived themſelves from Wales... 
The Falſhood of this Aſſertion is invincibly demon- 
ſtrated by a Multitude of Public Records; but yet it 
may not be impoſſible to diſcover the Ground from 
whence this Error ſprung : And undoubtedly it wa 
from this Eſtabliſhment in Brittany, that they were 
formerly reputed Bretons, from whence it was eaſy 
to miſtake that Original for Britiſh, of which Na- 
tion the Velch, and the People of Bretany, are both 
a Remnant, and are ſo well known to be, that 
Man, without any 2 Inaccuracy, might have 
fallen into this Miſtake. —And we rather incline to 
think this the Truth of the Matter, than to belien 
it a downright Fiction; for we can ſhew Inſtances 
in other very great Families, where the ſame Mil. 
take has in ſome degree prevailed, particularly in 
the Caſe of Ralf de Guader, one of the principal 
Men who came over with the Conqueror, being te. 
warded with the Earldom of the Eaſt- Angles, and 
County of Norfolk. — This Nobleman was by Birth 
a Breton, and being ſo called by ancient Authors, 
many of the Moderns have erroneouſly miſtaken that 
Expreſſion, ſo far as to make him a Welchman like. 
wiſe.—And Father L'Obineau, in his Hiſtory df 
Brittany, obſerves, that in the Rebellion raiſed by 
that great Lord againſt the Conqueror, ſome Authors 
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not be underſtood, but rather, that by his Alliance 
with the Earl of the County of Hereford, who was 
likewiſe of that Conſpiracy, he had gained over ſome 
of the Welch Princes to his Party.—The like- Confu- 
fion and Error frequently occur in the ancient Hi- 
ſtory of Wales and Brittany. 

IT only remains for us in this Chapter, to give a 
ſummary View of the Derivation of other Houſes of 
this Name, which have appeared ſince that Period, 
either in England, France, Ttaly, or Flanders. Some 
there have likewiſe been in Germany ; but of theſe 
our Lights are too imperfect to ſay any thing mate- 
rial. | 

Ax p here we muſt not omit to obſerve, that there 
is a great Difference between a ſingular Name, like 
this of Perceval, and others which are taken from 
Offices, Employments, Complexions, or accidental 
Cauſes of a like Nature; for in the latter, there is 
no Certainty of a common Original, becauſe the ſame 
Circumſtances happening to many different Houſes, 
might, and actually did, occaſion many to take upon 
them the ſame hereditary Appellation; but in a 
Name like this, for which there can be aſſigned no 
apparent Etymology, nor Derivation of a general 
kind, it is not only a ſtrong Preſumption, but we 
may even ſay a moral Certainty, that every Family 
who have borne that Name, are earlier or later, iſ- 
| ſued from the ſame Stem, however the Remoteneſs 
of the Time, the Deſtruction of Records, or other In- 
cidents fatal to the Proof of things of this Nature, 


Knowledge of it. 1 | 

With regard therefore to the Houſes of this Name 
in France, Flanders, Normandy, Maine, Perche, 
Brittany, and Italy, as well as many which have ex- 
iſted, and ſtill exiſt in England. There can be no 
reaſonable Doubt but that they are all derived from 
ſome or other of the ſeven Sons of Aſcelin Gouel de 
Perceval, ſon of Robert, of which four are mentioned, 


by which, ſays he, the Province of Brittany muſt 


haye obſcured the Truth, and deprived us of the 
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without any farther Account, (even of their Names, 
by Ordericus Vitalis, the Hiſtorian we have before 
quoted. But to affirm any thing of them with ſtrict 
Regularity and abſolute Certainty, would be very 
difficult, after ſo many Ages that many of them have 
been extinguiſhed, and particularly to us, who are 
by Situation ſo far removed from the Fountaing, 
whence the reſpective Evidences muſt ariſe. 

Wr may however venture, with the utmoſt Aſſu- 
rance to advance, that the preſent foreign Families 
of Percevalx, or Percevaux, now Lords of Mezernou 
and Kerenmear, are iſſued from one of the Sons of 


the ſaid Aſcelin; their Name, Eſtates, and Arms, 


carrying with them, even to this Hour, irreſiſtible Tef- 
timonies of it. | | 

WIE reſpect to the Houſes of Perceval in this 
Kingdom, thoſe of Wery, Bodecombe, and Weſton- 
Gordein, Luvel of Kary, Luvel of Tichmerſh, Gour- 
nay, Coreville, Perceval, ancient Barons of Ireland, 
in the time of Edward I. the Earls of Egmant, and 
Lords of Temple-houſe ; all theſe are by poſitive Evi- 
dence deduced from the ſaid Aſcelin. 1 

TE Houſe of * very were Barons of very from 
the Conqueſt till the beginning of the fifteenth Cen- 
tury, when the Male Line failed; and theſe were 
the eldeſt Branch.

Taz Earl of Egmont f is deſcended from Ralph . 


Perceval, the third Son of Sir Richard, the ſecond 
of that Name, Lord of Bodecombe and Weſton-Gor- 
dein; and is now, by the Extinction of the elder 
Branches, the Head of this noble Family. 

Taz Houſe of Temple- bonſe d, in the County of 
Sligo, in Ireland, are deſcended from George, a 
younger Brother to Sir Jobn Perceval, Baronet, 
Grandfather to the preſent Earl. — This, with its 
younger Branches, together with thoſe we have men- 
tioned, are the principal Families ſtill remaining, 
which we deduce with Certainty from a common 
Source, = | | 

To which we may add one other, now extinct 
in the Male Line, viz. that of the Barons of Har- 
petie-Gournay |, which evidently proceeded from 
Jobn, a younger Son of Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval, 
Earl of very. 


TaHzRE are alſo, and have been, other Families 


Jof great note in this Kingdom, which have. borne 


this Name, and cannot well be judged of any other 
Extration, — Amongſt theſe, in the foremoſt Rank,

Fees, an immenſe ,Eſtate, in the Reign of King 
Jobn.IIt appears from many Evidences, that the 
true Name of this Houſe was Perceval, though co. 
vered after, even as early as the Conqueſt, by the 
other Title. But of this we ſhall further treat in 
the Chapter relating to the Name of Perceval. g 
ANOTHER under the ſame preſumptive Circum- 
ſtance, is that which exiſted in the Counties of Hu- 
tingdon and Bedford, in the time of Heury the Firſt, 
1109, but 49 Years after the Conqueſt, of which 
Simon de Perceſvill, and Ranulf, held Lands of $i- 
mon de Beauchamp and William de Sai, as appears by. 
that notable Record called the Black Book, in the 
Exchequer, containing the Knights-Fees held by the 
greater Barons in Capite, at the time of the Marriage 
of Maud, the Daughter of that Prince, with the Em- 
peror of the Romans. | 
From whence might ſpring that Family of Tork. 
ſhire, which probably gave their Name to a“ Village 
there, and which it ſtill retains. —We find mention 
of this Family as early as the 27th of Edward the 
Firſt, when Henry Perceval recovered Damages for 
a Diſſeizin againſt Alice, the Widow of Auguſtin de 
Perceval f. Of which Houſe, as we preſume, was 
James Perceval, Governor of Rippon, in that Coun- 
ty, ſo long ago as the ſecond of Henry the Fourth, 
A. D. 1400. — As alſo Thomas Perceval, who was 
Foreſter to the Archbiſhop of York, a Poſt of exten- 
ſive Juriſdiction and large Powers, in which he was 
confirmed by Patent from the King, the 1 th of the 
ſame Reign, 1412: And Robert Perceval, who in 
the ſucceeding Reign, the gth of Henry the Fifth, 
had Licence by Patent from the King, to found a 
Chantry in Norton-Conyers, in the Nane

Wirz reſpe& to another Family of the fame 
Name, which flouriſhed, and were Lords of Mur. 
tixhoo in the County of Devon, in the time of Hen» 
yy the Sixth“, it cannot well be doubted, from the 
Proximity of their Seat, that they proceeded from 
ſome younger Son of the Honſe of Wefton-Gordein, 
in the County of Somer/er. 3 

TnAr Family (from whence | Sir Jobn 
Perceval, Lord- Mayor of London in the time of 
Henry the Seventh) is not to be joined in any man- 
ner to any of the Houſes before mentioned, but 
was derived from a Family of that Name, ſeated at 
Macclesfield in the County of Chefter, of whoſe O- 
riginal there is nothing certain. ; 

Taz Percevals of Eltham in Kent, the Head of 
whom is now Secretary to the Navy, aſſume the 
ſame Arms with the Earl of Egmont. — Their De- 
ſcent is well atteſted from the time of Queen Eli- 
2abeth, but no further. — There is no Proof when 
they broke off from the chief Family, of which, 
however, they affirm, and it is ſuppoſed that they 
are, nevertheleſs, derived. 

AnoTHER Family of note there alſo was in the 
laſt Century, who were Lords of Barfriſton, Den- 
ton, and other conſiderable Eſtates in the County of 
Kent; of which was Sir Anthony Perceval, of Dover, 
created a Baronet in the Reign of Charles the Firſt. 

Wr fhall only add, with reſpe& to the Houſe 
of Perceval in Italy, where they have been very nu-

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merous and eminent, that they appear by authentic 
Inſtruments, to be derived from this of which we 
here principally treat. — The chief Branch of th 
Houſe is now, or was lately, ſeated at Mons-Repe. 
lis in Piedmont. — Where, we are informed by the 
public Archives of that City, that Philip-Mary Per. 
ceval, by Birth an Engliſhman, and of the noble Fa. 
mily of the Percevals in England, was, for his 
Actions and Services, rewarded with the Dignity of 
a Noble Patrician, to him and to all his Poſterity 
for ever, upon the 20th of January, 1520,——The 
original Record of which is now extant in the Office 
there, in theſe Words.— Auno Dom.

HOUGH the Romans had the Uſe of Sur- 
names early, which they continued till the 
Diſſolution of their Empire, yet it does not appear 
that the barbarous Nations who roſe upon their Ru- 
ins, though they retained many of their Cuſtoms, a- 
dopted this: and it is a general Opinion, that they 
were not aſſumed by any People in Europe after them, 
till about the latter End of the tenth Century from 
Chriſt. — With reſpe& to Names which take their 
Riſe from Lands and Places, it ſeems evident, that 
Sovereign Princes ſet the firſt Example, who ſuc- 


ceeding hereditarily to conſiderable Provinces, car- 


ried with them, from Father to Son, the Title of 
their Poſſeſlions. — In Imitation of theſe, it is not 
unlikely, that the chief of their Dep did like- 
wiſe, out of Vanity, aſſume the Title of their re- 
ſpective Domains; which Title, after being poſſeſſed 


tor two or three Deſcents, naturally remained to 


their Poſterity, even when the original Eſtate, from 
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and a younger Son by that of Harpetre, from a Ma- 


which it was derived, was aliened. — The fame 
Motives and Examples operated ſtill upon inferior Pex. 
ſons, till Places of leſs Note gave Names to thoſe of 
a lower Degree; which Humour continuing on and 
deſcending farther, is come at length to that Point, 
particularly in France, that if a Man has there but a 
Cottage and an Acre of Land, he will find Titles 
enough for half a Dozen Sons out of that Inheri. 
tance. 

SURNAMES are not only local, but proceed from 
an infinite Variety of Circumſtances, as from Quali- 
ties of the Mind, Forms of the Body, Perfe&iong, 
or Imperfections, Vices, or Virtues, particular Ac- 
tions, Accidents, or Incidents, Offices, Employ. 
ments, Profeſſions, Sc. nay, even from Chriſtian 
Names. — And theſe depended ſo much upon Hu- 
mour and Fancy, that it is abſolutely impoſſible to 
aſſign the Etymology of moſt of thoſe which are now 
poſſeſſed by the greateſt Houſes in Europe. | 

TE Houſe of which we treat in this Work, la. 
bours leſs under this Difficulty than moſt others, and 
yet is not wholly free from it in every Branch, 

ROBERT, Lord of Yuery in Normandy, the 
firſt certain Anceſtor of this Houle, received that 
Appellation by which he is known in Hiſtory, from 
that famous Caſtle which Albreda, the Wife of Ralf, 
Earl of very and Baieux founded, and Hugh, Biſhop 
of Baieux, Brother of John, Archbiſhop. of Rowen, 
long defended againſt the Dukes of Normandy. — Of 
its Dignity and Importance we ſhall come to fpeak 
more largely hereafter. — We need ſay no more of 
it here, than that one Family deſcended from him 


embraced it as an hereditary Name, and continued 


Barons of very long after that Dutchy was loſt to 
the Norman. Dukes, and to the Crown of England. 
ASCELTN, Son of this Robert, is known un- 
der ſeveral Titles in ancient Hiſtory. — By that of 
Yoery, that of Gowel, and that of Percheval ; and him- 
ſelt and his Son by that alſo of Lupus, or Lupellus;

Tuvs far we ate ſufficiently clear; but with re- 
ſpect to the Name of the now only remaining 
Branch, which is that of Pereeval, our Proof is not 
ſo poſitive. And the Conjectures concerning its O- 
riginal are very various. We are only certain, that 
ic deſcended to this Line from Aſcelin Couel de Per- 
(eval, the common Anceſtor before mentioned. 
Some have conceived, that Percheval, or Perce- 
val, (which is the ſame, the C in Louer Normandy 
being pronounced as che) is an ancient Brits or 
Gallick Word, of which the Meaning is now loſt... 
Others think it to be derived from a little Village of 
that Name, not far from very in Normandy, which is 
at preſent of very little note, and mentioned but in very 
few Maps of that Province. Many think it deduced 
from a French Original, that it implies le Val ds 
Perci, ſuppoſing the Name to have been originally 
Perci, and the latter Termination added, on account 
of the Situation of the Poſſeſſions of a Branch of that 
Houſe; which carries with it ſome Air of Probabi- 
lity, from a great Reſemblanee in the Arms of the 
two Families; thoſe of Perc “, anciently in Eng- 
land, and ſtill in Normandy, being Sable, a Chief in-

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dented, Or; as thoſe of Perceval are, Argent, 4 
Chief indented, Gules ; which is a Diſtinction, rather 
than a material Difference. It is true, indeed, that 
the Chief, in the Arms of Perceval, is charged with 
three croſs Pattees, but this is, no doubt, a Bearing 
aſſumed on account of the Holy War, in which this 
Family was engaged; and added, in like manner, 
by the ancient Earls of Warwick“, the Lords Ber 
ley, and many other noble Houſes. | | 
OTHEzrs have imagined, that this Name was de- 
rived from the two French Words, per or par, and 
Cheval, which ſignifies the Performance of a military 
Service on Horſeback. This agrees well enough 
with the early Condition of this Family, for Men 
of Rank never fought on foot in thoſe Ages, — And 
it receives farther Force from the ancient Creſt of 
the Family, which was a Man on Horſeback, armed 
Cap-a-pie : of which we ſhall ſay more in that Chap- 
ter of this Book which relates to the Arms, Creſts, 
Sc. of this Houſe, 55 
Tux remains another Opinion, as to the Ety, 
mology of this Name, which has the Advantage of 
being, in ſome meaſure, countenanced by the famous 
Camden. — This is, that it is derived from the Latin 
Sentence, Per ſe valens; which contains an h 
Implication of the Grandeur and the Independence of 
this Family. And it is certain, that a Vanity of 
this kind was frequently the Foundation of Names 
in thoſe times; as we find certainly in the caſe of the 
other Branches of this Houſe, who aſſumed the 
Name of Luvel, from the Word Lupus, or Lupellus, 
an Appellation in which they much delighted, as it 
imported the Terror of their Arms and Actions, 
which which it extremely ſuited. — This Sentence, 
Per ſe valens, being often uſed as the Motto of this 
Branch of the Houſe of Yen, will likewiſe be again 
mentioned in the fourth Chapter of this Work. 
Vr having nothing better than Conjecture to 
ſupport any one of theſe Opinions, we ſhall not pre- 
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ſame to decide upon the Queſtion z and content our- 
ſelves that we are able to prove this Surname to be 
as ancient as the Time when Names are allowed to 
have been firſt hereditary ; which appears evidently, 
for upon the Rebellion and Forfeiture of Euſtace, 
Earl of Pacey in Normandy, the Hiſtory informs us, 
that Henry the Firſt, King of England, reſtored the Ca- 
ſtle and Earldom of very to Aſcelin Gouel, the lineal 
and common Anceſtor of this Houſe, there men 
tioned by the Name of Percbeval. | 

Taz Courſe of Surnames was, for a conſiderable 
time at leaſt, as capricious as their Original, ſo that 
they are followed by no Rules, being evidently the 
intire Production of Fancy, directed ſolely by the 
Humour of the Parties. — And this Humour long 
after they were ſettled, © hath obſcured them to us. 
Thus we ſee thoſe which appear to be the real Names 
of Families, concealed and buried for a Century to- 
gether, under ſome other more favourite Appella- 
tion, deduced from a later or greater Poſſeſſion, or 
ſome odd Circumſtance; and yet in accidental Au- 
thorities and Records, the real Name may be from 
time to time diſcovered. 

Or this Family of Ywery or Perceval, there was 
a Branch which as early as the Conqueſt, aſſumed 
the Title of Somerie.— They grew up under the ſame 
Appellation, to be one of the very greateſt Barons 
of the Age in which they lived. For in the third 
Year of King Fobn, 1203 *, Ralph, the Son of Fobn 
de Somerie, held no leſs than fifty Knights Fees of 
the King in Capite,—Of theſe Barons (not being 
able to fix them upon the original Stock) we do 
not pretend to deduce a perfect Pedigree: we ſhall 
only obſerve as to their Deſcent, that the principal 
Line of this great Houſe determined in Fohn de So- 
merie , the laſt Baron, who died in the fifteenth of 
Edward the Third, leaving Margaret ||, the Wife of 
John de Sutton, and Joan t, the Wife of Thomas Bo- 
tetourt, his Siſters and next Heirs. N

As to the Name of this Family of Samerie, we 
find very few Authorities to create Suſpicion that 
they had any other Appellation than the Title we 
bave mentioned, till after the twelfth of King Joln, 
which doubtleſs happened from the Paucity or De- 
ſtruction of Records before that Period.

there only ſtiled Killian de Somerie , was found his

— And ſoon after the Son 
of the ſame Man, by a ſecond Venter, (who inhe- 
rited thoſe Eſtates) aſſumed that Name likewiſe; and 
his younger Brother is known under the Name of 
Sir Richard de Coreville |; notwithſtanding which 
Alterations, that very Line refumed again, not long 
after, the Name of Perceval.

THERE is no Name which has been varied more 
in Orthography than that of Perceval. And even 
this is a Mark of Diſtinction to it. Since this Va- 
ration proceeds only from the frequent and early 
mention that is made of it. For it is well known 
that anciently there was very little Exactneſs in this 
particular. Bs 

Taxis Name is obſerved in Record (yet fully 
proved to relate to the ſame particular Houſe) to 
have been anciently ſpelled with all the following 
Differences, viz. Percheval, Parcheval, Perceval, 
Percevale, Percevall, Perceſvil, Perceſvile, Perceſvill, 
Parceval, Parcevall, Parcevale, Parcevalxn, Parce- 
zaux, Percyval, Percyvale, Percival, Percivale, Per- 
civall, Percivalle, Perſeval, Perſevall, Perſevalle., 
Perſrval, Perſivall, Perfivalle, Parſyval, Parſeval, 
Parſevall, Parſevalle, &c. 

TH1s may be fully ſufficient to expoſe the Igno- 
rance of thoſe, who pretend that two Families, Who 
bear the ſame Name, are often not at all related, be- 
cauſe there is the Difference of a Letter in the ſpel- 
ling of their Names; when the Truth of it is, that 
a Family cannot be great and ancient, but that this 
muſt be perpetually the Caſe. | 

For a remarkable Specimen of this, nearer to 
our own Times. We may obſerve, that David, the 
direct Anceſtor of the preſent Earl of Egmont, who 
lived in the Reign of Henry the Eighth, wrote his 
Name Perceval; George, his Son and Heir, is en- 
tered in the Viſitations of Somerſet, Percyval; Ri- 
card, his Son, Regiſter of the Court of Wards, 
wrote it in the ſame manner. But his Son, Sir Pi- 
) Perceval, wrote it Percivalle; his Son, Sir Jobn, 
left out the (e), and retained the double (1) ; Sir 
John, his Son, the Father of the Earl of Egmont, 
full varied it again, and wrote it Percivale. And the 
Earl of Egmont is the firſt 7 has wrote it a 
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and it now again is written in the old way, Perceval. 
So that in ſeven ſucceſſive Generations, there have 
been but two of this Family who have followed the 
ſame Orthography in their Name. 

THrarT this Name was anciently in very high Re. 
pute, is indiſputably proved; for being (as we pre- 
ſume, by means of ſome younger Son of this great and 
ſpreading Family, who upon a Return from ſome 
or other of thoſe different Croiſades, in the twelfth 
and thirteenth Centuries, ſeated himſelf in thoſe Parts) 

ropagated in the Ialian States, it was there in ſuch 
Efteem, that it became common in Baptiſm to many 
of the greateſt Houſes there; and, among others, to 
that of Grimaldi, (from whence proceeded the Prin- 
ces of Monaco and Salerno, and Dukes of Evoli) as 
alſo to that of Lampognani, in the Milaneſe, and that 
of Doria in the State of Genoa, ſo early as the Year 
1276. — And ſince that time, a new Family of this 
Name, -a Branch from that of which we here princi- 
pally treat, was eſtabliſhed with great Dignity in 
Piedmont, where they ſtill remain, as we have more 
largely ſhewn in the preceding Chapter. ” 

In France and Flanders, beſides thoſe Families 
we have already mentioned, we not only find ſeveral 
others who ſeem to have had this Surname, as Per- 
ceval of Azincourt, near Bligny in Artois; Perceval 
of Hallewyhand-Hanaples, of whom a Branch were 
likewiſe Lords of Rollegben; Perceval, Lords of 
Billy, Courville, Wor, and Mauregard; with many 
more, whoſe Genealogies are much confounded, by 
their changing Titles as they changed their Lands: 


But in thoſe Countries, it was alſo a baptiſmal Ap- 


pellation in the great Families of Chabot, Canay, 
Caigny, Chepois, Viſcount of Cluny, Boulainvilliers, 


Count of Damartin, and other principal Houſes of 


France. — And what ſtill more diſcovers the Rank 
in which this Family anciently ſtood, is, that a 
younger Son of the Houſe of Dreux, Princes of the 
Blood of France, Lords of Pierrecourt, Blancfoſſe, 


and Cormeiles, deſcended from Robert, Count of 


Dreux, 


of the Houſe of VV ERV, Cc. 29 
Nreux, fifth Son of Lewis le Gros, King of France, 
did not diſdain to aſſume the Name of Perceval. 
This Line determined with Lewis Perceval de Dreux, 
who was Chamberlain and Counſellor to Leis the 
Fleventh, King of France, in 1479, and left by his 
Lady, Catherine d' Auxi, Daughter of Hugh d' Auxi, 
Lord of Gennes Hengeſt and Montorgueil, only two 
Daughters, Mary, the Wife of Claude Philip de 
Cleremont, Lord of Montorſon, and Fenn?, who died 
without Iſſue. Of this Houſe was likewiſe ano- 
ther Perceval, who, upon the Abolition of the Of- 
fice of Great-Maſter of the Croſs-bow-Archers, was 
appointed one of the three Maſters of the Artillery, 
ſubſtituted in the place of that great Charge. 

In this Kingdom, it has alſo been given frequent- 
ly in Baptiſm to many very conſiderable Houſes. 
But having ſaid enough upon this Head, we ſhall 
proceed to another Mark of Grandeur in this Houſe, 


which may properly come under the Head of this

enough to explain what we here mean to obſeryey 
That the moſt ancient Families diſtinguiſhed them. 
ſelves by theſe ſort of Appellations, foreign to the 
true Name of their Houſes, or were diſtinguiſhed 
by the common People from others of the fame 
Houſe, who had borne the ſame Chriſtian Name. 

Tuis Houſe of Ywery, not deficient in any Mark 
or Proof of Greatneſs and Antiquity, abounds, at 
different Periods, in Inſtances of this Nature, 
Roger, a younger Son of William Gouel de Pereceval, 
was ſurnamed Balbus, or the Stutterer, from an Im- 
pediment in his Speech. And as the Claudis in 


Rome, and the Plantagenets, and many other Fami- 


lies, in ſucceeding Ages, delivered down their $0- 
briquets as permanent Names to their Deſcendants, 
ſo ſome of the Families of this Stock, aſſumed the 
Sobriquet of their Anceſtors, in like manner, for 
their Surnames, as the two Houſes of Luvel of Nam, 
and Luvel of Tichmerſh did, which came with Time 
to be ſoftened, and tranſlated as it were, from Lu- 
pellus to Lupel, and thence to Luvel, or Lovel, as 
appears evidently by Record, Ed Fed 

AnD in this laſt Century, as much as this Cuſtom 
has been laid aſide, Sir Philip Perceval, the firſt of 
that Name, Great-Grandfather to the preſent Earl 
of Egmont, was ſurnamed Philip Rua, or the Red,

WI entering into the chimerical Diſ- : 
ſertations of many Writers upon this Sub- | 
ject, it cannot be diſputed, that the bearing of Coat 
Armour, is a Practice, which has its Foundation in 
im the moſt remote Antiquity. It may eaſily be con- 
on ceived to have been introduced ſoon after Men firſt- 
vas WW formed themſelves into Societies, which Opinion is 
on; confirmed by very ancient Authors. For as from the 
of WT very Commencement of all States, Wars and Conten- 
tions muſt have ariſen, ſo the uſe of Arms and Diſci- 
pline muſt have nearly been co-eval with them, which 
requiring a Diviſion of Troops into diſtin& Bodies, 
neceſſarily demanded fome certain particular Badges, 
by which every reſpective Party might be known 
from others, either of their Friends or Enemies. 
| Bor it was doubtleſs very long before this Cuſtom _ 
P. ended itſelf from the Standards of Armies to the 
arings of private Men, — It was even long before

they became fixed and ſettled to Nations in | 
And perhaps the Romans were the firſt People who 
rendered theſe Diſtinctions permanent in Armies, — 
Superſtition may be ſuppoſed to have been the fir! 


Ground of their Eſtabliſhment. —The common Sol. 


diers being often influenced by the ſlighteſt Motives, 
and encouraged, or depreſſed in their Spirits, by the 
Obſervation of the moſt minute and trivial Circum. 
ſtances in War, it is therefore natural to believe, that 
prudent Commanders anciently made uſe of this ſu- 
perſtitious Tendency in the Troops they led, by at- 
tributing artfully their good Fortune to ſome Mark 
or Badge, which had been uſed upon ſome Occaſion, 
in which Victory had been gained, with a View to 


' animate their Forces, to engage again with greater 


Alacrity, under the ſame good Auſpices.— This Im. 
preſſion being the more eaſy to be made, at a Time 


when the Deities they worſhipped were nothing bet- 


ter than the ſame Animals which were figured on 
their Enſigns. 

Tris Practice indeed ſeems to have been diſconti- 
nued for many Ages in the Gothick times. But we may 
eaſily conceive the Reaſon for it. After the Diſſolu- 
tion of the Roman Empire, the barbarous Nations, 
who erected every where new Governments, neglect- 
ed the beſt and moſt regular Methods of Diſcipline, 
either out of Ignorance, or Averſion to the State 
they had overthrown; or, if this were not the caſe, 
their Cuſtoms having been imperfectly delivered 
down to us, we can expect but very little certain Infor- 
mation, as to the reſpective Signs they uſed inWar,— 
However, as ſoon as theſe little Governments began 
to be well formed and civilized, we preſently diſco- 
ver the growing Progreſs of this revived Invention. 

For about the Year 1000, we poſitively know, 


that the different Princes of Europe began to aſſume 


particular Devices, which prevailed in Flanders, 
France, and Normandy, ſo much, that Edward the 
Confeſſor, a great Imitator of foreign Cuſtoms, in- 
troduced that Faſhion here, aſſuming for wy

Ir was not long after this Period, before an Event 
; happened which rendered this Cuſtom univerſal —— 
: This was the War againſt the Saracens, in which, 
* through a Rage of Bigotry, and religious Zeal, al- 
not every State in Europe became engaged. — And 
1 not only every petty Prince, but 7 private Sub- 
K je of Ability, embarked with what Forces he could 
y raiſe and maintain.——The ſtrange Variety of Troops 
0 and of Commanders, in theſe compounded Armies, 
made it abſolutely neceſſary, that every Leader ſhould 
4 aſſume a Badge peculiar to himſelf ; and as the Prac- 
e Wi tice then was to fight in Armour, which covered and 
- concealed the whole Body, Prudence and Preſerva- 


tion taught every Commander, to wear theſe Badges 
upon his Shield, and upon his Armour, as well as 
upon his Standard, that thoſe who were under his 
Direction, and depended upon him, might always 
fight, and readily rally, about his Perſon, which 
they could otherwiſe never have diſtinguiſhed. 

Tux Ignorance and Enthuſiaſm of thoſe Times 
© had ſtampt upon theſe mad Enterprizes ſuch a gene- 
re 1 Reputation, that Men derived great Glory from 
ſe, having been concerned in them. — It is therefore no 
ed wonder, that during the Prevalence of that Humour, 
* Men ſhould deſire to have it known as much as poſ- 
— Wh fible, that they had deſerved this Honour. — The 
* Children even of ſuch Perſons, thought that they 
ad derived from the Services of their Parents in this 
o way, a peculiar Share of Dignity and Honour. —— 
Wy And it naturally followed, that to maintain the Re- 
me membrance of ſuch an Event, they retained in their 
mo, Families, the Badge which had been worn by their 
the Anceſtors on this Occaſion. So that Coat Armour 
became by this means firſt hereditary, about the Reign 


vn, of Richard the Firſt; but that only in @ few of the 
ures Vol. I, = ;

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moſt conſiderable Families, whoſe Parents had eq; 
caged in that Service. : 

TRE Example thus ſet by a few, and followed 
irregularly in the beginning, being attended with 
Conſequences which flattered the Vanity of Man ſo 
much, quickly became general among thoſe who had 
the ſame Pretenſions, and by Degrees extended itfelf 
to others, who were defirous to be thought to haye 
merited as well.-—And the uſe of Seals being intro. 
duced into England ſoon after the Conqueſt, cheſe 
Marks of Diſtinction were transferred in Miniature 
to them. | 

Taz Foundation of this Cuſtom being ſo ancient 
and honourable, Princes, who are rarely wanting to 
lay hold of any Circumſtances, by which they may 
increaſe their Influence and Power, ſoon found the 
way to make Advantage of it, by annexing to them- 
ſelves, or to ſuch as they entruſted with the Execu. 
tion of it, the Prerogative of granting Arms, which 
was exerciſed in old Time with great Caution, andwith 
a due Regard to real Merit, however it may har 
ſince been proftituted and abufed in this Country. 

From what we have here ſhewn, it is evident, 
that the Bearing of ancient Arms, is one of the molt 
certain and noble Proofs of a great and deſerving 
Family, that can appear.—Even Arms that are not 
found to be of the firſt Antiquity, are yet Marks of 
very great Honour, becauſe they could neyer have ob- 
tained, but from fome Merit in the firſt Acquirer df 
them. As to thoſe which are clearly proved to han 
been borne by any Family, as early as the Reign of 

Richard the Firſt, there is no Conviction, even d 
Record, more ſtrong, than that ſuch Families were 
extremely eminent: for they were undoubtedly 
aſſumed in the Holy War; and they prove likewik, 
that their firſt Owners were Commanders and 
Leaders in that War; none but Perſons in ſuch 4 
Station, having had Occaſion to aſſume them 
that time. 

Fil 
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TE Truth of this can never be diſputed; but it 
may be objected, that it is difficult to prove the An- 
tiquity of theſe Arms. — Yet to thoſe who are ac- 
quainted with Matters of this kind, this is an abſurd 
Objection. For in the firſt Place, there are many 
ancient Deeds ſtill exiſtent, to which are appendent 


Seals, as old as the Times of which we ſpeak: tho? 


this is indeed, from the Accidents and Diſtance of 
ſo many Ages, a Proof with which few Families are 
now favoured But there is another Method by which 
they are proved, almoſt with equal Certainty; and 
this is drawn from the Compoſition of the Arms 
themſelves. One Circumſtance inſeparable from the 
moſt ancient Arms, is that they are always ſimple, plain, 
and uncompounded.— There is another often con- 
current with that, which is, that they contain ſome 
Symbol of theſe Expeditions into the Holy Land. 
The firſt can hardly ever happen, but to the greateſt 
and moſt ancient Families. — The other cannot hap- 
pen in common with the firſt, without the ſame po- 
litive Aſſurance, though it is often met with in Fa- 
milies of leſs Diſtinction, when unattended with the 
other; many Perſons having out of Vanity (to a 
Load of other Bearings incorporated into one Coat) 
adjoined a Croſs, a Star, or a Creſcent, which are 
the general Notices of theſe Expeditions, being ap- 
prized that they are commonly allowed as ſuch —— 
There are likewiſe two other Marks of the greateſt 
Antiquity in Arms, and theſe are, the Chief, and 
the Indenture. — The firſt of which was from the 
very beginning, underſtood to denote the Bearer ro 
have been a Leader in War ; the other derived from 
the Intrenchment of the Camp, or of the Field in 
which thoſe manly Exerciſes, called Turnaments, 


were uſually performed, which are likewite Proofs of 


a military Origin: and theſe were firſt introduced 
about the time of thoſe Wars againſt the [nfidels, in 
order to aſſemble the ableſt and moſt active Gentle- 
men to prepare for that Expedition. 
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Wr muſt,, however, repeat again, that every one 


of theſe only add to the Dignity of the Coat, Which 


is plain, ſimple, and uncompounded; that Circum- 
ſtance being the moſt unerring Rule and Proof of 
Antiquity. — And the Reaſon of its being ſo is very 
apparent, becauſe, for the Uſe to which they were 
originally applied, they could have been of no BE. 
fect, if they had not been compoſed in that manner; 
and it is as evident, that ſince that time Arms have 
been compounded of many Colours and Pieces, only 
becauſe their Multiplication has been ſo great, that a 
ſufficient Variety of Bearings could never have been 
found without it. | Tits 
THERE is one thing farther very material to be 
obſerved, concerning the Arms-of ancient Families, 
which is, that whereas in Families of a moderate 
Antiquity, all who are iſſued from the ſame Stock, 
bear the ſame Arms, at leaſt with the Differences of 
Colours, or ſome other ſmall Alteration, to diſtin- 
guiſh one Branch from another; and that this Qbſer. 
vation holds ſo truly, as to prove almoſt infallibly, 


that two Houſes of the ſame Name, and not of the 


ſame Arms, are of a diſtinct Original. — Yet in the 
moſt ancient Houſes, the Community of Name, and 
Difference of Arms, is no fort of Argument, againſt 
their being iſſued trom a common Stock, which is 
verified by a Multitude of Inftances ; becauſe it is 
to be remembered, that upon the earlieſt Introduce. 
tion of Coat Armour, the Conſideration was not at 
all relative to Family, but wholly calculated for 3 
Diſtinction of Leaders in War. 5 
ALL that has been premiſed is neceſſary, to give 
a true Idea of the Bearings of the Houſe of ben, 
which are undoubtedly to be ranked among the moſt 
ancient and noble any where to be found, wanting 
no one Particular, either of poſitive or circumſtantial 
Proof, to be placed in that eminent degree. 
THERE is a Circumſtance attendant on, this Fa- 
mily, in this Particular, which is perhaps ſingular in 
its Kind, for it has the Glory to be able to prove po- 
| ſitively, 
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ftively, not only the different Arms which many di- 
ſtinguiſned Houſes, iſſued from it, have borne, either 
totally different, or properly differenced almoſt in 
every Age, as likewiſe the Time and the Occafion of 
aſſuming thoſe Arms, which are uſed in che now 
chief Line of the Earl of Egmont, but alſo the De- 
vices borne by it in different Ages. So that in this 


Houſe alone, may be found all that is requiſite to

We are not, indeed, able to ſay what was the

Taxsx. poſitive and uncommon Teſtimonies of 
the great Antiquity of the Armorial Enſigns of this 
Houſe, gan receive no additional Luſtre, but from 
the Review of thoſe Obſervations we have made, 
with regard to Coat-Armour, in the beginning of 
this Chapter.

The Croſs Pattees are undoubted Signs of the Expe- 
dition into the Holy Land: and in the Number three 
we manifeſtly diſcover the Piety of the firſt Perſon 
by whom they were aſſumed, and even a ſtrong Pre- 
ſumption of the Time itſelf, as they doubtleſs allude 
to the three Perſons in the Trinity. For it was the 
Humour of Men in thoſe Times, to bear about their 
Perſons all Marks of the Chriſtian Syſtem that their 
lngenuity could invent. — Without entering into the 
myſtical Jargon of ſome heraldical Authors, we ſhall 
only add, as to the Colours, that they conſiſted of as 
few as poſſible, only of Gules and Argent. And 
though of late there is little Obſervation made as to 
this Particular, one Colour being commonly reputed 
as honourable as another, yet anciently it was very 
differently eſteemed : For, in tbe Dominions of the 
ancient Dukes of Burgundy, (in whoſe Court the ſtrift- 
eſt Rules and Ceremonies were obſerved) * xo Man 
tould obtain Licence to bear Red, or Gules, in his 
Arms; that Colour being allowed only to Sovereign 
Princes, or to ſuch as were reputed on a Level with 
them, or deſcended from them. | 
Txese Arms appear after this to have had but 
little Variation in the elder Branch of this Houſe, 
for there is ſtill to be ſeen in the Records of the Ca- 
ſtle of Dunſter, a very tn .

J tion of this Eſtabliſhment under that Britiſb Prince, 
I. apother was made, not long after the Norman o_ 
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|, of which number, it is not improbable, there 
might have been admitted as a Member, ſome Per- 
fon of this Houſe. — We cannot but obſerve here, 
that there is a very ancient Romance which bears the 
Title of Perceval le Gaulois, written about the 13th 
Century, and printed in a large yn in the old 
Saxon Character, ſoon after the Invention of that 
Art. — This Book is extremely rare, and carries an 
extravagant Price among the Curious in that ſort of 
Reading. The ſame romantic Gentleman bears like- 


wiſe a principal Part in all the moſt eminent Works 


of that Species, ſuch as Amadis de Gaul, the Romant 
de la Roſe, the Pelerine of England, the St. Grale, 
and even ſo late as in the Fairy Queen of Spencer, he 
is recorded as a Knight of ſingular Proweſs and Re- 
nown.— Now as to this Particular, though no Proof 
may be drawn from ſuch chimerical Performances, 


ſuited to the Dignity and ſolid Truth of this great 


Family; there is thus much to be collected from it, 
not only that the Name 1s exceedingly ancient, but 
farther, that the great Actions of ſome Anceſtors of 


this Family, did, in all Probability, give riſe to 


theſe fabulous Productions; ſince all Antiquaries da 
agree, that the Heroes of theſe Hiſtories were gene- 
rally Perſons of very extraordinary Characters, for 
military Accompliſhments in the preceding Ages, 
upon whoſe Actions they afterwards embroidered 
and embelliſhed in that wild Manner, — And the 
Actions of Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval, of William, his 
Son, and of Sir Richard Perceval, his Grandſon, were

WV have already ſhewn, that they who are well 
verſed in matters of Antiquity, are able, with- 
out difficulty, to diſcover an ancient from an ignoble 
Family, by the Nature and Compoſition of the Arms 
alone, —— The fame Judgment may be likewiſe 
| framed (though not indeed with equal Certainty) from 
the Creſt or Ornament which was anciently worn 
upon the Helmet in the Day of Battle, as well to ren-- 
der the Combatants more terrible to view, as to diſtin- 
guiſh them in fight. It is common in very ancient 
amilies, to find that more than one have at diffe- 
rent times been uſed in the ſame Houſe; and thus in

—This is what the French call the Cri 
de Guerre. —— It was generally fixed and ſettled in 
Houſes of the moſt diſtinguiſhed Rank, and is eſteem- 
ed a very ſublime Mark of Eminence. — Theſe have 
been long diſuſed ; but we learn from the“ Hiſtory 
of the Houſe of Harcourt, that the Cri de Guerre of 
this Houſe was very, which is evidently, deduced 
from the Earldom poſſeſſed by the common Anceſtor 
of all the Families of Perceval.

Ab as it has happened, after the Diſuſe of this

ILLIAM Cecil *, Baron Burleigh, Lord 
High Treaſurer of England, and firſt Mini- 
ſter to Queen Elizabeth, during the greateſt part of 
her long and glorious Reign, a Man of conſummate 
Wiſdom, and great Knowledge in the Hiſtory of 
private Families, was frequently uſed to ſay, That 
Nobility was nothing elſe but ancient Riches. And 
this Opinion does not appear entirely new, for it 
ſeems to have prevailed a long time in Spain, ſince 
the Ricco Huombre, or rich Man, is the term which 

there implies a Gentleman. | 
NoTw1THSTANDING this, if ſome of the mo- 
dern Race of Gentry, ſome of whom, ' ſince the be- 
ginning of this Century have, by various Means too 
odious to be mentioned, advanced themſelves to great 
Riches, ſhould conſequently expect to be acknow- 
ledged noble, under the Doctrine of the Lord Bur- 
leigh, or to be eſteemed Gentlemen from that Ex- 
preſſion in Spain, they would find themſelves egre- 
giouſly miſtaken ; for the time never yet was, and 
it would prove very unhappy to the World, if So

W may therefore ſee from hence, the dangerous 
Tendency of general Maxims, which often work Ef 
fects among the Vulgar, unthought of by the Authors 
of them; as in the caſe of this Opinion, which li. 
terally taken, is fraught with the Perdition of all 
Society, yet properly explained, and truly under- 
ſtood, is an Obſervation of Weight and Truth, and 
ſuch as raiſes the Dignity of the Houſe of which ve 
here treat, to a moſt diſtinguiſhed Eminency. 
For if great Territories and large Poſleſſions, en- 
joyed from an immenſe Antiquity, from a Period

Bor it was not long before, by Means which the 
following Hiſtory will ſhew, the Superiority, as well 
a5 real Poſſeſſion of this noble Inheritance, both cen- 
tered in this Houſe, by the Marriage of A/celin Gaui 
de Perceval with the Daughter of the ſaid William de 
Breteuille. And at length, in the Year 1119, the 
ſaid Aſcelin was confirmed both in the Caſtle and

the himſelf with amazing Bravery and Succeſs, for two 
well whole Months, againſt the joint Powers of Philip 
Cen- 


King of France, Robert Duke of Normandy, and all 
the Vaſſals of the Church, whom the Earl of Bre- 
teville had drawn to his Aſſiſtance, under the Lead- 
ing of Robert de Belleſme, with a Train of the moſt 
formidable Artillery of that Age, of a new. Inven- 
tion, and but juſt then returned from the Siege of 
Jeruſalem, where it had been firſt employed. 
Whether the Name of this Place was ſoon after 
changed, whether it went off to ſome younger Son 
of this Houſe, when the Family ſettled in England, 
or whether it was forfeited, by any of thoſe rebellious 
Practices, in which both this Man and William his 
Son were too frequently concerned, we cannot deter- 
mine, but we can -no where find the mention of it 
much after this Period. , 

OTHER great Eſtates in Normandy were likewiſe 
held by the ſame Man, without which it had been 
Impollible for him to have maintained this prodigious

Ir cannot be expected of us to be well acquainted 
with the Poſſeſſions of the collateral Branches of this 
Family, which have exiſted abroad, in Nanders, 
Nor mandy, Italy, Brittany, Lorain, Cc. yet we find 
that they were poſſeſſed of Angqueteville, near St. Ev. 
rouil, in the Dioceſe of Lifieux, in Normandy, which 
is ſo near the ancient Seat of Xvery, that it may tes.

Year 1232, for Alexander Perceval, Chevalier “, in 
the Month of June in the ſame Year, then entered 
into certain Articles concerning that Eſtate, with 
William de Baſque and Fohn de Faviers, Knight.

To diſcover the Importance of theſe Eſtates, it 
will be ſufficient to obſerve, that Meſton was itlelf 
one Barony. — That + Harpetre, where there was a 
ſtrong Caſtle defended by this Family againſt King 
Stephen, being given as a Portion to Jobn, a younger 
Son to Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval, was conſiderable 
enough to give a Name, Title, and Barony to the 
noble Family deſcended from him, till they after. 
wards relinquiſhed this Appellation for that of Gour- 
nay. And Stawell, paſſing ſome Ages ſince from 


this Houſe, was of Dignity enough to afford a Name 


and Title to... . Stawell, Baron of Stawell, whoſe 
Family is ſtill exiſting, and now fit in the Parliament 
of England under that Appellation.

from the Danger he was then 1n. | t 

Tr1s important Caſtle, and the Barony depen- 
dent on it, became the Inheritance of Henry, Son to 
the ſaid William, who retaining the Name of Luvel, 
delivered it down, with his Eſtate, to his Poſterity, 
till it failed at length in Murzel, a Daughter and ſole 
Heir, who, in the Reign of “ Edward the Third, car- 
ried it by Marriage into the Family of St. Maur. 

In the twelfth of + Henry the Second, upon the 
Marriage of the King's Daughter, Henry, Baron of 
Kari, certified the Number of his Knights Fees to 
be eighteen, &c. de veteri Feofmento, and one de novo, 
which would produce at this time a vaſt Income. 

Taz Lordſhip of Merſp, in the County of Somer- 
ſet, was likewiſe afterwards an Addition to the For- 
tunes of the Houſe of Kari. c 

WINIFRED-EGLE, in the County of Dorſet, 
was alſo another great Manor, which together with 
the former, paſſed by the Heireſs of this Houſe into 
that of St. Maur. To which we muſt add the 
Moiety of the Barony of Wathſtriker, in Eskdale, in 
Scotland, which was reſtored to them in the Reign 
of King || Edward the Third. * wut! 

MINSTER-LUVEL, in the County of Oxford, 
appears to have been the firſt Proviſion of Villiam, 
another Son to William Gouel de Perceval, who. alſo

Tu Manor of Dockings, in Norfolk, was likewiſe 
the Inheritance of this Houſe in the Reign of King 
Fobn, and held by one Knight's Fee, — It was ho- 
noured with diſtinguiſhed Privileges, and gave the 
Title of Baron to this Family in the Time of Edward 
the Firſt ; but went off by the ſole Daughter of the 
firſt Venter of John Lord Luvel, of Dockings, Minſter, 
Luvel, and Tichmerſh, (the third of that Name) into 
the Family of the Barons Zouche of Harringworth. 
CHADENDON belonged alſo to this Houſe, 
but, Jobn, the Second of this Line, gave all his Eſtat 
there to the Monks of Stanley. - DO 
Tux great Lordſhip of Tichmerſb, in Northampton- 
ſhire, came into this Houſe by the Marriage of the 
ſame Fohn, laſt mentioned, with Maud de Sydenban, 
a great Heireſs.

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Taz Manor of Bodecombe, in the ſame County, is 
vet a noble Lordſhip, but was anciently much more 
onfiderable than it now is, being then the intire Ma- 
nor; whereas from the Portions of younger Chil- 
dren, and the Neceſſities of Families from time to 
time, the Lands hardly of any Manor in this King- 
dom are now in poſſeſſion of one Man. This Lord- 
ſhip did not come at once into this Houſe, the one 
Half of it was the Portion of Villiam de Moion, Lord 
of Dunſter, and after Earl of Somerſet, to whom no doubt 
it firſt belonged, which was given in Marriage to 
Richard de Perceval, laſt mentioned, long before the 
Year 1200. The other Half, given probably upon 
the like Occaſion to the Family of Breteſche, was en- 
joyed by that great Houſe till the fifteenth of Edward 
the Firſt, 1287, when the Daughter and ſole Heir of 
Sir Jobn de Breteſche brought it by Marriage to Roger 
Lord Perceval, her Huſband, Great Grandſon of Ri- 
chard, The Manor thus united in one Hand, con- 
tinued down with the Male Line of this Houſe till 
the third of Villiam the Third, 1691, when it fell to 
the Heireſs of Thomas Perceval, Eſq; the direct De- 
ſcendant of the eldeſt Line from the ſaid Roger, and 
ſixteenth Lord of this Inheritance, in a lineal Suc- 
ceſſlion.— The Huſband of this Lady ſold this Eſtate 
in our Times, ſo that it is at length divided and par- 
celled out to different Perſons, who are no way re- 
lated to its ancient Lords. 

Tu Manor of Eaſtbury, likewiſe in the County 
of Somerſet, was the Eſtate of this Houſe, and ſo 
continued for many Centuries. — It is proved by 
Record to have appertained to Roger Lord Perceval 
before mentioned, who lived in the Time of Henry 
the Third, and Edward the Firſt, and it was not 
aliened from the elder Houſe of his Deſcendants, 
till late in the ſeventeenth Century. By the Notice 
of thoſe Authorities in which it is firſt mentioned, it 
appears not to have been acquired in Marriage with 
his Wife, the Heireſs of Breteſcbe; ſo that it was un- 
doubtedly parcel of the Inheritance of his Family be- 

N fore, 
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fore, which carries it up ſo high as to approach v 
near to the firſt Settlement of this Family in Ex. 
land. And it was probably obtained about the Time 
of the Conqueſt, for it certainly belonged to them in 
the very earlieſt Times. The ancient Arms of the 
Earls of Yvery, the elder Branch of this Houſe, bei 
carved in Stone over the Portal of the Church of Ex- 
ford, which was appendent on this Manor, This 
Living of Exford was of a great Value, and the Ma. 
nor very extenſive : And notwithſtanding the 
Diminution of the Revenue of the Church by the 
Reformation, is ſtill one of the belt in that County. 
 WATTON, Coreville, and Lyndbays, were De. 
pendencies upon the great Lordſhip of Fairefield, and 
Barony of Stoke Courcy, in the County of Somerſet ; 
Odo de Dampmartin was Lord of Watton, &c. 
whoſe Daughter and Heireſs they came to 7b 
Perceval, who is thereupon in ſome Authorities ſtiled 
de Watton; but he did not long preſerve this Appel- 
lation, reſuming his paternal Name upon the Death 
of his elder Brothers, which put him into poſſeſſion 
of a much larger Eſtate, and made him Head of his 
Houſe. Theſe Eſtates became, after him, the Pro- 
viſion of his younger Son, whoſe Iſſue ſometimes

g x Eſtates of Robert Baron Perceval in Ireland, 
acquired by his Services in the Wars in that King- 
dom in the Reign of Edward the Firſt, cannot be 
ſpecified here, which happens from their Continuance 
only for three Generations in his Deſcendants, who 
failed above four hundred Years ago, and from the 
great Deſtruction of ancient Records there, but they 
muſt have been prodigiouſly extenſive, to have raiſed 
him upon the Level with the firſt Nobility of that 
Country, at a time when this Nobility were rather 
ſovereign Princes, than great Subjects. And this is 
further manifeſted from hence, that he, though the 
Eldeſt of this Houſe, and Maſter of very great Eſtates 
in this Kingdom, ſet ſo little account upon them, as 
to ſettle himſelf entirely there, and to reſign at leaſt 
the greateſt Part of them to his younger Brothers, 
who continued the Family in England, and from 
whom all who now remain of this Houſe are ſprung. 

Taz great Manor of Veſton, otherwiſe Heſton in 
Gordano, in the ſame County of Somerſet, which we 
have before obſerved to be given by the Conqueror 
to Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval, the common Anceſtor, 
deſerves to be more particularly ſpoken of in this 
place.— For (after having paſſed from Henry Luvel, 
Baron of Kari, to four Daughters, his Coheirs, who 
divided this Barony, as it is there called in the Re- 
cord, whilſt the other Eſtates deſcended to the Male 
Line of that Houſe, which continued long after) it 
tell through the Houſes of St. Maur and Ludgate, 
and again to this Houſe in the Reign of Edward the 
Third, after it had been out of it near a Century and 
a half. But from that time it remain'd with it, and 
was one of their principal Seats, till the Heireſs of 
Thomas Perceval, the Male of the eldeſt Branch, 
carried it, with many other Eſtates of this Houſe, - 
into ſtrange Families in the Year 1692. From 
whence, by ſale, it has been broken into Parcels, and

rable as to give Name to one of the largeſt and moſt 
beautiful Hundreds of the County of Somerſet, wa 
likewiſe an Eſtate acquired by this Houfe from the 
Heireſs of Breteſche ; yet it afterwards paſſed into 
the Family of Lutterel, who now enjoy it in a 
more confined manner; but the Cauſe or Method of 
this Alienation is not yet diſcovered. The ſole 
Heireſs of this Houſe of Lutterell is now an Infant. 
Tux Mantor of Quantoch and Quantocbed, is ge- 
nerally thought to have been the Eſtate of this Houſe, 
from very great Antiquity ; for it is certain that Sir 
Roger, ſurnamed de Somerie, who is allowed to be 
the ſame with Sir Roger Perceval before-mentioned, 
who married the Heireſs of Breteſche, ſold it to the 
Family of Lutterell, of whom we have juſt now ſpo- 
ken, in the Reign of Henry the Third, to whom it 
was the firſt Settlement in that Country. It had an- 
ciently a noble Seat, which has been long neglecded 
by its preſent Owners. 
Tak Manor of Trobbeville, Thrubwell, or Dru 
well, came in alſo by the Heireſs of Breteſche ; Ind 
in the ſixteenth of Edward the Firſt, 1288, we are 
informed by Record to be the Habitation of that Fa- 
mily, by which it may be inferred, as well as from 
other Authorities, that it was an Eſtate of Dignity. 
It remained in the eldeſt Line, without Interruption, 
till the laſt Century, but is now divided into a mul 
titude of Hands, as are moſt of the ancient Lord- 
ſhips in thoſe Parts.

55 
Bu r we haſten to that Line of which the Earl of 
Egmont is the Chief, which ſprung from Raf, 
younger Brother to Sir Ralf Perceval, the ſecond of 
that Name, Lord of Bodecombe and Weſton-Gordein, 
Sc. in the time of Henry the Sixth, whoſe noble 
and improving Fortunes, not only fupport the an- 
cient Dignity of this Houſe in great Splendor, but 
promiſe, under the Favour of Providence, to ad- 
vance it as high as ever it has been carried in any of 
its Branches in any preceding Age. 

A Moiety of the Manor of Tykenhar ||, in the Coun- 
ty of Somerſet, was the firſt Proviſion of this Line, 
and ſettled upon Ralf the younger, above-mentioned, 
by a Deed, in which his elder Brother joined, with 
his Wife, in 1456, the 34th of Henry the Sixth. 
What other Addition might be afterwards made to it 
by them, remains uncertain. — But they afterwards 
acquired the Manor of Raolleſton F from Richard Vin.

ſome Fortune for a younger Houſe of any Family; not 
being well enough informed, to give a more parti- 
cular Account of them. And upon the ſame foot 
muſt ſtand likewiſe the Eſtates of that Family, of 
which Robert Perceval, Eſq; Member of Parliament 
for Trim, is Chief. — We have elſewhere obſerved 
already, that this Houſe, which is not to be fixed 
with poſitive Certainty to that of the Earl of Eg- 
mont, honourably acquired a large Eſtate after the 
came over with Cromwell.

Bur the Poſſeſſions |, which had their Com- 
mencement, as we have already ſaid, by the Money 
ariſing from the Sale of ſeveral large Eſtates in Eng- 
land, which were aliened by Richard Perceval, Eſqz 
who was firſt ſent thither in the beginning of the 


Reign of Queen Elizabeth, to obſerve what Improve- 
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ments might be made in the Court of Wards on that 
Side the Water; and was afterwards, in the Rei 
of King James the Firſt, deputed over thither, in 
the Office of Regiſter of the ſaid Court, upon the new 
Eſtabliſhment there made of it. And alſo thoſe 
which Sir Philip Perceval, his Son, by his adinira- 
ble Sagacity, added to them, were of ſuch a vaſt Ex. 
rent, as to reſemble rather a Principality, than the 
Patrimony of a private Houſe, —*For before the great 
Rebellion in 1641, his Eſtate in Ireland alone con. 
ſiſted of ſeventy-eight Knights Fees, and two Thirds, 
containing above ſixty-two thouſand Acres of the 
Meaſure of that Country, which is upwards of nine- 
ty-nine thouſand Engliſh Acres of Land. 

To give ſome further Idea of this prodigious 
Tract of Ground, we ſhall obſerve, that allowing fix 
hundred and forty Acres to a Mile ſquare, this Land 
amounted to above one hundred and fifty ſquare 
Miles of Engliſh Meaſure. | 

For a further Inſight into theſe Poſſeſſions, we 
have here inſerted the Claim which Sir Jobn Perce. 
val, his Son, made to them upon the Settlement of 
Ireland under Comwell, in the very Words of the 
Original.

Tux Caſtle of Kanturk was à magnificent Pile of 
Building, and the Walls ſtill remain entire; but it 
was ruined, with all other Seats of this Family, in 
the Wars of 1641, not being entirely finiſhed when 
thoſe Troubles commenced : The Government of 
England in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, when it 
was firſt erected, having, upon falſe Reprefentations 
of its dangerous Strength, prevented the Completion 
of it. About four Miles diftant, in the fame Lord- 
ſhip, ſtands the Caſtle of Logbert, fituated upon an 
Eminence, which commands a Proſpect of near one 
fourth Part of the Kingdom. — This Caftle by fome 
Means, during the great Rebellion, was gained by the 
Iriſh, who kept a Garriſon in it till toward the Endo 
that War, when Sir Hardreſs Waller, by the help of 
Cannon, reduced it in four Days, in May 1650 *, tho® 
it was then confidered as a Fort of great Strength, 
which Character he gave of it in his Letter to the 
Parliament.

* Sir Philip Perceval was one of the moſt eminent Subjedts of the 
Time in which ke lived ; he had a vaſt Eſtate both in England and 
Ireland; in which laſt Country he had { 7 rhts Fees, 
containing ninety-nine thouſand Engliſb Acres of Land. —He was 2 
Privy-Counſellor to King Charles the Firſt, Regiſter of the Caurt of 
Wards, and held five or fix of the moſt conſiderable Employments of 
that Country at one Time.—-When the War broke out, he fortified 
and defended many Years, at his own C » five of his Caſtles; 
and ſuffered, in the Deſtruction of his Woods, Houſes, and Caftle,, 
and Loſs of Rent in fix Years time, fixty thouſand Pounds.

T is certain that true Nobility can have no Foun. 
dation, but upon Antiquity alonez and that with- 
out the Advantages of a remote Extraction, it can 
never be compleat. It is not what the Vulgar con- 
ceive of it, the arbitrary Reſult of Patents or Titles, 
It is a Work of Time, which though imitated and 
forced by Art, can never be rendered perfect by ſuch 
Means. — And though Princes may confer Riches, 
Honours, and diſtinguiſhed Privileges, they are un- 
able, as King Charles the Second of England con- 
feſſed often, to make a Gentleman. This is a 
Truth acknowledged throughout the civilized World, 
and has its Force ſo much, that Titles attract but 
ſmall Reſpect; and the Enquiry is made after the 


Birth, and not the titular Quality of Men, in every 


foreign State of Europe. 
YET although no real Nobility may be created by 


any other Power than chat of a remote Extraction, it 
is

TuzR E is, indeed, both in the one and the other 
Inſtance, ſome Deference paid to the Power and Au- 
thority of the Prince, ſo far that ſome outward De- 
i monſtrations of Reſpect may follow thoſe on whom 
he may pleaſe to confer theſe Dignities: but theſe 
Demonſtrations of Reſpe& are very imperfect, as 
they are evidently attributed to the Prince who be- 
ſtows them, rather than to the Perſons upon whom 
they are beſtowed. | | 
Tazy are, therefore, very fortunate, who enjoy 
the Benefit of both theſe Circumſtances ; and, who 
being already raiſed to a conſpicuous Point by their 
own native Luſtre, can derive new Ornament from 
an Acquiſition of Honours and Preferments, unat- 
tended with the Envy or Reflections which fall ſo 
heavily on thoſe, who are raiſed from an obſcure 
Birth to Poſts of Eminence and Power. | 
How far the native Dignity of the Houſe of which 
ve here treat, exceeds that of moſt others in theſe 
Kingdoms, we have ſhewn ſufficiently already. It 
remains here for us to manifeſt the adyentitious Dig- 
nity which it has likewiſe attained, by its high Sta- 
tons in the World, and by the Variety of important 
Poſts which different Members of it have enjoyed at 
different Times and Periods. * And we ſhall find in 
this, as well as in all other Enquiries after this diſtin- 
guiſhed 
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guiſhed Family, that the farther we go back aq 


the more cloſely we examine into it, the greater and 
more brilliant Proofs of its Grandeur are opened to

Tu moſt eminent and important Office that can 
be exerciſed, is that of the Regal Dignity. An 
Office ſanctified, as the Divines pretend, to ſuch x 
Point, that the Perſon inveſted with it is ſacred, and 
ought to be inviolable.— That he is not to be reſiſted, 
upon any account whatſoever; and that being the 
of God, he is reſponſible for his Actions to God only. 
It is not our Buſineſs here to diſcuſs the Validity of 
theſe Doctrines, or to enquire whether this Idea or De. 
finition of Royalty be more juſt and true, than that 
which conſiders it only as a ſupreme Magiſtracy, e- 
rected at the Will, and for the Intereſt of the Peo- 
ple; and conſequently, in Caſes of Extremity, con- 
troulable by, and accountable to that Power from 
whence it is derived. It is ſufficient that its 
Preheminence is infinitely far above all other, and 
that an univerſal Veneration is every where attributed 
to it; ſuch as not only to render the Perſons who 
are in direct Succeſſion to it illuſtrious, but to tranſ- 
mit a glorious Portion of the ſame Splendor, to the 
wideſt and lateſt Poſterity of thoſe who are inveſted 
with it. 

IT is therefore not without Reaſon that we men- 

tion in the firſt place (as well on this account as that 
it appears in reality to have been the firſt Office 
which we can diſcover to have been borne by this il- 
luſtrious Houſe) the Royal Dignity of the Crown of 
Brittany, which, as far as we can be affured of any 
thing at ſo remote a diſtance of Time, was once the 
Inheritance of this Family for many Ages. — And

LUVEL, of the Line of Tichmerſþ, 
a Man of ſuch Conſideration, that he was advanced to 
the great Office of * Guardian of the Fews, in the 
Reign of King Henry the Third, a Poſt at that time 
of great Diſtinction, becauſe attended with great Pro- 
fit. It was pretended, that even that prodigious 
Profit was not ſufficient to content his boundleſs De. 
fires, and that he uſed oppreſſive and ſiniſter Means 
to increaſe the Gain, for which heavy Charge he wa 
diveſted of it. Yet this Stain can hardly remain upon 
his Memory, for it appears to have been occaſioned 
only by the Envy of hrs riſing Greatneſs : And it is 
certain, that he was in a ſhort time re-admitted into 
the King's Favour, and not long after advanced to 
that high Poſt of Treaſurer of England.

WII N we come to conſider that Line of this Houſe 
of which we here principally treat, and which is ſtill 
ſubſiſting under the Name of Perceval, we ſhall find 
2 Number of great Employ ments and other Inftan- 
ces of Diſtinction conferred on them alſo; many of 


which we ſhall refer to, in the courſe of our Hiſtory, 


It ſeems 
by Record, that * Richard Perceval, the younger Son 
of William Gouel de Perceval, and the Parent of the 
preſent Line of Perceval, was in the Rank of a 
Baron in the Reign of Richard the Firſt. — But it 
is certain that his Deſcendants, in the Reign of Ed- 
ward the Firſt and Second, were Barons of great Di- 
ſtinction in + Ireland for three Deſcents, which Ho- 
nour they obtained by their meritorious Services in 
the Wars of that Kingdom. Theſe Honours fail- 


ing by Defect of Iſſue in that Line, we ſhall ſay no 


more of them in this place, than that they were of 
the higheſt Dignity, and that the Power of the State 
was in old Time chiefly veſted in them. — The Ba- 
rons of thoſe Ages being able, as our Hiſtories often 


| ſhew, to face the Crown in the Field, and often to 


reduce it to accept the Conditions they were pleaſed 
to offer. — Among others of this Houſe, the Baro- 
nial Dignity of Sir || Roger Perceval, Nephew to the 
firſt Iriſo Baron, who was ſummoned to Parliament 
in England in the twenty-fourth of Edward the Firſt, 
ought not to be omitted, as being of ſo great Anti- 
quity, though diſcontinued afterwards for ſeveral 
Ages in his immediate Deſcendants, from the Change 
which began about that Period to be made in the Ba- 
ronies, of which we ſhall ſay more hereafter in its 
proper Place, |

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Vr though this Title was ſo long diſcontinued, 
the Eſtate, and the Knights Fees upon which that Sum. 
mons was doubtleſs grounded, remained in great pai 
to his Poſterity till our own Times, and are of ſuf. 
cient Conſequence to ſhew the ancient Grandeur of 
this Family. | 

Tux Order of Knighthood was originally of ſuch 
Diſtinction, that the firſt Nobility thought their 
Quality imperfect till they had received it; but that 
which was obtained by Service in the Field, was yet 
much more eſteemed, and Sir“ Walter Perceval, 
Grandſon of Sir Roger laſt mentioned, deſerved and 
gained that Honour at the Battle of Creſſey in the 
20th of Edward the Third, 1346, though he was then 
at moſt but twenty Years of Age. And his lineal 
Deſcendant, in the Reign of Henry the Seventh, up- 
on the Marriage of Arthur Prince of Wales with the 
Lady Catherine of Arragon, was returned among thoſe 
who were thought qualified to be made Knights of 
the Bath, upon occaſion of that great Solemnity. 

Taz Employments which have fallen to the 
Share of that immediate Line of which the Earl of 
Egmont is chief, have been numerous and great: for 
when the rigorous Reſentments of George Perceval, 
Father to Richard Perceval, had driven the Son out 
of that retired and affluent State, which the Family 
had enjoyed for ſo many Generations, upon their | 
great hereditary Patrimony in the Weſt of England, 
he found himſelf obliged to puſh his Fortune in a 
public Life. The Story of his Misfortunes and his 
Advancement, are related largely in the enſuing 
Work ＋, it is ſufficient to obſerve here, that he was 
honoured with the different Employments of Secre- 
tary-Remembrancer, and Receiver-General of the 
Court of Wards in England, and with that of Re- 
giſter of the ſame Court in Ireland. All Poſts of

Sir Philip Perceval, Son of the ſame Richard, ob- 
rained, after his Father's Death, the ſame Employ- 
ment before- mentioned“, of Regiſter of the Court 
of Wards in Ireland, which, though inferior in place 
to the firſt Officer of that Commiſſion, who was ſtiled 
the Maſter, was yet of twice the Profit, as appears 
from the Return made of all the Officers of that 
Court, in the Year 1661, at the Time when its Diſ- 
ſolution was effected by Act of Parliament. And the 
known Advantage of it was 2000 J. per annum, 
beſides other Profits, which were of a private 
Nature; beſides the Grants of Wardſhips, which 
were always obtained by a Perſon in that Station : 
The great number of theſe which Sir Philip Per- 
ceva/ acquired, will be too tedious to enumerate here F. 
All I ſhall ſay further of this great Office, will be to 
obſerve, that it was hereditary in this Family for 
three Generations; being firſt inſtituted in favour of 
Richard Perceval before-mentioned, and enjoyed by 
his Son, and Grandſon, till the Court was aboliſhed, 
as we have juſt now ſhewn, in 1661 : the Profits of 
it are therefore little known to others, and are beſt 
eſtimated from the preſent Eſtate of this Family, 
notwithſtanding the prodigious Loſſes they have ſuſ- 
tained by the Civil Commotions of the laſt Century. 

SIR Philip Perceval here mentioned, enjoyed at 
one and the ſame time ſo many other conſiderable 
Employ ments, that they are difficult to recollect; 
for among others, he was not only Regiſter of the 
Court of Wards, Commiſſary-General of the Army,

Contempt; and it is neceſfry, by a general Rule, 
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tho A Genealogical Hiſtory 
to conſider all ſuch Productions as falſe and forped, 
fince any Indulgence in this Particular muſt in len 
of time obſcure all true Hiſtory, and fill the Story of 
the World with nothing but Fable and Romance. 
The Accounts of private Families require this Rudd. 
neſs ſtill more than thoſe of the Publick, ſince In- 
tereſt and Vanity, and the Poſſibility of Impoſition 
ſtill operate more ſtrongly upon them. It is there. 
fore with a ſcrupulous Nicety, that we have taken 
this neceſſary Precaution in the enſuing Hiſtory of 
the Houſe of Tvery. _ | 

Bur as ſtrongly as we advance, and as we pufſue 


this Doctrine, it is nevertheleſs to be obſerved that 


there is ſome Deviation to be made from the rigid 
Force of this Propoſition ; for in Hiſtories of all 
kinds, either private or publick, where the Story is 
raiſed upon authentick 3 as high as authen- 
tick Evidence can carry any Story, it is as much the 
Duty of an Author to retire further into the Shades 
of Antiquity upon probable Conjecture, as it is to be 
exact upon poſitive Grounds in later Ages. Since if 
in thoſe dark Periods he affirms nothing more poſitiye- 
ly than the Nature of his Surmiſes may juſtly bear, 
thoſe Surmifes may prove afterwards of great Ser- 
vice to light others ſtill further to the Truth, and 
may procure in time a Certainty of that which is but 


at Om dubious. 


r has ſeemed proper to premiſe this Obſervation 
before we enter upon the direct Hiſtory of this lu 
trious Family, that we may not furprize too much 
the Generality of our Readers, by the immenſe Anti- 
quity which in juſtice we think ourſelves obliged to 
aſcribe to it, and that we may be underſtood, at the 
ſame time, to act with that Candour and Integrity

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whoſe Conduct they firſt undertook this Tranſplan- 
tation, -==The Power of his Deſcendants till con- 
tinued the ſame, but the Title of King was in time 
neglected, and changed into that of Count or Duke; 
under which Appellation the Sovereignty of that 
Territory continued to be exerciſed by the ſame Fa- 
mily, till the Daughter and Heireſs of Francis the 
Second, laſt Duke of Brittany, united the Dutchy to 
the Crown of France, by her Marriage firſt with 
Charles the Eighth, and then with Leuis the Twelfth, 
about the End of the fifth Century.

We muſt again refer, in this place, to the firſt

have eſtabliſhed upon them, we ſhall thus deduce

Taz firſt of this Family was probably a Leader 
of the Celtæ, a Nation of the Gauls when they firſt 
inhabited the Iſle of Britain.-—-From theſe Services 
they became inveſted with the Degree of Power and 
Superiority, which were permitted in thoſe- earl 
Ages to the Britiſp Kings.-— The firſt of theſe who is 
mentioned by Father PObineau in his Hiſtory of 
Brittany, (the beſt that has been ever written'of that 
Country) is Gerenton, whoſe Son Cathou had a Son 
Urbien, who had a Son Hitbol, and he a Son Deroch, 
who was the Father of Rival, formerly mentioned, 
the laſt of his Family, who governed the Britons in 
England, and the firſt who founded his Monarchy in 
that Province of Gaul, ſince called Brittany. From 
Rival the Deſcent is not authentickly deduced to 
Eriſpoe, who is however proved to be deſcended 
from the Sovereign Houſe by Charters of Solomon, 
King of Brittany, his Grandſon 7. This Eriſpae 
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left two Sons, Rivallon and Nominoe ;, to Rivallon fie, 
ceeded Solomon, his Son, who was King of Brian 
but his Deſcendants loſt the Crown, ſo that we ſhall 


purſue that Line no further. As to Nominoe, the / 
Son of Eriſpoe, he governed Brittany at firſt under 


the Authority of Lewis le Debonaire, but 
aſſumed the Sovereignty.——— Eriſpoe the Second, hi 
Son, was alſo King of Brittany, but was killed by d 
lomon, before mentioned, his Uncle's Son, who al. 
ſumed the Crown. This Eriſpoe left a 
who married Gurvant, Count of Rennes, of the Royal 
Houſe of Brittany, whoſe. Son Fudicaels, Count of 
Rennes, diſputed, and at length divided the Domi. 
nion of Brittany with Alan, Grandſon of Solomon, and 
died in Battle againſt the Normans in the Year $00... 
His Son Fuel Berenger, Count of Rennes, by his Wife 
Gerberga, left a Son, Conan the Firſt, furnamed þ 
Tort, who was alſo Count of Rennes, and married 
Ermongade, Daughter of Fulco, Son of Geaffey Griſs 
gonell, Count of Anjou, and was killed in the Yea 
992.— To him ſucceeded Geoffry, the firſt Count of 
Rennes, and Duke of Brittany, who married Hawiſy, 
Siſter to Richard the ſecond Duke of Normand, 
whoſe younger Son was Eudes, afterwards Duke of 
Brittany ; by his Wife Agnez he left, among many 
other Sons, one named Robert, of whom the Hiſto- 
ries of Brittany ſpeak nothing farther, but who wa, 
as we preſume, the ſame with Robert Lord of Teen, 
the firſt of this Family that ſettled again in Eg 
upon the Norman Conqueſt, and from whom the De 
ſcent is clear and poſitively proved to the preſet 
Earl of Egmont, whoyis now the Chief of this great 
Family of which we treat in the enſuing Work, 
Tu is Robert, the Ineal Anceſtor of the Families

Ir appears * by the Book of the Fees of that 
Dutchy, that he alſo held three Knights Fees in 
Yoery, of the Earldom of Breteuil, from whence he 
was ſurnamed of that Place.

HOES * the eldeſt of the three Som cf 
Robert, Lord of Breherval and Yvery, before- 
mentioned, ſometimes called Aſcelin Gouel, Gouel d: 
Breberval, Gouel de Percheval, and Gouel de Nen, 
ſucceeded his Father between the Years 1088 and 
1090, for in the latter Year he was poſſeſſed of the 
Eſtate. He was one of thoſe Adventurers with his 
Father, in that memorable Expedition into England, 
under William, Duke of Normandy. In ſome of the 
Liſts of the principal Commanders in that War, he 
is mentioned by the Name of Þ Perceval, in other

hat of Aſcelin, or Azelin alone. In Doomſday -_ 
1 +, he A recorded under the latter — and 
we there find, upon that general Forfeiture of the 
Zngiſh, and the Diſtribution of their Lands among 
the Norman Officers, divers Eſtates of great Extent 
particularly in the County of Somerſet, allotted to 
him, being returned at the time of the Survey which 
was taken in the 17th Year after that Invaſion, to 
hold in that Shire alone, Laneverei, Harpetreu, He- 
tune, Llebere, Biſcopewrde, Milleſcot, Babingion, Fe- 
rentone, Briſmartin, Eflide, Eaſton, Weſton, now We. 
fon in Gordano, and Stauwell or Stawell, all which 
were held of the Fee of the Biſhop of Conſtance, 
except Eſlide, which was the Fee. of Roger Arun- 
gel. The ſame Aſcelin held alſo certain Lands in 
Baudecumbe of the Church of Glaſtonbury, and divers 
others, under the Biſhop of Conſtance, who originally 
held them of the ſaid Church of Glaſtonbury. "Þ 
To which we may add, that he. enjoyed alſo by 
Deſcent after his Father's: Death, the Lordſhip of 
Kari, which his Father had obtained upon that Occa- 
ſion, as alſo that part of Harpeireu which he had then 
received from the Conqueror, which appears in that 
famous Record, diſtinct from that which was granted 
to this Aſcelin his Son. And this Diſtinction ſeems 
to have been maintained for ever after, that Manor 
being mentioned frequently in ſucceeding Authorities, 
as divided under the Names of Eaſ and Vet Harpe- 
petrue; which, though they continued long a joint 
Poſſeſſion of the Houſe of Harpetrue, or Gournay, 
(deſcended from a younger Son of this Aſcelin) were 
at length ſeparated from each other, by the Scarcity 
of Proviſion for the numerous Iſſue of that Family, 


as we ſhall particularly ſhew hereafter.

Hands of his Phyſicians, Philip ſent him a vety in- 
ſolent Meſſage, in Raillery upon his Diſeaſe z which 
William returned with terrible Threats of Revenge, 
not being then prepared to reſent the Inſult in ano- 
ther manner. 


Soon after this, the King of England received 1 


new Provocation. TWO French Gentlemen 5, Hugh 
de Stavell and Ralf Malvoiſin, who commanded the 
Garriſon of Mante, making an Excurſion by Night, 


with a Band of Robbers, croſſed the River Eure, 
which was the Boundary of France and me

of the Houſe of VIX Y, Sc. 181 
and falling in upon the Country of Evrenx, advan- 
ced as far as Pacey, which belonged to William, Earl 
of Breteuil, committing infinite Ravages wherever 
they _ particularly on the Lands of Roger de 
Yeery, a younger Son, as it ſeems, of this Aſcelin, 
and carried back with them to Mante great Numbers 
of Priſoners, and an infinite Quantity of Cattle, and 
other Plunder. | 

WILLIAM, in extreme Indignation, immedi- 
ately ſent to the King of France , to claim the Ter- 
ritories of the French Vaulgugin, Pontoiſe, Ghaumonte, 
and Mante, to which he had Title by the Donation 
of Henry the Firſt, King of France, to Robert, Duke 
of Normandy, in Conſideration of the great Favour 
and Friendſhip ſhewn that Prince by the ſaid Duke 
of Normandy, during his Exile, when Robert, Duke 
of Burgundy, one of his Brothers, had uſurped the 
Crown; and preſently after, being ſomewhat reco- 
vered of his Indiſpoſition, about the End of Fly, 
ſuddenly entered France in Perſon, and attacked the 
Town of Mante before mentioned. 

IT appears by the Hiſtory of William the Baſtard, 
written by the Prieſt Eudemare 4, from whence this 
Account is taken, that Aſcelin Gouel de Percevalcom- 
manded the Norman Forces on this Occaſion ; which 
Charge was probably in Policy conferred upon him, 
the Lands of Roger de Yuery, his own Son, having 
received ſo great Damage, from the Incurſions of the 
French —— mentioned. 

Tu firſt Step taken by Aſcelin, when he fat 
down before that City, was to revenge the Injuries 
done to his own Family. by a terrible Devaſtation of 
all the Lands about ht Placet. This Violence had 
unexpected Succeſs, for the Garriſon, not able to bear 
the Sight of ſuch a Ruin all around them, made a 
Sally upon the Normans ; but they were vigorouſly 
repulſed by the King of England, who beating them 
back into the Town, entered pell-mell with them, 
and

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and took and burned the Place. This Adventure, | 
however, proved fatal to the =_ who riding vio. 
tently through the City, in purſuit of the Enemy, 
his Horſe ſtumbled, and the Pommel of. the Saddle 
gave him ſo rude a Hurt in his Belly, that this, to. 
gether with the exceſſive Heat he had endured that 
Day, both from the Weather, and the Fire of the 
Town, threw him into that Illneſs, of which he died 
ſoon after. RR 
AFTER the Death of the Conqueror, William 
Rufus, his ſecond Son, obtained the Crown of Eng- 
land, in Oppoſition to his elder Brother, Robert, 
who was obliged to content himfelf with No 
alone. Little Good was ho: 2s from the Govern- 
ment of a Prince, who had ſo tamely ſuffered him- 
felf to be robbed of his juſt Rights.——lt was ac- 
cordingly weak and wretched to the laſt D 
and every Man acted as independant Sovereign in his 
own Eſtate ; thus the Country became one continued 
Scene of Violence and Rapine, every Neighbour 
inſulting, and being inſulted, with Impunity, in- 
vading, and being invaded, . without any Apprehen. 
fions of the Power of the Prince, to puniſh the Of- 
fender, or to protect the Injured. TO 
In the Year 1090, during this unhappy State of 
Affairs in that Country, William, the youngeſt Bro- 
ther of Aſcelin “, having raviſhed a Woman at P4- 
cey, a Town belonging to William, Earl of Bretewl, 
Pacey, Conſtantine, and Yvery, Brother to the Earl 
of Hereford in England; and the ſaid Earl endea. 
vouring to revenge the Injury, Aſcelin took him un- 
der his Protection, and begun Hoſtilities againſt the 
Earl, by the Seizure of the Caſtle of very, which 
he took by Stratagem, and then gave up to Robert, 
Duke of Normandy, who had already repented that 
he had beſtowed it upon the Earl of Breteuil. —— 
Yet ſuch was the Weakneſs of that Prince, that he 
reſtored it again immediately after, for the Sum 1

Command. of this Caſtle, though the Earl of Breteuil 
uns the Chief Lord of the Fief (after it had been 
alienated by the Duke of Normanay) was the Right of 
this Aſcelin : For the Hiſtorian ſays, that the Earl of 
Breteuil, upon this Action, deprived him of the Go- 
vernment of that Caſtle, which was the Cauſe of a 
long and terrible War in Normandy. But there is 


| ſome Intricacy in this, for if Aſcelin was the Gover- 


nor of that Place, it would have required none of 
that Dexterity in him (which the Hiſtorian mentions 
ſo particularly) to become Maſter of it. Leaving 
therefore this Enquiry, in which we cannot be tho- 
roughly informed at this Diſtance of time; we ſhall 
proceed to give a further Account of the Diſorders 


which immediately enſued, —ſcelin having to deal 
with a Man of ſo great Power as the Earl of Breteuil, 


who was inferior to none in Normandy, except to the 
Duke himſelf, and to the Earls of Mellent, exerted 
himſelf-to the utmoſt, to repel the Storm which he 
foreſaw muſt quickly break upon him.--* He forti- 
fed his Caſtle of Breberval, by the Aſſiſtance of his 
Friends and Relations, (who, as the Hiſtorian relates, 
were the moſt conſiderable both for Rank and Cou- 
rage in Normandy +) and calling in to his Aſſiſtance 


ſome of the Family of Philip, King of France, and 


aſſociating himſelf with Richard de Mont ford, Ne- 
phew to the Earl of Ereux, and Son of Almerick, 
who had been lately killed by the Dependants of the

Animoſities F.— The Injuries which the Earl had 
ſuffered, were never to be forgotten, or atoned for, 
but by a bitter Revenge. He therefore renewed the 
War again the following Year, and fortified the Mo- 
naſtery of St. Mary's, near Yuery, (founded, and de- 
dicated to the Virgin, by Roger (or Robert) de Tvery) 
where he placed a ſtrong Garriſon, which he com- 
manded in Perſon, Aſcelin gathering together a Body 
of Troops, with as much Expedition as he could, 
about the middle of the Summer ſat down before 
the Fortreſs, and preſſed the Siege with ſo much 
Vigour, that he ſoon became Maſter of the Place, -— 


He burned the Monaſtery to the Ground, and took 


a great many Prifoners, among whom were William 
de Alis, Ernald, the Son of Popeline, and eight other 
Knights ; but the Earl himſelf eſcaped, though with 
oreat Difficulty. | 

THe War continued in this manner for three 
Years ſucceſſively, and ſo much to the Diſadvantage 
of the Earl &, that by the Devaſtation of his Lands, 
and the Ranſom of his Priſoners from time to time, 
he was in a manner ruined. At laſt j, having 


no other Reſource, he talled in Philip, King of 


France, to his Aﬀiſtance, and paid him ſeven hun- 
dred Pounds for that Service; de found Means alſo 


to procure Aid from ſeveral other Lords, by Pro- 


miſes of great Reward, and even at laſt prevailed 
upon the ſupine Duke Robert, to engage in his Quar- 
rel againſt this formidable Egemy. | 
iv conſequence of theſe different Negotiations, 
the Confederates aſſembled in the Lent of the 
Year 1095 f.

could raiſe, and all who held of the Abbies, under 
the Banners and perſonal Command of each reſpec. 
tive Pariſh-Prieſt and Abbot, ſat down befote the 
Caſtle of Breberval, whither Aſcelin himſelf had re. 
tired, being unable to keep the Field againſt fo great 
a Superiority of Force. The Animoſity of the Church 
upon this Occaſion is very remarkable, and would 
appear ſtill more extraordinary, if we did not find 
in the Hiſtory, which was written by a + Monk of 
that time, that Aſcelin had enflamed the Clergy, by 
his little Reverence to their Religious Houſes, and 
particularly, no doubt, by his Deſtruction of the 
Monaſtery of S/. Mary's, which we obſerved before. 

THe Troops who formed this Siege, were in an 
extraordinary manner provided for it“. Robert de 
Belleſme, a very expert Officer, and an inveterate 
Enemy to Aſcelin, had a principal Share in the Di. 
rection of it; and the Artillery employed firſt at the 
Siege of Feruſalem, invented ſome time before by a 
famous Engineer, in the Expedition to the Holy 
Land, and reckoned the moſt terrible that had been 
till that time uſed in War, was brought in Service 
againſt this Caſtle z with which the Beſiegers ruined 
the Walls and Outworks of the Place, deſtroyed the 
Houſes of the Inhabitants, and terribly annoyed the 


Garriſon : But Aſcelin, who was early and ſufficient- 


ly informed of the mighty Preparations made againſt 
him, had put himſelf into the beſt Condition of De- 
tence. It is, however, not a little aſtoniſhing, that 
he ſhould be able to reſiſt ſo great a Power as he did, 
for two whole Months; and what is more, that he 


ſhould be able to obtain ſuch Terms as were granted 


him at the End of that Time. It is very probable, 
that the Confederates deſpaired of reducing him by 
Force, ſince it does not appear that he gave up his 
Caſtle of Breberval, but concluded a ſeparate Peace 
with the Earl of Breteuil, who embraced the Over- 
ture with great Joy, upon the ſingle Condition of 

reſtoring 
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reſtoring to him again the Caſtle of Zvery, which he 


had extorted from him in the manner we have ſhewn 


before: And this he recovered again, after the death 
of the Earl, by the Favour of King Henry the Firſt, 
35 a Parcel of his Wife's Inheritance. Thus ended 
this famous Siege, and inteſtine War; one of the 
moſt remarkable that ever was ſuſtained by any Sub- 
ject in a private Cauſe, in any Age or Nation. 

TE next mention we find made of him, is in the 
Year 1102 *, when, after the Death of the Earl of 
Breteuil, William de Guader, and Rainald de Craceio, 
his Nephews, and Euſtace his natural Son, Brother 
to Iſabella, the Wife of Aſcelin, all claimed the Suc- 
ceſllon: William de Guader dying ſoon after, the 
Competitors were reduced to two, Rainald de Craceio, 
and Euſtace.— William Alis, Radulfus Rufus, Son- 
in- law to Aſcelin, and Tedbald ſupported the latter, 
but Aſcelin Gouel, Almaric de Montfort, and Ralph de 
Conchis, adhering to the other Party, Euſtace was 
obliged to fly from Normendy, to demand the Aſſi- 
ſtance of Henry the Firſt, then King of England. 

Taz King received him graciouſly, and gave him 
Julian, 4 Daughter, in Marriage f, pro- 
miſing to maintain him powerfully againſt Aſce- 
lin Goue!, and all his Adverſaries ; and accordingly, 
the Earl of Mellent was ſent over into Normandy the 
next Year, to ſupport Euſtace in his Poſſeſſion, and 
to endeayour to quiet the Diſorders there; but Rai- 
nald and Aſcelin {till vigorouſly reſiſting, gave the 
Earl great Trouble.—And Aſcelin Gouel having taken 
the Son of Stephen de Mellent Priſoner, confined him 
in a Dungeon near four whole Months, nor could the 
Farl, by any Means poſſible, recover his Dependant 
from the Hands of the Wolf, as Aſcelin is there cal- 


| led, till at laſt, Rainald being killed, the Earl of 


Melleut, with great Art and Conduct, concluded a 
Peace, in which Aſcelin, Euſtace, William Earl of 
Evreux, Almaric, and divers other Leaders in that 
War, were comprehended. x 
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KINO Henry coming into Normandy in 1114, con- 1 
firmed all the Donations to the Abbey of Utica, by b 
a new Charter, to which many of the great Men 0 
ſigned with him, and amongft the reſt Gouel 4+ " 
Yvery *, who is undoubredly the ſame with this 4: ir 
celin Gouel de Perceval, though the Caſtle of Teery I;

teuil; when Henry the Firſt having (as he imagined) fo 
a Deſign to ſeize it for his own Uſe, he rebelled, C 
and fortified his other Caſtles of Lira, Gloz, Pont ar 
Ft. Pierre, and Pacey t, and ſent his Wife Julian to re 
defend the Caſtle of Breteuil, againſt her Father (tl 
Henry. The King ſoon followed her, and attacked m 
the Place with ſo much Vigour, that he obliged her th 
to ſurrender, though not till ſhe had attempted to 


kill him with her own Hand, at a Conference to ed 
which ſhe had treacherouſly invited him. Provoked th 
at this unnatural Attempt, he ordered her to be tic 


thrown from the Caſtle Wall into the Ditch, from in 
whence ſhe eſcaped to her Huſband at Pacey, which th 
Place he maintained as long as he lived, but forfeited to 
the reſt of his Eſtates. Of theſe, the King granted of 
part to Ralf de Guader, Son to William, one of the th 
Competitors of the ſame Eſtate, above-mentioned, he 
But the Caſtle and Earldom of Yuery, were given to an 
Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval, and his Children |, who had E.

189 
himſelf in his Grants, and particularly in that where- 
by he paſſed to Allan, Earl of Brittany, the Lordſhip 
of Earl Edwin, in Yorkſhire. It being then a gene- 
ral Cuſtom in France, for Baſtards to ſucceed, even 
in Dignities of higheft "Conſideration, as Children 
lawfully begotten.-——The Baſtard of Clovis had for 
his Appennage the Kingdom of Auſturia, or Lorrain, 
with the lawful Children of the ſaid Clovis : So Ha- 
rold Harefoot, Baſtard of King Canute, had Prefe- 
rence in the Succeſſion to the Crown of England, be- 
fore Hardy Canute, his lawful Son. And the ſame 
Cuſtom has anciently prevailed in Spain, Portugal, 
and other Countries. The Chronicle of Normandy * 
relates this Hiſtory in the ſame manner with Orderi- 
{us Vitalis +; the only Difference is, that in the for- 
mer Aſcelin is called by the Name of Gouel de Per- 
theval, | 

Amonc the religious Acts of Aſcelin it is record- 
ed, firſt, that he joined with his Father Robert, in 
the Grant to the Monaltry of Utique, before-men- 
tioned ; and afterwards, that he gave all his Lands 
in Villariis-Vaſtatis, with the Tythe of Montinny, to 
the ſaid Church, and confirmed this by his Charter, 
to which his Wife and Sons alfo ſigned, at the Caſtle 
of Breberval; in Conſideration of which, and from 
the Charity of the Monks (as it is there expreſſed) 
he received ſixty Shillings. He alſo granted upon 
another Occaſion, at Helery, to the Monks of Sr. 
Ebrulf, free Paſſage in that Place, and in all his other 
Lands. But all this was not ſufficient to ſecure him 
from the Malice of the Clergy, who have ſpoken of 
him with the greateſt Bitterneſs, from the Reaſons - 
before obſerved. 23-1 

In 1119, as we have juſt now ſaid $, he became 
again poſſeſſed of the Caſtle of Zvery, by the rebel- 
lious Practices of his Brother-in-law, Euſtace, Earl 
of Pacey, but died very ſoon after, in the ſame

It is only preſumed, that 4 Jobn de 
Tvery, who accompanied Robert d'Oiley at the 
Conqueſt into England, as his Companion in 
War, and his ſworn Brother, as the Record ex- 
preſſes it, and who received great Poſſeſſions 

from him, as the Barony or Honour of St. Va- 
leries, was one of them. Hugh de very, 
who was alſo Lord of Ambreſtone, in the Coun- 
ty of Oxford, by Gift of the Conqueror, is like- 
wiſe ſuppoſed to be another of them.

OBERT, the eldeſt Son of Aſcelin Gouel dt 
Perceval, Earl of Tvery, and of Iſabella de Bre- 
teuil, ſucceeded his Father Aſcelin, about the Yer 
1119 *, and was in Rebellion againſt Henry, King 
of England the ſame Year, but being the firſt who 
returned to his Obedience, and drawing a great 
Party after him by his Example, upon the Conclu- 
ſion of a Treaty between him and the King, the 
Caſtle of 2very, which conſequently had been taken 
from him during the War, was reſtored to him, and 
Robert, on his Side, gave his Brother in Hoſtage to 
that Prince. In this Treaty Radulphus Rufus f, 
Brother-in-law to Robert, was principally W

; Ta ſaid Robert, after this Agreement with the 
King, took part with him againſt the Rebels; and 
that Prince intending an Aſſault upon the Town of 
Evreux, he was detached by him with a Body of 
Troops, upon the Banks of the River of Auclura, 
or Euce, near Jvery, to amuſe the Earl of that Place, 
who held it out againſt them : and this Stratagem 
had ſuch Succeſs, that the Earl gaing out to attack 
that Party, during the Engagement, King Henry 
ſtormed and burned the City; of which Intelligence 
being given immediately to Robert, he publiſhed the 
News in the Heat of the Fight, whereby the Earl 
and his Adherents were ſo diſheartened, that he im- 
mediately retired, leaving Robert Gouel, and his 
Forces, Maſters of the Field. 

From that time to the day of his death, (which 
the Hiſtorian “ ſays followed very ſoon after) he 
continued faithful to his Prince : from which Paſſage 
it is preſumed that he died in 1120, or 1121. 

It does not appear that this Robert ever bore the Ti- 
tle of Earl, though he ſucceeded his Father in the 
Eſtate of Yvery, but for what Reaſon we cannot ſay. 

BerorE his Death, he confirmed the Grant made 
by his Father Aſcelin to the Monks of St. Ebrulf ; 
and leaving no Iſſue , was ſucceeded by his next Bro- 
ther, William, who joined in the ſame Act of Con- 
firmation with him. |

Arp thus having planned this Treaſon “, in the

liam Lupellus, the Son of Aſcelin Gouel aforeſaid, in 
order to fortify and garriſon the Tower of Guale- 
ville. 

Bur in the Year 1124 7, the ſaid Waleran, Earl 
of Mellent, having ventured to take the Field againſt 
King Henry, was defeated by him at the Battle of 
Turold, and taken Priſoner, together with the faid 
Hugh de Montfort, and Hugh de Novo- Caſtello. Our 
William Luvel, or Lupellus, being likewiſe taken by a 


Countryman, bribed him with his Arms to ſuffer 


him to eſcape ; and being ſhaved by him in the man- 
ner of a Squire, and carrying a Staff in his hand, 
reached the River Seine, unknown in this Diſguile ; 
where he was obliged to give his Shoes to the Boat- 
man for .his Paſſage over that River, and thus re- 
turned home barefoot: happy, even in that Condition, 
to have eſcaped ſo great a Danger. 
NoTwiTHSTANDING Which, he ſtill continued 
his rebellious Courſes, in Conjunction with Almaric 
de Montfort, and others x ; but in the latter end of 
that Year, found Means to make his Peace, in which 
his Adherents were concluded.

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In the Year 1136, the ſecond of King Stephen * 
his Brother, Roger Balbus, took up Arms again 
that Prince, with William de Pacey; and continuing 
the ſame outrageous Practices, in the following Year, 
1137, the King led an Army againſt him, and took 
his Caſtle of Grandis-flve, in Evreux, after which he 
made his Peacez and, as the Hiſtorian ſays, that 
Country had afterwards ſome Reſpite from theſe 
Diſorders. 
Ir does not appear that this William Gouel de Per- 


ceval +, was concerned openly with his Brother, in 


the Tranſactions laſt mentioned; but he was of a 
Spirit too reſtleſs to be long quiet: for in the ſamę 
Year, the Barons of Exgland being much diſcontent- 
ed with King Stephen $, for not having performed 
thoſe Conditions to which he had engaged himſelf, 
when they advanced him to the Throne, confederat- 
ed againſt him, and raifed Forces, under the Com- 
mand of Robert, Latl of Glouceſter, in favour of Maud 
the Empreſs, Mother to King Henry the Second, to 
which Party this William Luvel, being then in Eng- 
land, adhered, and manned his Caſtle of Kari, in 
Somerſetſhire, which was the Head of his Barony, as

County, and many other Barons in different Parts of 
the Kingdom. For the Particulars of this Tranſac- 


tion, we are told, that this William Lupellus, and

Baron * of very, the next of this great Family of 
whom we have recovered any poſitive Proof, was the 
Grandſon, rather than the Son, of Waleran, hf 
mentioned. This Robert married Guillemette, 
Daughter of John de Liſie Adam, and of Heloyſe, his 
Wife, Lady of Noerat and Crampmeſnil, who out- 
lived her Huſband. - She had the Lordſhip of N- 
gent in Partition of her Father's Inheritance, and dy- 
ing about the Year 1360, left it to Guillemette de Li. 
zarches, her Couſin. Whether this Robert, Lord 
very, was the Perſon who continued the Deſcent by 
another Wife, though we preſume he did, we cannot — 
poſitively ſay; ſo that we refer to the next Chapter 
tor the next of this Houſe whom we have recovered.

HIS Pobn was probably Son or Brother to the

WI LLIAM, Baron of Yvery, and Lord of 
Oiſery and Saint Patbus in Normandy, was 
the next Baron of this ancient Houſe, and mult 
have been, in all probability, conſidering the Dates, 
the Son and Heir of Robert laſt mentioned. The 
firſt Notice we find of him was in , When he 


was one of the great Men of France, preſent at the 


Homage of Fohn, fourth of that Name, Duke of 
Brittany, done to the French King at Paris, for the 
Dutchy of Bretagne and the County of Montfort.-- 
He was a Man of large Poſſeſſions, and married pro 
portionably to his Birth; for he took to Wife Mar,

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Daughter of Charles of Montmorency, Lord of Dam- 
ville, Chief Butler and Mareſchal of France.--—By 
his Wife Fane, Daughter of Jobn, Count of Roucy.— 
Which Charles of Montmorency was Grandſon to Ma- 
thew, the fourth of that Name, Lord High Cham- 
berlain of France, and to Mary of Bourbon, Daugh- 
ter of Robert, the fourth of that Name, Count of 
Dreux.---And Fane his Wife, was likewiſe Grand- 
daughter to Fane de Bourbon, another Daughter of the 
ſame Robert, Count of Dreux, who was a Prince of 
the Blood of France, being deſcended from 


Ir will be unneceſſary to add any thing further, 
with regard to this great Deſcent, than that the 
Houſe of * Roucy is one of the moſt conſpicuous that 
is known, and that of Mantmorenq is allowed to have 
always been the firſt in France, having ever borne, 
without Controverſy, the Title of Firſt Baron, 
and Firſt Chriſtian, by which is underſtood, that the 
Anceſtor of this Houſe was'the firſt who embraced 
the Chriſtian Religion in that Kingdom.

HARLES, the eldeſt Son of William, Baron 
of Yvery, and of Mary de Montmorency, his Wife, 
was Heir to the Barony of very, and to the Great 


Lordſhip of Oiſery and St. Pathus *. He was a 


Man of great Eminence, diſtinguiſhed with the great- 
eſt Offices in France, and employed in the moſt im- 
portant Aﬀairs.-— As no Authority can. be more re- 


lied upon, and no Writer 1s in greater Eſteem, we 


ſhall- give a ſhort Account of * Life, in a Tranſla- 
tion

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tion of what the Father Anſelm has ſaid of him under 


the Head of the Great Foreſters, or Grand Maſters 
of the Woods and Foreſts of France; which Of- 


ge he enjoyed, and which, we are aſſured by the 


ſame Author, anciently was, before it came to be 
broken, as it is now, into ſeventeen Diviſions, one 
of the firſt Offices of the Crown, the nobleſt Part of 
the Prince's Revenues ariſing from his Foreſts in the 
different Provinces of the Kingdom. The Juriſdic- 
tion of theſe Officers was very extenſive, and at- 
tended with a vaſt Authority, as may be well con- 
ceived, when it is known, that the ancient Foreſters 
of Flanders were enabled to convert that Charge 
which they held under the Emperors into an heredi- 
tary Sovereignty over that Country, which they long 
governed afterwards under the Title of Counts, with 
a Power equal almoſt to that of any Princes of Eu- 
rope Cotemporary with them. 

THis Charles, Baron of Yuery, being then a 
Knight, which was an Honour in thoſe Days to the 
greateſt Nobility, and uſually mentioned with their 
higheſt Titles; and being alſo Chamberlain to the 
King of France in the Month of May, 1380, obtain- 
cd a Pardon for ſome Exceſſes he had committed: 
After which, he ſerved in the Wars of that Time, 
with three Knights, and forty-four Eſquires, who were 
received at Sz. Fuſs the twenty-ſecond of Auguſt, 


1383. And in the Year 1388, he ſerved again in 


the King's Army, with the like Number of Knights 
and *Squires.-——In the Year 1396, the King paid 
him certain Sums of Money which were owing to 
him. Two Years after, upon the Marriage of the 
Count of Roucy with Elizabeth de Montague, Daughter 
of the Grand Maſter, he aſſiſted as a near Relation; 
and upon the fifteenth of April, in the ſame Year, he 
was conſulted in the ſame Quality, upon that Diffe- 
rence which happened between the ſaid Count of 
Reucy and the Queen of Szcily.-—— In conſideration 
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of his Services, the King preſented him with two 

thouſand Livres upon the fifteenth of April, 1406 
and gave him a Grant of the Eſtate of Gedi de Har. 
court, for which Eſtate he had afterwards a long Suit 
at Law in the Years* 1406 and 1413 with Fobn 

Count of Harcourt.-——In 1408, he was Chamber. 
lain to the Dauphin, Duke of Guienne, who, upon 
the Day of his Marriage, preſented him with a con- 
ſiderable Sum of Money.-—- In Ju 1409, he was 
ſent Ambaſſador, with the Biſhop of St. Flour, to the 
Duke of Brittany.—— In 1414, he was employed in 
the ſame 8 the Courts of the Dukes of Bra. 
bant, and the nteſs of Hainault. And in the 
Year after, he was employed in a like Station with 
the Archbiſhop of Bourges, the Biſhop of Lifeux, the 
Count of Vendoſme, and the Lord of Braquemont, to 
negociate a Peace with Henry King of England. 
Upon the nineteenth of September, 1412, he was 
elected by the Council of France, upon the Reſigna- 
tion of Peter de Ears , Sovereign Maſter and Refor- 
mer of the Waters and Foreſts of France, which was 
then the Title of the Office of Foreſter, before men- 
tioned. And upon the twenty-ſixth of the ſame 
Month, he took the neceſſary Oaths to qualify him- 
felf for that Poſt. But being accuſed of having been 
the Author of certain Conſpiracies then carried on, 
he was, under that Pretext, diſmiſſed his Charge, 
which was for a time ſuppreſſed, but he was reſtored 
to it again upon the ſeventeenth of Auguſt, 1413. And 
after Eaſter, viz. upon the ſeventh of April, 1415, 
paſſed Receipts for the Wages of his Office. --- On 
account of which Office, he had afterwards Suits at 
Law {| with the Count of Taxkerville, and the Lord 
of Granville, upon the nineteenth of November, and 
fourth of January, 1415, the eighteenth of May and 
the fourteenth of Auguſt, 1416.— Upon the twenty- 
third of June, 1415, he was one of the Executors of 
the Will of James de Bourbon, Count de la my 
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Tux ſame Author that we have quoted here, aſ- 
cribes to him for his Wife CatBetind de Sdvbiſy, lch 
Daughter of Philip de Savoiſy, Knight, Lord of Seig- 
nelay, and of Mary, Daughter of Philip de Duiſy, 
Marſhal * Hotel to the Dauphin, Duke of Normandy, 
Regent of France, She is mentioned under the Title 
of 7very in 1388, but her Huſband died without Iſ- 
ſue. I ſhall only obſerve here, that the Seals of this 
Man are ſtill extant, with the Arms of Yvery, viz. 
the three Chevrons ſupported by a Lion and a Griffin, 


the Creſt a Dog*s Head collar'd, as it is deſcribed by 


Anſelm, but rather the Head of a Wolf, as Part of the 
ancient Device of his Anceſtor William Gouel de Per- 
ceval, which we have formerly mentioned. 
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J O HN de Yoery *, Brother to Charles, Baron of 
Tvery, laſt mentioned, was, together with his 
faid Brother, in the Guardianſhip of Mary de Mont- 
morency, his Mother, till her ſecond Marriage with 
Fobn, Lord of Chaſtillon.— This Fohn de Yuery was a 
Knight, and Baron of Roſuy, in Right of his firſt Wife 
Beatrix, a Daughter of Robert de Harcourt, the 
fourth of that Name, Baron of Beaumeſnil and Roſiy, 
he is named with this Lady, then his Wife, ina De- 
cree of the Exchequer in Normandy, in the Year 
1400. But ſhe died before him without Children 
and he was killed at the Battle of Azincourt before- 
mentioned, in I415.

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her Huſband, who was ſuppoſed to be Lord of them, 
as Heir to his Brother. But this is a palpable Miſ- 
take, becauſe his Brother out-lived him fix Years, 
ſo that he never did himſelf enjoy that Inheritance. 

His ſecond Wife was Ida, Daughter of Fobn de 
Saquanville, Lord of Blanc, and of Ida de Beauſſart, 
his Wife, by whom he probably left Iſſue. 

Mr. du Cheſne, in his Hiſtory of the Houſe of 
Bethune, fol. 67. informs us, that this Ida de Sa- 
guanville, ſecond Wife of John de Yoery, enjoyed this 
Inheritance of Roſny, after her Huſband's Death, in 
her own Right, ſhe being alſo deſcended from the 
Houſe of Mauvoiſin t, (to whom that Barony originally 
belonged) by a Female, as well as Beatrix de Harcourt, 
who firſt brought it to the ſaid Fohn. And in this, 


ſhe (being a Partizan of en Bake ſupported, till 


the Engliſh becoming poſſeſſed of the Town of Mante, 


of which that * was a Fief, ſhe was by them 


deprived of it. And it was conferred upon John de 
Melun, Lord of Antoni and Epinoy, and Viſcount 
of Gaunt ; whoſe Poſterity retained it till it paſſed at 
length by Marriage to the Houſe of Beibune. 
E1THER the Daughter, or Siſter of this Man, be- 
came the ſole Heireſs of this Houſe, and married 
N. N. de Lorè &; for Ambroſe de Lore, Provoſt of 
Paris, Knight, Counſellor, and Chamberlain to the 
King of France, who died in 1436, which was but 
fifteen Years, after the Death of Charles, Baron of 
Yoery, Forreſter of France, laſt mentioned. Before 
his Death he was ſtiled Baron of Tvery, and Lord of 
Oiſery and St. Pathus, and St. Andre de la Marche, 
which he muſt have inherited from his Mother, be- 
cauſe his Wife was of another Family, and Heir- 
els only to the Lordſhip of Marcilly. — This 
Man left a Daughter, his fole Heir, named Ambroſe 
alſo, who inherited all the vaſt Eſtate of her Father, 
among which were the Barony of very ||, the Lord-

and Marcilly.-— She married Robert d'Eftoutville 
fourth Son of William d' Eſtout ville, Lord of Ter, ' 
and of Fane de Doudeauville, his Wife; who became 
Baron of Yvery, and Lord of all the Lands of this 
Branch of this Houſe.— From which noble Allian- 
ces, by the Means of Heireſſes, theſe Eſtates have 
branched off into various Families of the Nobility of 
France, through whom alſo the very greateſt Houſes 
in that Kingdom, and others in the Rank of Sove- 
reign Princes abroad, are derived from this Branch 
of this illuſtrious Houſe, The State of which noble 
and extenſive Conſanguinity, is ſet forth in the Ge- 
nealogical Tables annexed to this Book. 
W᷑ have only to obſerve farther, with reſpect to 
this Line, that we have been leſs critically exact in 
this Deſcent, than in that of any other Branch of this 
Houſe ;—which became unavoidable, from the want 
of Opportunities to make the ſame full Diſquiſition 


into thoſe of England; where all the other Branches 
of this Houſe remaining to be treated of were eſta- 
bliſhed, concerning which we have obtained the mo 

ſitive Proofs for every Deſcent. ——But this Def 
is not extremely material; the Succeſſion. to the Ba- 
rony of very, being exactly enough obſerved, tho 
in ſome Caſes it was impoſſible to pronounce, whe- 
ther it fell to a Son or Brother. We think it 
conſiſtent with the Candour which we inviolably pur-

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THIS John Lord Luvel *, attended King Eduari 
the Firſt, in the twenty-ſecond of his Reign, to his 
Wars in Gaſcony. — In the twenty-fourth of the fame 
Reign +, he was ſummoned among the Barons, to. 
gether with Roger Lord Perceval, Anceſtor to the 
preſent Earl of Egmont, to attend the King at New. 
caſtle upon Tyne, upon the firſt of March next enſu- 
ing, to the great Council, or Parliament, then to be 
held, to determine how to act againſt the Scots, well 
provided with Horſe and Arms, to execute what 
ſhould be there reſolved. And this was the fir 
Commencement of the Barony by Summons, which 
this Family afterwards enjoyed; their former Title 
being held upon the ancient Foot of Tenure, which 
begun about this time to be diſuſed.

pardonable, therefore, if in this Place, when we en. 
ter upon the Deduction of that Branch of this Houſe, 
which is the only one now ſubſiſting of it, we digrek 
a little from our main Purpoſe, to obſerve the Folly 
of ſuch a weak and unneceſſary Pride. It is un- 


deny, or to refuſe a juſt Deference to the Grandeur 
of a Family, ſo conſiderable in all its Circumſtance, 
both of Title, Birth, and Fortune: and it is weak, 
becauſe the Envy and Hatred created by an inſolent 
and haughty Carriage, is the ſureſt Method to re. 
duce the Eſtimation, which muſt otherwiſe be readily 


of ſome few, whoſe conſtant Labour it 1s to traduce, 
were capable of inflaming the Reſentments, or dif 
turbing the Paſſions of thoſe who are poſſeſſed of 
theſe Advantages, they might be more happy in the 
Want than in the Enjoyment of them.——Eavy and 
Scandal are the never-faiting Companions of a di- 
tinguiſhed Station, And we muſt renounce the 
one, to be wholly freed from the Perſecution of the 
other.——This is a common Fate to every Circun- 
ſtance of Life, in which there is a conſtant Chequer 
of Good and Evil. Something which tends to 
weaken our Satisfaction in every Inſtance whatſoever, 
tt ought, therefore, to be the Care and Ca 
tion of this, as well as other Families, in the fam:

is attributed to Men entitled to theſe Advantages, 
Nor is it to be expected, with any Reaſon, that the 
World ſhould willingly yield a Reſpect, which is ſo 
grateful to thoſe who receive it, and ſo ungrateful in 
its Nature to thoſe who beſtow it, unleſs it be fol- 
Jowed by a Conduct which ſhews it to be deſerved, and 
that the World receives a real Profit from it. We 
ſhall add nothing farther to this Argument, but that 
the Neceſſities and ſhort Duration of human Nature, 
ought to be a ſufficient Guard againſt this exceſſive 
and improper Vanity.

of his Reign levied, upon the Expedition to The- 
louſe, at the Rate of two Marks for each Knight's 
Fee, And again, upon the fourth Scutage, aſſeſſed 
at one Mark, for the Army, in the following Year. 

Ix the thirteenth of Henry the Second, A. D. 1167, 
upon the Aid levied for the Marriage of Maud, the 
eldeſt Daughter of that Prince, to Henry, Duke of 
Saxony, the ſame Perſon was there likewiſe charged, 

Bur in the ſixth Scutage of that Reign, aſſeſſed 
at twenty Shillings upon every Fee, for the Iriſh At- 
my, he is not mentioned, being doubtleſs preſent in 
that Expedition \.

For it 1s certain, in 
that Expedition to the Holy Land, this Richard de 
Perceval, who was the Anceſtor to this Family, at- 
tended upon that Prince, and was a principal Com- 
mander in that Army, as it is affirmed by Jaſephus 
Iſcanus *, who was with him in the ſame War, in the 
Office of Secretary to the King, and who wrote a 
particular Account of that Enterprize. 

Ta1s Richard was a Perſon of extraordinary Va- 
lour; and there are a multitude of Stories of him, 
and of his Acts of Proweſs in that War, delivered 
down by Tradition to our Times, and ſo much be- 
lieved by the Family, that there is ſcarce any one of 
his Name, however remote in Relation to him, or 
however ignorant of any thing elſe concerning his 
Original, but has received the Tradition of his De- 
ſcent from a great Commander in the Holy War, of 
whom abundance of Particulars, partly falſe and 
partly true, are told And the Veneration of him 
continued ſo ſtrong with his Deſcendants, that Fames 
Perceval, of Weſton-Gordein (Father of Thomas, the 


laſt Male of that Line, who died about the Lear 


1641,) upon his Death-bed, and almoſt in his laſt 
Agonies r, entreated his Family, that they would 
not omit to comply with his laſt Requeſt, which was,

Ir is certain, that this brave and active Perſon 
gid not ſurvive the ſecond Year of King Fobn *, but 
dying about that time, was buried in the Church of 
1Veton-Gordein, a part of the Eſtate of this Family, 
granted to them, as we have ſhewn before, by Wil- 
iam the Norman, then doubtleſs a Parcel of the Ba- 
rony of Kary, which belonged to the elder Branch

H1s Monument was of Braſs, gilt, and very mag- 
nificent, but horribly defaced in the late Civil Wars 
of 1641, by the Parliament Army, who treated every 
thing belonging to this Houſe in thoſe Parts without 
Mercy, Thomas.

but they afterwards diſcontinued their Suit. 

Ar the ſame time alſo Richard de Boſco, and Joes 
his Wife, and I/abel and Alice, Daughters of Robert 
Breteſcbe 8, brought another Writ of Novel Diſſeizin 
againſt this Roger Perceval, and William de Walhs, 
Sc. for certain Lands belonging to the ſaid Roger, 
in Bacwell, in the County of Somerſet.

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of his private Fortune, we ſhall now come to thoſe 
public Tranſactions in which he was engaged, for 
the Honour of his King and Country, and in which 
he appeared in a very conſiderable Rank. And 
indeed, this Family in general exerted themſelves in 
an eminent manner about this Period, which was 2 
very active Time. For in the Parliament of Lin- 
coln, in which that memorable Bull from the Pope, 
concerning the Liberties of Scotland, was debated, 
and that famous Letter returned in anſwer to it, 
which we have quoted in the laſt Book. There 
was of this Family, not only Jobn Lord Luvel, the 
third of that Name, who was one of thoſe who ſigned 
that noble Inſtrument, but there were hikewiſe + two 
more of the ſame Name, who were ſummoned to 
that Parliament, and Sir Fobn Perceval 5, another 


of this Family, was alſo returned thither, and ſat 
there upon the ſame Occaſion for the County of Var- 


wick. And in the Wars of the ſame Times, there 


ſerved together with this Lord I Roper Perceval, 


Robert * Lord Perceval, of Jreland, and 4 Sir 
Richard Perceval, ſurnamed de Coerville, the one his 
Couſin-German, and the other his half Brother. 
ALEXANDER the Third, King of Scotland, 
dying in the Year 1285, and leaving his Kingdom 
to Margaret, his Grandchild, Daughter to Erick, 
King of Denmark, a Negotiation was entered into 
between the ſaid Prince, the States of Scotland, and 
Edward King of England, for a Marriage between 
that Princeſs and the Prince of Wales, in which the 
States of Scotland acquieſced, as well as to the Union 
of the two Kingdoms, on certain Conditions, which 
they thought requiſite, to ſecure their Independance 
of the Engliſh Nation, among which one was, that

Tnxss Matters being ſettled, both Nation, 
thought themſelves extremely happy, in an Event 
which ſeemed to promiſe a laſting Coalition between 
the two * and which, after the late In. 
corporation of the Principality of Wales, compleated 
the Conjunction of every Parcel of the whole Illand 
of Britain under one Head : a Union which feemed 
to promiſe an eternal Peace at home, and to render 
the whole Body of the People, not only more quiet 
and happy in themſelves, but formidable in a high 
Degree to all the neighbouring States. The Va- 
nity, however, of this ExpeCtation, and the Viciſ. 
ſitude of human Affairs, ſoon diſcovered itſelf, by 
the Death of the Princeſs, who being driven by 
Streſs of Weather into the Iſle of Orkney, in her 
Voyage from Denmark hither, died there, and with 
her periſhed all the flattering Hopes in which the 
two Nations had been, for a conſiderable time, ſo 
reaſonably indulged. The Scene was altered 
quite, and by this one Accident, the Meaſures which 
had been taken, with ſo much Probability of mutual 
Advantage, became ſo far different in their Conſe- 
Ds a their Intention, that they involved the 
two Kingdoms into the moſt obſtinate and bloody 
Wars, and rivetted an Averſion in the Minds of 
Men on both Sides, ſuch as the Space of four hun- 
dred and fifty Years, nay, an actual Union fince ef- 
fected in our Days, and now exiſting, have never 
been able to eradicate. 
For, upon the Death of this Princeſs, the Suc- 


ceſſion to the Crown of Scotland being no farther 


ſettled, that Nation fell into the utmoſt Diſorder, 
and a number of private Perſons became Compett- 
tors for the Crown. Florence, Earl of Holland; Pa- 
trick de Dunbar, Earl of March; William de Veſo 
Robert de Pynteney; Nicholas de Soules ; _ 


#- 
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Gahthly; Roger de Mandeville; fobn Haſtings ; 
John Comyn ; Jobn Baliol, and Robert Bruce; all 
claimed the Kingdom, as deſcended from different 
Branches of the Royal Family; as did alſo Robert de 
Res, being Son to [/abella, eldeſt Daughter to Wit 
liam, King of Scotland, and Siſter to Alexander the 
Second, from both which, Robert de Ros, and John 
Haſtings, through a noble Series of Alliances with 
the greateſt Families in England, the Family of Per- 
ceval is lineally deduced, deriving, by that means, a 
clear Deſcent in Blood from the Royal Family of 


Scotland, and through them from thoſe of the Ca- 


petian Kings of France, and Saxon and Norman Kings 
of England; for an exact Account of which, we refer 
to the ſeventh Chapter of the firſt Book of this Work. 


At the ſame time Roger de Quincy, Earl of Wincheſ- 


ter, had title to as good a Claim as any of the reſt, 
having married Elena, Daughter and Coheir of - 
lan, Lord of Galloway, by Margaret, the Daughter 
and Coheir of David, Earl of Garre# and Hunting- 
don, Son of Henry, eldeſt Son of David, King of 
Scotland, the Siſter of which Elena, by her Mar- 
riage with Jobn Baliol, brought the Crown into that 
Family ; yet for what Reaſons he declined that Claim 
is unknown. From that Marriage alſo, through the 
Houles of Quincy, Zouche, St. Maur, and Bampfylde, 
this noble Houſe is now derived, claiming thereby 
a Right to quarter the Arms of the Crown of Scot+ 
land, and Saxon Crown of England. | | 
KINO Edward, before this Accident, had enter- 
tained no Thoughts but that of uniting the two 
Crowns upon the ſame Foot, and procuring for his 
Son a Marriage ſo honourable and 22 but 
finding himſelf in a manner Maſter of that Kingdom, 
which had been committed, in great meaſure, to his 
Cuſtody, as Guardian to the young Prince and Prin- 
ceſs, his Son and Daughter, and perceiving the Di- 
viſions of the Nobility to be ſuch as rendered that 
Nation unable to reſiſt him, he determined to lay 
hold of this favourable Opportunity to extend his 
£ Do-

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Dominions; defpairing, however, to bring db 
Kingdom under 2 Obedience, —.— 
ed himſelf with barely rendering it ſubordinate and 
dependant on him. Upon this Occaſion, he reviyed 
an ancient Title to the Homage paid by the King 
of Scotland to the Crown of England, which, though | 
only performed on account of certain Lands by them 
held in this Kingdom, he affirmed to have been paid 
for the whole Kingdom of Scotland, as a Fief of the 
Crown of England; which he maintained by ſuch a 
Set of Arguments, and ill-grounded Authorities, az 
plainly ſhewed how much he wanted ſolid Proof to 
ſupport the Doctrine he advanced. | 
SUPPORTED by theſe, and other Arguments of a 
more powerful Nature, he claimed the Arbitration 
of this important Affair, and ſummoned all the 
Candidates to appear before him at Norham, in the 
North of England, with which the Parties, induced 
either by the Apprehenſion of his Power, or by the 


_ Expectation of his Favour, complied, and formally 


acknowledged him Lord Paramount of Scotland, 
baſely delivering in their ſeveral Claims, and ſub- 
mitting themſelves and their Pretenſions to him. 
The Rights of the Competitors were here diſcuſſed 
in a formal manner, till at length, when the Farce 
had ſeemed to be carried on a decent and ſufficient 
time, King Edward was pleaſed to pronounce a De- 
cree in favour of John Baliol, who had taken Care 
to ſecure the Support of Edward, by a Behaviour ſtill 
more abje&, and a Compliance ſtill more implicit 
than any other of the Competitors. _ 
Tuis Buſineſs being at laſt determined, the King 
of England received the Homage of his new Vaſlal; 
but not content with this, he obliged all the Nobility 
of his own Kingdom to engage themſelves by Oath 


to ſupport him in his new acquired Rights over the 


Scotiſh Nation. That Sir Roger Perceval was one of 

thoſe who took this Oath, appears evidently from 

Record *.

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Ir is much more eaſy to acquire Power than to 
hchave ſo in the Exerciſe of it as to maintain it. 
King Edward, though one of the gfeateſt and moſt 
able Princes that ever filled the Engl; Throne, was 
yet unable to preſerve himſelf from this Infirmity, ſo 
incident to human Nature. He could not ayoid ex- 
ulting in the Superiority he had obtained ; he took 
hold of every Opportunity to inſult that Nation, and 
to provoke the Prince he had created; upon a multi- 
tude of frivolous Pretences and groundleſs Complaints, 
he continually ſummoned him to leave his Kingdom, 
and to appear before him at his Court in England, 
where he uſed him with a Degree of Haughtineſs, 
which was wholly inſupportable, till at length, by 
repeated Injuries of this Nature, he provoked him 
to endeayour to free himſelf from the Yoke which had 
been impoſed upon him, and which his Puſillanimity 
had kept him under for ever, if the ill Treatment he 
received had not exceeded any thing that human Pa- 
tience could endure. | 
THE unhappy Baliol being thus at length re- 
ſolved to ſeize the firſt Opportunity that ſeemed 
to promiſe him any Proſpect of Relief from this 
Oppreſſion, accordingly, not long after, entered 
into an Alliance with the French King againſt the 
Engliſh Nation. Edward was ſoon apprized of this 
Tranſaction ; but thinking it of the greateſt Impor- 
tance to ſubdue, in the firſt place, the Neighbour 
whoſe Situation would incommode him the moſt, he 
determined to wave his Reſentment with regard to 
the other Kingdom, and to bend his whole Force 
upon the Scots, who by their Rebellion, as he termed 
ic, had given him a Pretence to attempt the entire 
Conqueſt of their Country.

Ir is not neceſſary to purſue this Hiſtory any fur- 
ther, and to enter into a Detail of his great Succeſſes 
in that Kingdom, the Revolutions which followed 
in it, and the little Fruit which was, notwithſtand- 
ing, gathered from them: we have only to obſerve, 
that he was upon this Occaſion attended by Sir Roger |

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Perceval, who received a Summons with Roger h

In the following Year, 1297, King Edward hay- 
ing then Leiſure to attend the Affairs of France, and 
being deſirous to revenge the Injury that Crown had 
endeavoured to do him by the Alliance with the 
Scots, he entered into ſeveral Leagues with other 
Princes. And having propoſed a Marriage for 
his Son Edward, with the Daughter of Guy, Earl 
of Flanders; and actually married one of his Daugh- 
ters to Henry, Earl of Barr, and another to Joby, 
Duke of Brabant, and ſecured the Aſſiſtance of the 
Emperor for fifteen thouſand Pounds, he thought 


himſelf in a Condition to paſs the Seas, in aid of the 


ſaid Earl of Flanders, who was then invaded by the 


French, upon the Knowledge of his Con junction with 


the King of England. Upon which Occaſion, this 
Lord Roger Perceval had another Summons to attend 
the King at London, upon the Sunday after the Oc- 
taves of St. Jobn the Baptiſt, provided well with 
Horſe and Arms, and in the moſt warlike manner 
he was able, in order to follow that Prince abroad in 
the ſaid Expedition, ua * 
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Iv this Year the Suit formerly mentioned, for 
Lands in Farley &, in the Pariſh of Bacwell, between 
this Roger Perceval, Richard de Boſco, Joan his Wife, 
Margaret, or Tſabel, and Alice, his Sifters, being 
renewed, Walter de Wymburne and Richard le Bot- 
teller, were appointed to take the Aſſize thereon.

Nor long after, viz. before the twenty-ninth of 
the ſame Reign“, it appears, that Stephen de Bello- 
monte, and Joan his Wife, brought an Aſſize de da- 
rein Preſentment, againſt auy Perceval, and Joan 
his Wife, for the Church of Exford. Upon 
which Iſſue was joined, the Parties interpleaded, 
and the Cauſe was ſet over from Term to Term, 
till Micbaelmas in the thirty-fourth of Edward the 
Firſt.

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Tux Family of Breteſche is ſaid to have pro- 
ceeded from a younger Branch of the ancient Counts 
of Guiſnes, in Flanders, from whence were derived, 
(according to ſome) the Veres, late Earls of Oxford. 
in this Kingdom, of which Name there were no 
Jeſs than nineteen who bore that Title in a direct 
and lineal Succeſſion, They were no leſs illuſtrious 
by the continual Train of Dignities and honourable: 
Employments, heaped from Age to Age upon them, 
than by the Splendor of their Original; nay, one of 
them was raiſed, though he did not hold it long, 
above the Degree of a private Subject, and was, in 
ſome meaſure, Sovereign Lord of Ireland, of which 
he was made Duke, by the Favour of Richard the 
Second —Another Family, which, as ſome pre- 
tend, proceeded from the ſame Stock, were very 
lately Dukes of Bournonville, in France; and the 
Arms of that Family abroad are the very ſame with 
thoſe of Breteſche, which ſtrengthens the Preſump- 
tion of their mutual Derivation from the ſame Stock.

_ the Second “, with a Debt of ten Marks to 
the King, for Treſpaſſes which he had committed 
in his Foreſts. It is well known how grievouſly the | 
Crown exerted its Prerogative, ſoon after the Con- 
queſt, in Caſes of this Kind. William the Baſtard 
having portioned out the Kingdom in large Parcels 
to his Followers, did nevertheleſs reſerve to himſelf 
ſo many Lands and Manors, that the Revenue of the 
Crown amounted to no leſs than 1061 l. 105, 124, 
Sterling per diem +, a Sum almoſt incredible, confi- 
dering the little Gold and Silver then in Europe. 
Beſides theſe, he kept alfo vaſt Tracts of Land in 
every Part of the Kingdom, which were dedicated 
ſingly to the Sport and Pleaſure of the Royal Family; 
and the Rage of theſe Diverſions was ſo great, that 
he depopulated whole Counties, to fit them for the 
Habitation only of wild Beaſts, that his Chaſes might 
be the more extenſive. His Succeſſor, William Ru. 
fus, went ſtill beyond him in this impolitic and bru- 
tal Paſſion. But the Loſs of ſo much Land, and the 
ſtarving Condition to which thouſands of Families 
were reduced by theſe Means, were but a Part of 
the Calamity which the Nation ſuffered, a Multitude 


of oppreſiive and arbitrary Laws were made, with 


relation to' theſe Foreſts, and a greater Care taken 
to preſerve the Bounds of them, and to maintain 
the Species of brute Animals, with which they were 
filled, than of the Government of the State, or the 
Lives or Intereſt of the Subject.

It ſhould 
ſeem by the Rolls that Obſtinacy was the Cauſe of

| ſiſted then of one hundred ſixty Acres. That Book 
giving this particular Account, that ten Acres made 
a Ferling, that four Ferlings made a Virgate, or 
Yardland, that four Virgates made two Carucates, 
or one Hide, and that four Hides made one Knight's 
Fee, or eight Carucates, which conſiſted of fix hun- 
dred forty Acres, and paid for Relief one hundred 
Shillings,— Not long after, it is agreed by moſt of 
the ancient Authors, that a Barony conſiſted of thir- 
teen Knight's Fees and one third, which, according 
to this Computation, amounted to eight thouſand five 
hundred thirty-three Acres, and-one third of an A- 
cre, — So that even in that ſhort Space, the Baro- 
nies were more than doubled. Let, notwith- . 
ſtanding theſe poſitive Teſtimonies, Mr. Madox, and 
other very learned Authors, are very fond of an O- 
pinion, that the ancient Baronies did not even then 
conſiſt of any certain determined Quantity of Land, 
but were created by the Charters of the Cro vn, 
which erected, ad arbitrium, any Parcel of Land into 
ſuch an Honour. And that this became at length 
the Caſe, is agreed on all hands, though, in all pro- 
bability, not ſo ſoon. If we may venture to offer 
our Opinion upon it, we think that the Quantity of 
Land, and not the Tenure, was the firſt Foundation 
of the ancient Baronies, even in the Saxon Times; 
that then, a Tenure per Baronium alone was permit- 
ted, ſo early as by the Conqueror himſelf, to yield 
the ſame Pre-eminence, ſtill not excluding thoſe:

Tur Part which the young Prince acted upon 
this Occaſion, was rather politic than noble. ä 
Concealing his Intentions, and ſtifling his Reſent- 
ment, he contented himſelf with the mean Salvo of 
making a private Proteſt in Couneil, againſt any 
thing that he ſhould do, that might prejudice his 
Pretenſions to the Crown of | France ——He then 
went over into that Kingdom, and there did Ho- 
mage in Perſon to Philip de Valois, for the Provinces 
which he held of that Crown. His next Step was 
to poſſeſs himfelf of the Adminiſtration of his own 
Affairs, which he did by ſeizing the Earl of March 
in the Caſtle of Nottingbam, by baniſhing his Mo- 
ther from the Court, and putting the faid Earl to 
the Death he ſo much deſerved, After this, he in-

Havine thus guarded againſt any Diverſion, 


in favour of his Adverſary Philip on that Side, he 
turned himſelf wholly to that mighty Work, the 
Conqueſt of the Monarchy of France. | 

In the Year 1337, having ſecured the Alliance 
of the Emperor, Lewis of Bavaria, the Duke of 
Brabant, the Earls of Guelder and Hainault, his 
Brothers-in-law, the Archbiſhop of Cologn, and ſeve- 
ral other German Princes, who were ſatisfied to join 
their Forces with him, by the Poſt of Vicar-Gene- 
ral of the Empire, which the Emperor, in that View, 
conferred upon him, he publickly declared his In- 
tentions, and aſſumed the Title and Arms of the 
Crown of France. About this time, the Diſorders of 
Flanders, through the Faction of James Arteville, a 
Brewer of Ghent, (who had acquired an abſolute Au- 
thority in the Lou-Countries, and expelled their So. 
vereign Lord) favouting his Purpoſe, he eſpouſed 
the Rebellion of that People, and determined to land 
his Army in thoſe Countries, and to invade King 
Philip from that Quarter—In the Execution of 
this Project, he ſpent above three Years, and an 
immenſe Treaſure, without any conſiderable Engage- 
ment with the Enemy, or any Advantage over him, 
but what he gained in the Year 1340 in a Sea-Fight, 
the Succeſs of which was fatal to the French, thirty 
Thoufand Seamen being killed or loſt in it, and'only 
thirty of their Ships eſcaping. Edward himſelf 
was preſent in this Engagement, and gave ſuch Marks 
of Bravery and Conduct, as drew upon him the Ad- 
miration of all Europe. 2 5 

Bur notwithſtanding his good Fortune in that 


Action, being diſcouraged by the Difficulty of his 


Enterprize, and the Defection of ſome of his A 
lies, and labouring under great Difficulties from 2 
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Diſorders of his Finances, which were very near ex- 
huſted, he found it neceſſary to deſiſt a while from 
the Proſecution of his Deſign. And Philip, being 
willing on any Terms to eaſe himſelf, though but for 
a Time, from an Enemy ſo formidable, and a Diſpute 
in which he hazarded ſo much more than he could 
poſſibly hope to gain, the Endeavours of Joan de Va- 
ois, Mother-in-law of Edward, and Siſter of Philip, 
took Effect ſo far, that a truce was concluded between 
the two Monarchs in the fourteenth of his Reign, A. 
D. 1340, for two Years, and afterwards continued for 
three Years longer, though frequently, in ſome mea- 
ſure, interrupted both by the Diſturbances of Scotland, 
and of Brittany, in the Affairs of which Countries, 
each of theſe Princes never failed to concern them- 
ſelves on oppoſite Sides. 3 

Kine Edward, who had never quitted this great 
View, having now recovered his Affairs, and put 
every thing in as good a Poſture as poſſibly he could, 
renewed his Attempt again. - In 1346, he 
embarked with a numerous Army, intending to 
carry on the War in the Province of Guienne, the 
Way of Flanders being precluded to him, by new _ 
Revolutions in the Low-Comuntries, in which his good 
Ally the Brewer Arteville had periſhed. But be- 
ing twice put back by contrary Winds, he changed 


his Reſolution, and landed at Le Hope, in Norman- 
iy, where he met with very little Reſiſtance, being 


wholly unexpected. He ravaged every Place 
through which he carne, in a fearful manner; and as 


an Omen of his future Fortune, defeated a Body of 


the raw Militia of the Country, which Ralph, Earl 
of Eu, Conſtable of France, who happened acci- 
dentally to be then in that Province, had haſtily 
drawn together, and raſhly oppoſed to him. 
Encouraged by this Succeſs, the King advanced, and 
was very near committing an'Error, which had cer- 
tainly been fatal to him, by incloſing his Army be- 
tween the Rivers Seine and Oize; bur. perceiving his 
Miſtake before it was quite too late, he returned up- 

on 
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on his Steps, and paſſed the River Seine at the Ford 
of Blanchetaque, after having cut to pieces a Body of 
twelve thouſand lrg were ſent by Phil 
to oppoſe his Paſſage. He encamped at Cr 
Night, while the King of Doan ud * 
ſame River a little higher, at Abbeville, with an Ar- 
my of an hundred thouſand Men. 8 
Kino: Edward's Troops were not in number 
one third of the Enemy. Conſidering there- 
fore, juſtly, that it was impoſſible to make his Re 
treat through an Enemy's Country, with fo vaſt a 
Force in purſuit of him, and not above three 
diſtant from him, he took the generous Reſolution to 
attend the Enemy where he then was, and paſſing 
all the Night and the next Morning in refreſhing his 
Troops, and poſting them in the moſt judicious 
manner, received the Attack of the French, (who 
came up about four in the Afternoon) in ſuch aman- 
ner as procured a Victory, that will never be forgot- 
ten in Hiſtory, 1 DRE 
5 Wr ſhall not at preſent enter further into the ge- 
WF Es neral Hiſtory of thoſe Times, nor purſue the victo- 
"WY rious Prince in the Reduction of Calais, and his other 
1 8 Succeſſes conſequential upon this great Event. 
We thought it proper however to enter thus far into 
the Detail of this great Tranſaction, becauſe Sir Wal- 
ter Perceval, of whom we here treat, was a Partaker 
in that memorable Service, and ſo far a Partner in 
the great Glory of that Day, that he was knighted . 
by the King upon the Field of Battle, for his extn- 
ordinary Carriage in this Action “; or, according to 
ſome Authorities, upon the Morning of the Day of 
Battle. There were alſo knighted with him Sir 
Guy Brian, a young Baron, Sir Robert Mauley, Bro- 
ther to Peter Lord Mauley, Sir Fohn Ravenſpolm, Sit 
Peter Brewis, Sir Thomas Lancaſter, Sir Henry 
- Engtaine, and Sir John Beauchamp. | 4

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And here we muſt obſerve that he was but nine 
teen Years of Age at moſt at the Time of this Battle. 
hat he was under Age, the Record we have ſo 
often cited fully proves, and as we judge, not more 
than nineteen Years old, becauſe he died in the Year 
1348, the twenty-ſecond of Edward the Third, which 
was but two Years after, and left two (if not three) 
Sons. This Circumſtance is ſufficient Ground to 
prove, that he could not then have been much 
younger, and, compared with the Records here 
quoted, fixes his Age within a Year or two at

Ar the Beginning of this Year 1346, before the 
King embarked his Troops, he thought proper to. 
give the Order of Knighthood to his eldeſt Son Ed- 
ward, afterwards ſo famous, by the Name of the 
Black Prince; he was then no more than ſixteen 
Years of Age, notwithſtanding which he was car» 
ried abroad, and had a very great Share in the Suc- 
ceſs of this very Battle, of which we have now 
ſpoken. The Tax which was always levied upon this 
Occaſion, had been a Branch of the Prerogative from 
the Reign of King Henry the Firſt, introduced by 
that Prince upon the Marriage of his Daughter to the 
Emperor of the Romans in 1109. That Precedent 
was too beneficial to the Crown to be ever after ſuf- 
And at a Time when 
the Crown had need of all the Money that it could 
poſſibly raiſe, it is no Wonder that this Means 
ſhould not be forgotten. The Marriage of the 
King's eldeſt Daughter, —the King's Ranſom,—and 
the making his eldeſt Son a Knight, were Articles 
of Profit which needed not the Conſent of Parlia- 
ment, and they had been ſo long eſtabliſhed, that 
they created very little Diſcontent among the People, 
though the Power was a little too far ſtretched in the 
Collection, and the Demand a little exorbitant, till 
It was regulated by an Act of Parliament, about five

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Sir Walter Perceval, and Alice de Afton, his 
Wife, there is very little appearing upon Record; for 
as he was not above two Tears old, or very little 
more, at the Death of his Father, his Minority muſt 
have reached very near the time of his own Deceaſe; 
and indeed (though he left a Son who lived a ſhort 
time after him) it is almoſt out of doubt, that he ne- 
ver lived to ſue out the Livery, and to enter into 
Enjoyment of his Eſtate ; for in that remarkable Re- 
cord formerly mentioned, in which eight Deſcents 
of this Family are in a direct Line deduced—he and

Is anſwer to this Plea, Philip Clerk denied the

Tunis is that famous Record ſo often quoted be- 
fore in this Work; in which are ſet down no leſs 
than nine ſucceſſive Lords of Eaſtbury, of this Fa- 
mily, deducing thus a perfect Pedigree from Sir Ro- 
ger Perceval, who lived in the Reign of King Henry 
the Third, to the fourteenth h Henry the Eighth, 
1522, which contains a Space of full three hundred 
Years; and 1s ſuch an Evidence, and true Proof of 
Antiquity and DiſtinEtion, as hardly any other Fa- 
mily that we know can boaſt.

Th 1s Gentlemen was the longeſt Liver of his 
whole Family, and noted for his Neatneſs, and Love 
of Magnificence, to his dying Day. He was parti- 
cularly beneficent to the Church of Veſfon- Gordein, 
which he repaired and beautified. He likewiſe or- 
namented much his Manſion-houſe there, ſetting up 
in the Windows not only his own Arms, and thoſe 
of his Wife, (in which 1t is diſcovered that the Al- 
teration mentioned before of the Arn of this Family 
commenced about this time) and alſo the different 
Marriages of his Houſe for many hundred Years be- 
fore; inſomuch that, as we are informed by Mr. Ed- 
mund Perceval, one of his Deſcendants, who wrote a 
ſhort Account of this Family (for the Satisfaction of 
Sir Fobn Perceval, Baronet, the Grandfather of the 
preſent Earl of Edmont) and lived while all theſe 
Paintings were ſtill entire. There might be ſeen 
the exact Succeſſion for above four hundred Years, 
with the Alliances of almoſt every Family of Anti-

Some of theſe do ſtil remain, with the Black Eagle, 
the old Supporters, and the ancient Creſt of this Fa- 
mily, the Man on Horſe-back, armed Cap-a-pie, with 
one Leg couped; in alluſion to the firſt Richard, who, 
as we before obſerved, was mutilated in the ſame 
manner, in his Expedition to the Holy Land.

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Will being wholly different from that Form which 
was conſtantly obſerved before the Reformation, and 
is ſtill retained by tho : who profeſs the Romiſh Reli. 
gion. A Circumſtan 2 the more remarkable, as this 
Alteration in the Ch arch had been begun but a very

- IT is eaſily ſeen from the two laſt Wills and In- 
quiſitions here obſerved, what Havock had been 
made in the Eſtate of this Family, in a very few 
Deſcents; for all the Lands which came by Inheri- 
tance, (as we preſume) from the Houſe of Aon; all 
thoſe which were obtained by Purchaſe, in the Reigns 
of Richard the Second and Henry the Fourth, as al- 
ſo much of the Inheritance enjoyed from the moſt 
remote Ages, were by this time gone. The great- 
eſt Part of Tykenham alſo, was given as the Portion 
of the younger Houſe, and went off with Ralph, the 


Vncle of Sir Fohn Perceval, (fifth of that Name) in the 


time of Edward the Fourth. Nay, the very Manors 
of Bodecombe, Stoke, Trubwyll, and Weſton-Gordein, ap- 
pear to have been in ſome degree diſmembered, and 
Bridcot reduced to the eighth Part of one Knight's Fee. 
Tunis was in general the caſe. of all the ancient 
Families in England, about this Period. Before 
the Reign of Henry the Seventh, if any Family ob- 
tained an Eſtate, they ſeldom loſt it, unleſs by Fai- 


lure of the Male-line, or by ſome unfortunate Revo 
Jution. They were never able to ſpend beyond their 
Income, becauſe there was hardly any Money to be 
lent in the Kingdom, and very little Security to lend 
upon; no Man that held in Capite, having it in his 
Power to alienate his Eſtate, without a Licence from 


the Crown, which was not eafily obtained. As Wo- 


men had little or no Fortunes, ſo no Man wanted 
any with a Wife, his Eſtate being on that account 
free, in return, from any Incumbrance occaſioned by 


the Portions of his Daughters. Nor was there any 


Inconvenience in this Scarcity of Money, and Want 
of Credit, in any other Particular.—Gentlemen lived

Eaſtbury T, to which Manor were alſo annexed di- 
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Spot, and raiſed about their own Habitations all the 
Neceſſaries of Life. But th great Popularity and 
Influence of Men of large Eſtates, and the vaſt De- 
pendance which they acquired by this hoſpitable Ha- 
bit, rendered the Subject too formidable in the 
Prince's Eye. Edward the Fourth was the: firſt 
who attempted to ſtrike at this Power. The Law- 
yers in that Reign having introduced a Method in 


their Practice, by which they attempted to evade 


the ancient Law of the Land, and to enable Men to 
dock the Entail of their Eſtates; Henry the Seventh 
purſued the Point in another manner, and by ſeveral 


Acts of Parliament permitted Men to ſell their Eſtates; 


and limited the Number of Retainers; by which he 
effectually ruined the Gentry, and broke their Inte- 
reſt and Power in the Country. . | 

Ax rER that Reign, in the Manner, and by the 
Means we have obſerved at large in the Introduction 


to this Work, a general Diſtreſs began to fall upon 
the ancient Houſes; and in little more than a Cen- 


tury, a new Set of Men, who hardly knew their 
Fathers, became poſſeſſed of moſt of the old Eſtates 
in England; many of which had remained intire in 
the ſame Families from the Conqueſt to that Time, 

To ſum up, therefore, the Account of what: yet 
remained to this Line of the Family, it appears “, 
(by Inquiſition after the Death of this Edmund) that 
they ſtill held the Manors of Eafthury, Bodecombe, 
Trobbleville, Stoke, and Wefton-Gordein, together 
with the Lands of Nemnyd, beſides which, they had 
other large Eſtates, not mentioned in the Inquiſition, 
for what Reaſon we cannot well ſay, as Clivedon, of 
which this Family appears to have been then poſſeſſed,

Bur in this laſt Caſe, it muſt be generally under- 
ſtood, that the Reaſon of ſuch Omiſſion in the Re- 
cord poſt mortem is this, that the Lands omitted are 
in Jointure to ſome Widow, or ſettled in Marriage 
upon ſome Son of the Family.—— This is made fully 


evident in this Place, for the Manor of Eaſtbury, with 


the Preſentation of the Church of Exford, which were 
in the Poſſeſſion of this Houſe long before, (as alſo the 
Manor of Bridcot) are not at all mentioned in this In- 
quiſition, being in Jointure to Elizabeth Perceval, the 
Widow of Edmund, as we have ſhewn already, though 
they inſtantly again returned to the Family upon her 
Deceaſe, and were manifeſtly all the Time of her 
Widowhood the Eſtate of this Houſe. _ 

ALL that we have farther to obſerve of this Gen- 
tleman, is, that from the Number of his Wives a 
Miſtake has prevailed, which is no leſs than that of 


making two Perſons of this James, and thereby add- 


ing a Deſcent to this Line, more than the Truth will 
warrant, And it is very extraordinary that it 
ſhould have prevailed in the manner it did, for the 
Viſitations, moſt of them, have fallen into it, which 
being not of a very remote Time, could not fail of gain- 
ing entire Credit, if poſitive Records did not abſo- 
lutely prove the contrary, and particularly the Inqui- 
ſition taken the forty-third of Elizabeth, 1601 *,

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Brix thus a Minor, and holding in Capite of 
the Crown ®, his Wardſhip and Homage fell to the 
Queen, who ſold them to Thomas Bulbeck, Eſquire. 
Tux Inquiſition mentioned in the laſt Chapter, 
after the Death of his Father, was returned immedi- 
ately to the Court of Wards, upon the fourth of Oc- 

tober following, by Thomas Bulbeck, Eſquire, Son of 
him who had been appointed Executor to the Will 
of Edmund Perceval, and who was in great Conk- 
dence with the Family, being left by this James in 
the ſame Capacity, with regard to his Iſſue, that his 
Father had been to him. . 
Bur the Court not ſufficiently ſatisfied with this 
Inquiſition, ordered a Survey of the Eſtate, which 
was taken before John Colles , Feodary of the Coun- 
ty of Somerſet, upon the firſt of October, in the thir- 
ty-ſixth of that Reign, and accordingly returned 
upon the tenth of November following, the ſame Year 
1594, Which: Return exactly correſponded with the 
Bor even this was not enough to content the 
"= Court of Wards, which: being at this time under the 
- Direckion of the Earl of Salisbury the Maſter, and the 
Management of Richard Perceval the Secretary there- 
of (concerning whole Line we ſhall treat when we have 
done with this) was conducted with a Degree of Care 
never before obſerved in that Branch of the Revenue. 
A Writ, therefore, of Ad melius Inquirendum was, 
two Years afterwards, upon the twenty-fourth of 
November, in the thirty-eighth of Elizabeth, A. D. 
1596 8, iſſued, and directed to Jobn Colles, George 
Lounge, ſtill Feodary and Eſcheator of the ſame 
County, and divers others, requiring them to make 
a new Return, concerning the Eſtates of which the 
ſaid James Perceval was actually ſeiſed at the time of 
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his Deceaſe, and upon what Tenure they were held ; 
upon which, a new Inquiſition was taken, on the 
eighteenth of December the ſame Year at Wells; but 
this Report exactly tallied in every Particular with 
two others which had been made before. 


Uron the Return of theſe Inquiſitions | before 


mentioned, two ſeveral Bills for traverſe thereof“ 


were preferred to the Court of Wards, againſt Mr. 
Bulbeck, (who had obtained the Wardſhip of this 
James Perceval, as we have ſhewn before) by Sir 
George Luttrell and Sir George Rodney, who ſeverally - 
alledged, that the ſaid Manors and Lands were not 


holden of her Majeſty, by ſuch Services, as in and 


by the ſeveral Inquiſitions they were found to be. 
And on the other hand, the ſaid Thomas Bulbeck, 
who poſſeſſed the Wardſhip, by way of Anſwer 
maintained the Truth of the faid Inquiſitions; ſo 
that a warm Contention aroſe in that Court thereon. 

Is order thoroughly to underſtand the Ground of 
this Controverſy, it muſt be obſerved, in all Cates 
where Lands were held by Knight-Service, or in Ca- 
7ite, of the Crown, the Crown was intitled to the 
Profits of the Minor's Eſtate, till he came of Age, 
which was then reſtored to him, upon his ſuing out 
his Livery, (or Freedom from that Subjection) a 
cuſtomary Form, by which he proved his being ar- 
rived at the. full Age of one and twenty. 

Bur in ſome Caſes of very ancient Tenure, the 


Crown had incorporated divers Manors together, 


which Conjunction was called an Honour, and to 
which, in'Grants of great Favour, were added great 


Privileges, among the reſt, that the Lands held-by 


Knight-Service of ſuch Honour, ſhould pay their 
Services to the Lord of the Honour, in the Place of 
the Crown. Thus whoever was poſſeſſed of one of 
theſe Honours, was entitled to the Marriage, Ward- 
ſhip, Relief, and ſo forth, of thoſe who held of

him, juſt in the ſame manner, as in another caſe the 
Crown had been entitled to them. 
Mr. Lutterel] being poſſeſſed of the Caſtle of 
Dunſter, enjoyed an Honour of this kind, which had 
been erected very anciently, in behalf of the Fami- 
ly of Moien, or Mobun, who were upon the firſt 
Rank of Adventurers at the Conqueſt, and acquired 
vaſt Poſſeſſions, both in the Counties of Somerſet and 
Devon ; of which firſt County they. bore the Title 
of Earls for ſome time, when that Dignity was of 
much greater Conſequence than it has been fer ſeveral 
Ages laſt paſt. And of this Honour (as we have had 
frequent Occaſion to ſhew already) the Family of Per- 
* held a Part of their Eſtate, for many hundred 
ears. if & 
Mr. Lutterell, therefore, upon the Grant of this 
Wardſhip to Mr. Bulbeck, enters a Complaint in the 
Court of Wards, and aſſerts that it was his Right, 
and therefore not in the Power of the Crown to grant 
to another Perſon. 'All the Proceedings in this Cauſe 


are not extant, which is a great Misfortune, ſince 
they muſt have given great Light into the Deſcentz 


of this Houſe, as Mr. Lutterell was obliged to ſet 
forth his Title, and the Tranſactions between the 
Family of Perceval and that of Moion and Lutterell, 
for above five hundred Years, thefe Lands having 
been held at leaſt ſo long, of the fame Honour. 


But the Replication of Zutterell to Bulbeck”s Anſwer, 


ſufficiently proves the Pretence of this Claim, in

ABovuT this Time, Elizabeth, the Widow of Ed. 
mond Perceval, Eſq; formerly mentioned (Grandfa- 
ther to the ſaid James, then in Ward) departed this 
Life. After the Death of this Lady, another Writ 
was iſſued the twentieth of November *, directed to 
Fohn Dackombe, then Eſcheator of the County of $9. 
merſet, ſetting forth, that the Queen being inform- 
ed, notwithſtanding the former Inquiſitions, that 
there was ſtill no true Account given of the Eſtate 
of James Perceval, Eſquire, deceaſed in 159%, re- 
quired him, without Delay, to make a diſtinct and 
exact Examination and Return. | 

ACCORDINGLY, upon the fifth of January a new 
Inquiſition was taken at Bridgwater Þ, and returned 
the ſecond of February; in which there is, at laſt, 
a Return made of the Manor of Eaſtbury, with its 
A ppurtenances, and of other Lands and Meſſuages 
in the County of Somerſet, which were late in the 
Poſſeſſion of Elizabeth Perceval, Widow, and then 
fallen to James Perceval, the Queen's Ward, a Part 
of which Lands are ſaid to be held by Knight-Ser- 
vice of Lutterell, as of his Honour of Dunſter. 

Tre Point of greateſt Importance to be. regard- 
ed here, is, as we before obſerved in the laſt Chap- 
ter, that this Record falſifies all the Viſitations, 
which after Edmond ſet down Fames, who married 
the Daughter of Lutterell, and after him an- 
other James, who married the Daughter of - | 
Berkeley, and had the Son James here mentioned, 
who was in Ward to the Queen, A. D. 1601. 

Bur this Inquiſition ſets forth the Deſcent in a

In the courſe of which, there are very extraor- 
dinary Marks of his great Intereſt, in the Appre- 
henſions of the Family of Trenchard to contend with 
him; and farther of his Generoſity, in aſſiſting his 
Relation with Money at ſuch a, Conjuncture, When 
notwithſtanding all his great Eſtate, he was reduced | 
to a Condition, for a Time, not very far from great 
I conveniency of the ſame kind himſelf. One of 
the Conditions upon which this Agreement was at 
length effected; was, (as we have heard) that Mr. 
Trenchard ſhould accept the Patronage of the Church 
of Exford (ſo often mentioned in the preceding Pa- 
pers) in part of Payment. CO 
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TES extraordinary Acts of Friendſhip entitled 
him to interfere in all the Affairs of that Branch of - 
Weſfton-Gordein. And accordingly, we find him in- 
terpoſe, with the Authority of a Parent, rather than 
with the Advice of a Friend, or diſtant Relation, in 
a Buſineſs of the niceſt Nature. The Neceſſities of 
Fames Perceval being very great, as we have already 
obſerved, he thought to re-eſtabliſh his Affairs, by 
the Marriage of his eldeſt Son Thomas, with the only 
Daughter and Heir of one Inman. This Fellow was 
a Yeoman of that Country *, of a very mean Extrac- 
tion, but had amaſſed a vaſt Sum of Money, and this 
dazzled the Eyes of Mr. Perceval, who thought the 
Profit might ſufficiently gild the Scandal of ſo mean 
an Alliance. But Sir Philip Perceval, who had a 
very lofty and generous way of thinking, entertained 
a different Opinion, and ſpecified it to him in the 
ſtrongeſt Terms, not without Reproaches for his be- 
ing capable of debaſing himſelf ſo low, and for want- 
ing Spirit ſo much, as to be reduced, by any Neceſ- 
ſity, whether created by his own Imprudence, or any 
other way, to bring that kind of Stain upon his Fa- 
mily, which, he ſays, he can well affirm, at leaf 
for fifteen Generations, (for ſo long he was well ac- 
quainted with his Deſcent) could never be imputed 
tO it. 

Tu is Letter is too long to be inſerted here; but 
it contains many very noble Sentiments, and ſhews 
the Inconveniences of improper Alliances, ſet forth 
in a maſterly manner. 

Tu k Conſequence of this Remonſtrance was what

HOMAS PERCEVALS®, the only ſurviving 
Son of Fames laſt mentioned, ſucceeded to his 
tate; and hurried on by the Heat of Youth, engag- 
cd himſelf in the Civil Wars, on the Side of the King, 
where he behaved with great Gallantry, but was a Part- 
ner of that general ill Succeſs which attended his Ma- 


ſter's Cauſe z for in the Year 1645, the Parliament 


Forces being then ſuperior in the Weſt, his Eſtate was 
greatly ravaged : but that which may be counted the 
greateſt Loſs to his Family, was not only the Ruin of 
the ſtately Monument before-mentioned, and ſeveral 
others belonging to this Houſe in thoſe Parts, as 
well as the Deſtruction of moſt of the Antiquities 
that greatly then adorned his Manſion-houſes at 
// ctou-Gordein and Bodecombe (which laſt they al-

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of the ancient Deeds and Records of this Hou 
which had been till then preſerved with admirable Care 
and Method for the Space of many hundred Years, 
Theſe valuable Papers 5 thought too much ex- 
poſed in the Houſe of Weſton-Gordein, when the E- 
nemy was drawing near that Country, were ſent 
from thence, in order to be conveyed to the Houſe 
of Mr. Langley (Uncle to Mr. Pefceval) at Manger- 
Feld, as to a Place of better Security, but the Party 
by which they were eſcorted being attacked and de- 
feated in the Way, by a Body of the Parliament For- 
ces, this ineſtimable Treaſure of private Authorities 
was utterly confounded, and diſperſed in ſuch a mar- 
ner, that none of them could ever be again reco- 
vered. . 

$ THe Royaliſts being totally broken by the Death 
of the King, he retired into his own Country, where 
he lived in a very private manner, endeavouring to 
ſecure himſelf from the Reſentments of the then pre- 
vailing Party, by a quiet and inoffenſive Carriage 
and Converſation. — || But this did not prevent a Se- 
queſtration of his Eſtate, which, however, was after 
two Years, admitted to a Compoſition, and reſtored 
to him, but in a very wretched Condition, not only 
from the Waſte that had been made upon it, but 
what was worle, from the great Load of Debt, which 


moſt levelled with the Ground) but that of great en

was owing to the long Intereſt due upon the old 


Mortgages of his Father's Creation, joined to what 


he had been obliged: to contract, at a great Diſad- 


vantage, to maintain himſelf during the Rebellion, 
and afterwards, during the time his Eſtate. was in

Uron his Return from Ireland, he applied him- 
{clf to the Court, for ſome Reward for his Services, 
which had been very conſiderable, as the ruinous 
Condition of his Affairs ſufficiently demonſtrated. 
His Merit was fully acknowledged, and the Juſtice 
of his Demand allowed, with ample Promiſes of a 
grateful Return. But theſe Promiſes were of the 
iame ſort with thoſe which abounded at that time, 
and the Retaliation of his Services equal to what 
moſt of that Prince's Friends experienced, He 
was led on for many Years in vain Expectation, 
and followed the Court, to add farther to the Diſ- 
treſſes of his Affairs; being never able to obtain any 
other Favour, than that of a conſtant good we 
tion, and at laſt two Viſits from the King himſelf, 
at his Houſe at Vieſton-Gordein, where he received 
kim, with an Expenee more worthy the Dignity of 
his Gueſt, than ſuitable to the Condition of his ſhat- 
tered Fortune 

Havi been thus amuſed and duped for many 
Years, he at length diſcovered the Folly of his Con- 
duct, and ſomewhat late repented of his Error, re- 
tiring down upon his Eſtate, where he ſpent the 
Remainder of his Life in repairing, or rather in pre- 
ſerving the Remains of that Fortune, which the Ex- 
travagance of his Anceſtors, ſome Profuſion of his

reduced. He ſtill, however, poſſeſſed the Ma. 
netie, Bridebtt, Weſton-Gordein, and other Lands, 
which had been fo many Centuries the Patritony of 
that Houſe But theſe Manors, at the ſame time 
that they did him Honour; as they were a Proof of 
the Antiquity of his Line, fo did they but add to 
his Misfortunes, by keeping up the Remembrance 
of the great Eſtate which his Anceſtors had once 
enjoyed. For though the Royalties of theſe Lord. 
ſhips were indeed preſerved, the neighbouring, Gen- 
tlemen enjoyed great Eſtates within them, which hed 
been parcelled out, and fold from time to time, as 
the Neceſſities of his Progenitors required. | 

$ An p yet there was ſtill retained ſomewhat above 
one thouſand Pounds per annum; which in ſo cheap 


and fo. remote a Country, was not inconſidetable, but 


by Compariſon with what it had been before; and 
which he huſbanded and expended in ſo good and 
wiſe a manner, that it fully ſerved to anſwer, not 
only his own, but the Neceſſities of a numerous Poor 
around him. · Whoſe Bleſſings were ever ſhowered 
down upon him while he lived, and by whoſe De- 
ſcendants (for of the immediate Objects of his Boun- 


ty hatdly any now remain) his Benevolence is {till 


held in grateful Remembrance. 

jHavinc thus abandoned this World, and wholly 
dedicated himſelf to deferve a better, he lived for 
many Years in a retired, though not a melancholly 
manner, always ſerene and chearful, never unemploy- 
ed, yet never employed enough to forget the great 
Buſineſs, which his, Age gave him continual Reaſon 
to expect that he muſt quickly undertake He 
departed this Life with great Reſignation, upon the 
twentieth of September, 1691, being then ſeyenty-

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His Will was made above one and twenty Years 


before his Death, upon the firſt of March, 1670 *. 
In which, even then, he mentions the Infirmities of 


his Age, and the Difficulties of the Times, with 


which he had ſtruggled, remarking upon them, in 
an uncommon Strain of Piety. His Body he or- 
dered to be buried at the Diſcretion of his Wife, in 
the Church of Veęſton-Cordein, the Burying· place of 
his Anceſtors, - _ : 

His Fortune he left in part to his Wife, over and 
above her Jointure in Weſfton-Gordein and Porteſbed, 
and all his Plate, Jewels, and perſonal Eſtate, with 
great Commendations of her Virtue, and good Be- 
haviour to him. The reſt to his only Daughter 
Anne, who was at that Tinie the Wife of Evan Lloyd, 
of Llaneminicbh, in Shropſhire, Eſquire. 

Tuis Catherine Perceval, his Wife, was an ex- 
cellent Woman; but ſhe died before her Huſband, 
in what Year we cannot exactly ſay.

'A NNE PERCEVA L, was the ſole Daugh- 
ter of Thomas Perceval, laſt mentioned ; and, 
upon his Death, became Heireſs to this Branch of 
the Houſe of Perceval. When ſhe was born we can- 
not exactly ſay, but it appears by her Father's Will, 
that ſhe was married before the Year 1670, (the twen+ 
ty-fecond of Charles the Second) to Evan Lloyd, of 
Llaneminich, in the County of Salop, Eſquire, by 
whom ſhe had Iſſue, which did not long ſurvive. 
ArTERWARDS, ſhe married again to Colonel 
Thomas Salisbury, of Bachagraige, in the County of 
Flint; whoſe Wife ſhe was at the time of her Father's 
Deceaſe, and as ſuch obtained the Probate of her ſaid 
Father's Will, upon the ſixth of June, 1692. 
By this Gentleman ſhe had alſo ſeveral Children, 
who all died without Iſſue. ; |

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As for the Time of her Deceaſe, we are not ex- 


actly informed, but it appears, with relation to 
her Inheritance, that ſhe conſented, at different Times, 
in favour of her two Huſbands, to part with it, and 
it was accordingly ſold, and is now alienated in va- 
rious Parcels to many different Families; ſo that 
none of it deſcended to the preſent Earl of Egmont, 
to whom it had otherwiſe fallen, (“ by virtue of an 
old Entail, made by Ralf Perceval, the firſt of that 
Name, in the Reign of Richard the Second) as the 
next Heir of this Family, and*Chief of the only 
Branch now ſubſiſting of it. Of whoſe Line we in-
